INSIST ON ARBITRATION 



Furtiier Refusal on Castro's 
Part May Lead to Use 
of Force 



Wa!3hington, April IS. — From the 
nuniboi' of conforcnoes which Chairman 
c'liiiom, of the senate committee on 
I'orols-a relatioRd. has held rocently 
with President Hoosevelt and Secre- 
tary of State Boot, It is now probable 
that befora the adjournment of the 
present session - of congress Iganket 
authority wlU bo voted to the presi- 
dent to proceed against Venezuela 
in such manner as subsequent event.s 
may reciuire to xiphoid the dignity of 
the United Stato.j and protect the in- 
terests of American citizens. 

A resolution giving such authority 
to the president has been drafted, and 
approved by the president and Secre- 
tary Root. It provides that the 
pre.'jidoiit shall havo tho power to deal 
with Venezuela in the matter of lul- 
judtlnp tlic contioviTSrlcs with that 
country concerning wrongs done to 
American citlKcns and corporations 
by President Castro. 

Under such authority the adminis- 
tration would again demand tlie "ub- 
niission to arbitration of the claims 
of American citizens and corpora- 
tions against Venezuela. Tho treiitlca 
on the subject of general arbitration 
and tlio ii.so of force in the recovor.v 
of debt.s, ratifii.'d by the '.scnato in the 
last few weclcs, ol)ligate the United 
States to follnw thi.-i linn of i)roccd- 
ure. On .soviiral occasions, a.s is 
shown by the (Correspondence between 
the state department and I\rinlstcr 
rtussoll, the American government 
has, without success, called upon 
President Castro to arbitrate all 
claims. In the very last represonta- 
tion made to Air. nussell by ,T. Dojo 
Paul, iJho Vcnoznclan minister for 
foreign affairs, lie said that "the gov- 
ernment o£ VonezuGla. would view It 
with' satlsractlpn it the Amcrlcun 
goverrirnent would consider tills (ar- 
bitration) question as cl0;ied." 



If a rcsolntion giving iiovi'er 'to 
President Iloosovelt to proceed 
aEai!i::t Venezuela as ho aces fit is 
adopted by this congress, and if In 
that event Mr. Castro sliould continue 
in his prsoont attitude, there la no 
question that the j\i'iorlcan govern- 
ment would liave the iiowcr to use 
force. Furthcrinore, tlio Indications 
arc. that an aggresslvo programme 
would lie udoptc^d. President Roose- 
velt believes that- Castro is trying to 
"bliifE" tlie United States govern- 
ment, and Secretary Root belleyea tho 
dignity of the diplomatic branch has 
been tramplod upqj?.; Senatoir Ciillom 
and other membora,^;i;>r the committee 
believe, to use hi;) words, that "Presi- 
dent Castro .needs u 'spanking." 

Undoubtedly any plan of preceduro 
decided upon by the sonato would be 
followed by the house.

Hartley was 30 
years old, and came to Montreal from 
Glasgow, Scotland, two years ago. His 
parents .still live' in Glasgow. Deceas- 
ed had told friends that they were In 
comfortable circumstances. The vic- 
tim himself was well educated.

— Orders have been 
Issued for an Italian squadiion" to 
make a demonstration"ltr"!lriJrki3h 
waters, the reason , being that Turkey 
has~btiJd<:tM. t(> the .opening of Italian 
post offices in Turkish territory, .such 
as aro maintained by other countries. 
This proposed demonstration Is in no 
way connected with tho Tripoli situa- 
tion, wliich arises from tho murder of 
an Italian mi.'5Si')nar.v and the perse- 
cution by tile Ottoman authorities of 
tho natives who havo sold land to 
Italian:;. The battlesblji commanded 
by the Duki! of Abruzzi forms part of 
llio siiiiadron. Orders havo been is- 
sued for tho Duke to be in readiness 
to sail with his command. 

The Turkish ambassador at Rome, 
Rechid Bey, In an interview today 
said that his government had never 
granted tho privilege of opening 
foreign postotllces on Ottoman terri- 
tory, but had only tolerated them, 
Italy, he thought, would bo right In 
claiming tho privileges of the most 
favored nations in seelcing to open her 
postodicos in Turkish territory, if the 
other powers had done .^o in virtue of 
exi.sting treaties insteail of establlsli- 
Ing their posloflices without liaving 
Inst received i)ermis.sIon to do s-i.

Coal Miners and Operators of Pitts-

That four mlllionB of dollars in ex- 
cess of what should bo paid by tho 
people of Canada for the construction 
of the 250 miles of tho National 
Transcontinental railway, east of 
Winnipeg, and known as tho McAr- 
thur contract, will coino out of tho 
treasury of tho country, is the state- 
ment of Major A, K. Hodgins, late 
government engineer upon llic work. 
iSlajor Hodgins' letter to the Colonist 
of Thursday giving for the first time 
tho reason.s for blB resignation, has 
e.^:elted the widest comment ucrosbv 
the continent. If his figures are cor- 
rect, and if the same amount of the 
alleged wrong olasslficatlon exists 
upon the whole 1..S0O miles of the road 
being built by the Dominion, the 
Canadian people will be $28,000,000 out 
of pocket and a scandal of a magrnl- 
tude never before known In Canada, 
'ensues. 

Quebec Classification 
"Quebec classification" as Interpret- 
ed on the eastern portion of tho Na- 
tional Transcontinental railway, ap- 
pears to be a most clastic and profit- 
able way of building railroads, at any 
rate from the point of view of tho 
contractor. J. D. M<;Arthur, one 
of the contractor."!, in a re- 
cent interview described tho work 
as a monument to engineering skill 
and Canadian enterprise, and from a 
fuller account of the way grading Is 
being classified, given to the Colonist 
by Major Hodgins, the enterprise^ of

• .Tbere.lB nothing mysterious or Rcien- 
tlflc abput the clasBlflcation of the 
Hiktor^ftl^'removed in grading, although', 
experience Is needed before It can 
be properly done. And for the benefit 
of those unacquainted with railroad- 
ing it may be stated, that it is tho 
custom In bidding on a railroad con- 
tract to (|uote rates at •which the dif- 
ferent kinds of grading will be done, 
and not a lump sum for the work. 
Under the government regulations 
for contractors and engineers on tho 
National Transcontinental, grading 
is classined under three heads: Solid 
rock excavation, loose rook excavation 
and common excavation. These- 
toims arc defined as follows In tho of- 
ficial regulations referred to; 

"Solid rock excavation will Include 
all rock In ledges or masses of more 
tlian one cubic yard, which. In tho 
Judgment of the engineer, may be 
best removed by blasting. 

"I.ooso rock: All largo .stones and 
boulders measuring more than one 
cubic font and loss than one cubic 
yard, and al! loose rock wliether In 
situ or otherwise, that may bo re- 
tnoved by hand, pick, or bar, all ce- 
mented gravel, indurated clav and 
other materials, that cannot, in tho 
Judgment of the engineer, bo ploughed 
with a 10 Inch grading plow, behind 
a team of .six good liorses, p'wperly 
liniulleil; and without the necessity of 
bi.i.--(iiig. although blasting may oc- 
lonally be resorted to, sh.lll bo 
loose roclc."

contract. Hut tliey do not contract 
to btiild the road for a .speclnod sum, 
they merely agree to do certain kinds 
of worlt at a srieeilied rate per cubic 
yard or running foot. And this is 
whore the importance of the classifi- 
cation come.s in. 

Major Hodgln's Section, 
T!ie road is divided Into sections 
each nniler the cliargo of a resident 
engineer.

000. Afterwards, owing to a few 



changes in the way of shortening cer- 
f.iiti sections of tiie llnei tho figures 
were reduced to below $12,000,000. Now 
comes the announcement, startling to 
those who do not know what is Kolng 
on, that the estimates have been in- 
crea^sed to Jit!, 000, 000. As tho change 
in location cheapened the line, and 
only affected small portions of It, all 
this largo Increase comes from, classi- 
fying as solid rock what I' classified 
as loose rock, or as looio roclc what I

'I'o iiul It In another way, If, ;is thero

I adlan people will carry. With it a graft 
I afinuuntlag to «28,000,0()0, and the lun 
liaa only begun. l''or, as already point- 
ed out, no limit can be assisncu to tho 
loss occasioned by fraudulent classiri- 
catlon. 

Warned to Change. 

Alajor Jlodglus explained tliat Ills 
cla.sliicatlon wa.s, aftn- a while, object- 
ed to by tlio.se in ;uUnorlty. ile asked 
what kind of classification was want- 
ed Jle was told to classfy the grading 
oil tho same prfnclple as It was dono 
in Quebec. But as his Interlocutors 
appeared unable to explain In any ra- 
tional manner on what method lio 
should proceed, were ho to attelmpt to 
alter his estimates as requested, and 
as such explanations as ho was givi:ii 
were 80 at variance with his official 
instructions In writing, ho was unable 
to comply. At thl-s the major received 
order.s to go to Quebec and see for hlin- 
sek' what they were doing. He went 
to t^aluiiue and yesterday Major Hod- 
gins described someihiii;; of v.diat ho 
.saw there. 

"At I^aluque," said tlic major, "thero 
Is a large cutting v;liich was orlRinally 
Intended for a tuunei. It ,i.s usually 
cheapcu- to tunnel any cut that Is over 

00 feet deep, and this had a slope on

Expected That . This Year's 
Rate Will be Seven or 
Eight Mills 



It is almost a certainty that the tax- 
payers of this, municipality of South 
Saanlch will this year be called upon 
to pay a higher rate of taxation tlian 
v.'a.s the ease last year, and while the 
ratty for loos has not yet been fixed, 
and wdll not for some time yet, it is 
predicted that It will bo at least seven 
or eight mills instead of five mills a.s 
was the ca.so last year. This, too, witli- 
out reference to the road tax. 

Last year tho revenue of the iiin- 
nielpality tm-iounted to about ?-.l.'>,000, 
but udieii all denianda were met a.s 
well as i)osslble, liiere still re.niaiiied , 
a great deal of road work which, while j 
Imiierative, could not be accomplished.

Husiness all over tlie r-ountry is 
rajiidlj' inii)roviiig, ami witii a favor- 
able spring, and nioncy easier, trade 
conditions will soon return to their 
normal activity. (_)ur great railways 
are not slackening their eliorts an;,-, 
but are pushing forward their large 
development schemes with all energy 
and enthusiasm, for the present and 
future greatness of our country.

It is quite tho correct thing for novel- 
ists to look ahead any length of time 
from ten to a thousand years and write 
of events which are supposed to take 
place tlicn. This Is not surprising, es- 
pecially when the novelist i.s al.=io a fad- 
dist and wishes to demonstrate how 
his or her particular fad will work out In 
practice. Tho startling thing about such 
stories is the limited power of imagina- 
tion which tliey exhibit. The authors 
w-rite as though the progress of human 
invention were about to come to a stop. 
Tho most Imaginative of thcin all lias 
never vcntin-od to suggest a weapon of 
war that would throw half a ton of 
explosive several hundred miles, such 
as we are assured a clever Scotsman 
has Invented. We have this morning a 
sketch I)y a well kimwn Victorian of 
the early discoveries in steam navi- 
gation. It is Just about a century .since 
the civiliicod world recngnizeil tlint \-cs- 
.sols propelled by steam had an actual 
commercial value. The difference be- 
tween those first experimental boats 
and a modern Atlantic liner Is so great 
that one can hardly recognize the latter 
as an evolution from the former, and 
most of the evolution has taken place 
\vithln half a century. It is a little' ov- 
er a hundred and fifty years ago since 
a Scotsman suggested that electricity 
might bo employed in connection with 
a wire to send messages, but nearly a 
hundred years of experimenting were 
necessary before a workable plan was 
evolved. To be exact ninoly-tliree 
years elapsed between the time tele- 
grajjhy was proposed and Its practical 
utilization in a commercial way. More 
tlian half a century of experiment was 
necessary to demonstrate tliat mes- 
.sages could he sent without tho use 
of wire, and the eliiet triumph In elec- 
trical Invention during tho past de- 
cade has been the proof that wire Is 
unnociisaary for tho controlled trans- 
mission of electrical energy. Mean- 
while the telephone had been invent- 
ed and shortly after wireless tele- 
graphy became un fait accompli, -wlre- 
Iess''telephony appeared on thk scene. 
Concurrent with these inventions 
came the method of seinling pictures 
over the wire,, and wc have seen in a 
high-class illustrated paper tho draw- 
ings of an apparatus whereby not mere- 
ly can a sketch bo made by means of 
the wire, but an actual i)lcture can be 
sent so that the person receiving It 
sees it . instantly complete. If these 
things can be done with the aid of 
a wire, they can be done without a 
wire. Now tlie surprising thing is that 
no novelist relating events traiispir 
ing in 1950 or there;ibouts has ever 
thought of the possibility of wireless 
teioi)hony and portrait transmission 
being so perfectly that the Hero sitting 
in ills lonely shack in .some distant 
land may touch a little "buzzer" and 
the face and form of the Heroine, who 
is in point of fact several thousand 
miles away, will stand out before hfm 
and he will hear her say those sweet 
nothings which mean so much. The 
chances are that by that distant date 
the ardent lover can send a good-night 
kiss to his heart's desire, and It will bo 
Just as sweet as though It were ad-

pany are behind the other." It then 
goes on to say that the people of that 
city arc annoyed "and annoyaiico leads 
lo .retaliation." AVc suggest to the 
Times that it might be desirable for 
it to get its facts correct. For ex- 
ample, it is quite wrong in saying that 
tho Hudson's Bay company has any- 
thing to do Willi the Canadian Paclllc 
boats. In the next place It is wrong In 
seeking to create the iiiipressioii that 
the Canadian Pacitlc inaugurated tho 
"rate war. The facts aro that the In- 
ternational company cut the rate to 
50 cents and put on a iillle steamer 
with very Inferior acconmiodation be- 
cause the Canadian Puciftc would not 
iibtindon the Held to them. Seeing that 
llie Intenuilioiril intended to k(>ep up 
the ono-sided ligiit. tlii' Canadian I^a- 
cllic met 11 Willi a corresponding cut, 
and there the matter stands. 

Tliero are two aspects of this case 
to which reference may be made. The 
first is that when the International 
company, under one or the other of 
its names, had a monopoly of the Vic- 
toria-Seattle run, tho service was 
notoriously Inefllcient .nnd unsafe. 
After.that company lost Its rattletrar 
known as the Clallam, the people of 
Victoria called upon the Canadian Pa- 
cific for relief and obtained it to ilie 
satisfaction of everybody, and to no- 
body more so than to the peoi)le of Se- 
attle. It Is due to the fact that the Can- 
adian company Is operating grood sub- 
stantial sea-worthy ships between the 
two cities that travel has Increased lo 
the 'advantage of both of them. 

Another aspect of Ihe case is the at- 
tempt of the Times lo represent the 
Canadian Pacific as hostile to Seattle. 
If tho memory of the Times goes back 
far enough. It will recall the time when 
It was the competing line of traffic 
furnished liy Hie Canadian Pacific 
which savud Seattle from having its 
life crushed out by a , railway mon- 
opoly. It it is informed of the facts 
as they exisl today it would know that 
for every dollar the Inteniatloiial coni- 
l)any ha.s invested in the Cnlted States 
the Canadian Pacific liaa Inmdreds in- 
vesteil there. At the present lime the 
Canadian Pacific operates its own rail- 
way from St. Paul to Spokane, and 
maintains its own service to Seattle, to 
whieli city it may be^ro very long 
send its trains over its own lines. Un- 
der these circumstances wo have very 
little fear that the aano people of Se- 
attle will be led to join with the hys- 
terical call of the Times for rctaliali'Jn, 
because the Canadian Pacific met a cut 
in rates inaugurated by a Seattle coih- 
pany. Retaliation has been well des- 
i;ribed as "cutting off your nose to 
spite your face." and Seattle has too 
much Bei\s& to indulge in any such per- 
formance.

Tlic conference Ixetween' Vnti 'provlnr 
cial government and S. -T. Ba^ted<jJ' 
representing tho government of the 
Dominion, has so far proved futile. 
The Dominion aaked that the- province 
should surrender all 'Ita rights In the 
fisheries and la 'return merely agreed 
to pay the province the money expend- 
ed upon its hatchery and to take the 
latter over. The province refused to 
agree to this. They refused to treat, 
in fact, unless the Dominion govern- 
!ment would first agree to tlio pay- 
ment to the province of the proportion 
of the revenue devolving from fishery 
dues under the modus vivcndl ar- 
ranged in 1901. 

Speaking of the pour jjarlers with 
Mr. Utj.stedo, Hon. W. J. Bowser, chief 
commissioner of fisheries, said: 

"t regret to sny that, after several 
consultations witl'i '^U: Bastedo, wlu; 
was sent to British Columbia by the 
Doniinlon government for the purpose 
of consulting with our deiVartmeut as 
to the question of control of tho fish- 
eries in this province, we have been 
unable to come to an arrangement with 
the Dominion government. 

Dqtninion's Proposal. 
"What they proposed, 'shortly, was 
that wo should rolhKiuish all our prop- 
erty In fish, which was decided by tho 
I)rivy council to be long to the province 
alone, and that we were to hand over, 
the absolute control of tlie same to the 
iJu'niinion government, they to puss all' 
regulations and that they would pay 
notlilng to the province under the; 
modus Vivendi entered into witli them 
in 1901, ami which has been in force 
since tliat time. By tills it was ar- 
ranged that they were to collect all 
tho revenue from licenses and to ac- 
count to us for our share, after de 
ducting a fair amount for .administra 
tion purposes, but I may add that we 
have not yet received a dollar under 
this arrangement. In consideration of 
our relhiciulshing all our riglits, as set 
out above, Mr. Bastedo suggested that 
ho would report to the Dominion gov 
ernment in favor of recouping us for 
any nioneys already spent by the prov- 
ince in connection witli the Seton lake 
hatchery and other expenses incurred 
ly-j» "Us incidental to tho question of 
fisheries. 

Province's Rights. 

"To this we could not agree, as, in 
tlie liiot' ..■\r.rr_ -\vo fclt that before any 
transfer of our jurisdiction should be 
considered a settlement, payment 
should be made of the money duo us 
on account of our share of tho license 
fees collected by them while the modus 
Vivendi was in force, from 1901 to date. 
Wo must not forget that under our 
terms of union, 'Which, differs from tlie 
other provinces In this regard, 'the 
protection, and encouragement of fish- 
cries' was a duty cast upon the Do- 
minion government and that our posi- 
tion now Is ' ihiit all the outlay to 
which they had been put, in the way 
of establishing hatcheries andi'sopcrat- 
ing patrol :bouts, was a duty cant -upon 
them when we entered confederation, 
and that, therefore, wo sliould not con- 
tribute any portion of that amount. 

"In tlie second place, owing to the 
way the fisheries have been handled in 
this province, we certainly believe that 
if we ever surrendered our jurisdiction, 
it is in the interests of tlie industry 
and eajillal in->'OHlcd that a local joint 
board of control should be fippointed 
to pass all necessary regulations af- 
fecting the fisheries and that we 
.should have a nominee on that board 
as wo own the fish and certainly 
should have a voice in tlieir protec- 
tion and p'.-eservation. In the third

James K, RebbQcl< Discusses 
the Early History of 
Steamboating 



Mr. J^ipes R, Rebbcclc,'0f this cUv, 
In conversation with a Colonist re- 
porter- yesterday,, madd the following 
interesting Bt.j^teiijent8: 

"iriie boloiilst '.^ of i tDhursday, 10th, 
makes a reference to the Americans' 
claim to be the originators of steam 
navigation. Gall may., have originated 
with them and out of it many things 
have come. Distinct efforts in differ- 
ent countries and at distant periods 
of time have been made to apply 
steam power to navigation. The ear- 
liest claim known comes from Spain, 
the accounts of which wore preserved 
among the state papers of the city of 
Catalonia and those of the na\-al sec- 
retary of war In tlie year 1513. 
'Blasco do Garay, a sea captain, pro- 
posed, to the JjJrpperor Charles V, In 
the year "1543, an Invention for pro- 
pelling vessels _and largo ships, even 
during calms, "without the aid of oars 
or sails." Tho invention was tried in 
the harbor of Barcelona on Juno 17, 
1513, on a vessel of 200 tons, called 
tlie Trinidad, commanded by Pedro do 
Scarza. A siieclal commission con- 
sisting of various ofllclals of high rank 
\'.';is appointed to witness the trial. 
'Blasco de Graay would never reveal 
tlio secret of his invention, but it was 
seen to consist of .a'large cauldron of 
boiling water and in some wheels of

"There is no other record of even 
any proposal to navigate by steam tor 
nearly 200 years, when, in 1736, Jona- 
than Hulls, of Campden, Gloucester- 
shire, England, took out a patent In 
England, and in 1737 he published a 
small book on tho subject of his in- 
vention. 

"Tho steam engine Itself was tlicn 
In comparatively common use, and 
! Jonathan Hulls adapted Newcomen's 
engine to drive his vessel. The crank 
had not then been invented, and the 
reciprocating motion of tho englno 
was converted to rotary motion by n 
combination of rack and pinion and 
transmitted to the paddle wheel by 
belts. The paddle wheel 'was at 'the 
stern, and tho steamer was therefore 
a stern-wheeler. This vessel is the 
first praptical steamboat. 

"Later on, in France, several 
schemes were proposed for the -mech-- 
anical propulsion of ships, but none 
of them by steam, and they were not 
practically applied. 

"Prior ■ to 17S2 , all steam engines 
were single actinfr .ind merely recip- 
rocating and tlie dliyicultles of apply- 
ing them to the proiiulslon of sliips 
were theroforo great. 

"In Itarch. 1782, .Tamos Watt pat- 
ented the double-scting engine, and 
tho crank also having been introduced, 
a wider application of steam power 
was at once suggested. 

"In October of 1788 an experiment 
in steam Bropulslpa..t>f .yejSfels was 
made' upon the lake of Dnlswlnton, In 
Scotland.'' . Tho results proved satis- 
factory, but tiie e.ngine w:is removed 
and the boat restored to her ordinary 
use. This experiment appears to have 
originated in a certain Mr. Miller, also 
associated with a Mr. Taylor, but as 
neither of these genllemen were en 
gineers, they consulted ^Ir. Syming 
ton, who had already constructed ; 
lor-oinotive engine. He. seeing how 
easily the same type of mechanism 
could bo npiilied to a paddle-wdieel, 
was therefore engaged to share in tlio 
undertaking. Mr. Miller's large plea- 
sure boat of 60 feet In length was fit- 
ted with an engine having cylinders 
IS Inches In dinmet'^r, at the Carroll 
works, under Mr. .Symington's super- 
intendence. This little steamer w.as 
tried on tlie Clyde and Forth canal on 
December 2G, 17Sfl, ^vltil suceess, 

".■\s eiirly as 1793 Mr. P.obert I'^ul- 
ton, during his residence Irf- Kngland, 
had formed a design for a steamer 
after having carefully inspected Mr, 
Symington's boat, which lie saw in 
full action, and acquired a full knowl- 
edge of the e.xnorlnicnts. In 1.S02, Mr. 
Llvinjiston, at that timo United States 
ambassador to France, met Fulton in 
Paris and Joined resources with him. 

"In 1803 an experimental boat was 
launched by them on the Seine, which, 
being much overloaded by machinerv. 
broke in two and sank. Fulton did 
not leave for America till late In ISOG, 
and before setting out he ordered of 
Messrs. Boulton and Watt one of their 
steam engines of 20-horse-power to 
1h! sent tliither. His steamer was 
lauiiclied in August, 1S07, and she soon 
1 afterwards made her first passage 
from Xew Vfrk to Albany."

i::aster Is the .first an,tl greatest ot 
the Christian festivals. Its c(debra- 
tlon Is a sigh 'that throughout all 
Christendom, men and women believe 
In a future life. Inseparably bound up 
with this belief Is faith In humanity - 
that power is given to each of us lo 
conquer the evil that Is in iis, and in 
the phrase of a great I'hrlstian tc^acli- 
cr "to rise lo a new life of righteous- 
ness." fi-eeds may differ and rites 
may vary, but as long as ( 'hrisl iaiiily 
last" belief in immorlality ;ind in tiie 
triumph of good over evil will sur- 
vive. 

Today in Christian churches the res- 
urri'ction of the Savior Is commem- 
orated, with the most solemn joy. 
l.,eaviiig the priesl and iireaclier the 
revelation of the sacred story and of 
tho lessons to be drawn from it, an 
attempt will here be jnade to give i> 
brief history of the festival and of the 
manner in which it is now observed. 

• • • 

The name Easter, like those of the 
days of the week comes to us from the 
old German mythologj-. Our Anglo- 
Saxon forefathers worshipped Easter or 
Ostara, the goddess of spring. Hy 
bursting bud and springing grass, by 
the .song of the bird and tho gurgling 
of the brook, they recognized that the 
long rel.gn of winter was over and 
turning their faces to Ihe rising sun, 
th'-y worshipjied llieir benign goddess. 
To her they di-dicited JCostnr-inonath, 
ivlliidi eorres)>onded lo our A|)i 11. 
.Xinon.g tile ii.ations of southern Kurope 
the name of which tills da.\' Is known 
is derived from tlie word, which in the 
Ui^hrew, meant the "fiassover." 

In the Testament times there is no 
evidence tif the yearly festival. The 
first day of ovcr^ .week, the primitive 
Christians remembered their risen 
Lord. . . 

The festival, like tK,^.t ,of Good Friday 
was first observcrfjarpSVig' the Jejvisii 
CMiristians who • opleBi'a.ted the \i;iegvn*- 
lectlon wheri-'tlflifr 'ijotintrynien were 
keeping the passofferi ''■This always oc- 
curred tho day ttfCer"tljt>'-14th day ot 
the moon irrespective of the day of 
the weeit. Tlje Qc^tilc Christians, on 
the other hand believed that the day 
should always be kept on Sunday. As 
w.'is said oil I'^riday this gave rise to 
much controversy and it was long bo- 
fore the usage became uniform. The 
rule finally adopted was that Easter is 
the first Sunday after the 14th diiy of 
Ibe calendar moon which happens on 
or next after IMareh tlie 21st. 

The day ujion \v-hicli Kaster will fall 
in any year has been settled by a.s- 
Ironomers and elaborate t.ablcs have 
been made out by which tho d.ay on 
whiidi it will fall in any given year, I 
In luS2 the I'alendar was reformed, hut 
il was not till 17,'iJ that the .Vew Stylo 
w.as adoiited in Kngl.ind. In the (irecdc 
church, the (ihl .Style of rcckuning 
time is still used and this is why the 
time of observing Easter differs in tho 
Eastern and Western churches. 

• • « 

Among ancient Easter customs was 
the lighting of fires in the cliurclies 
on Easter Eve. Tlieso fires were hal- 
lowed and at them Were lighted tho 
pascal tapers whicli burned at solemn 
mass and vespers till Ascension D.i.v. 
iJiie of thefsc tapers, used In We.-i- 
minster Abbey in 1557, weighed HOO 
lioiinds. These ceremonies were ijrob- 
ably survivals of the fires v.hich for- 
merly I'clehraled tlie triumph of si)ring 
over winter. 

In the l''rench cathedrals the bishops 
.and clergy of the niidille ages eng;iged 
in !i solemn g;inie <i( bail at Easter- 
tide and grave and rhythmical ilaiKoa 
were iiertoiiiicd in .sninc of tile cities 
to the strains of sacred music. 

(Jii ICaster luornin.g it was long iho 
custom in Ireland to ri.'^e at dawn lo 
see Ihe sun liaiice. So grave a person 
a:; .Sir 'J'lioinas Urowne considered i». 
necessary . to sa\-: "W'e shall not, 1 
hope, disiiarage the Resurrection of 
Our Iledeemer, if we saj-, that tho sun 
doth not dauei- on E:isler Day." 

A prett.\- custoir. among children of 
la later date was lo sot a vessel full 
of water in the open air, in which tlio 
sun seemed to dance from tho tremu- 
lous motion of the water. 

The custom of eating eggs on Ea.s. 
ter Sunday is an old one and is spok- 
en of in a book of 1651, "And likewise, 
where, they had used to have eggs and 
green sauce on Easter Day, after ser- 
vice and communion for those gentle- 
men who came lo breakfast." 

Another old custom which still sur- 
vives Is that of wearing something new 
on Faster Day. 

"A I Kaster let your clothes be now. 
Or else he sure you will it rue." 

And .Mr. IJarnes, a Doselshlro poet 
says: 

"i..asto I'^aster 1 put on my hliio 
I'roek caioal, the ^aisl time, vier new. 
wr yaller buttons aal o' lirass. 
That gUtlei'd in the zun like glas.s; 
Beklaze 'twer Kaster f.uiulay." 

.'S. pretty cusloni, the oi-igiii iierhaps 
of our own houseideaiiing was that of 
putting out all the fires, strewing the 
floor Willi fresh rushes and iiuUIng 
flowers In the fireplace. At Twicken- 
h.aiii, two great ealies useil to lie di- 
vided among the \-oiin,g peoide on ICas- 
ter 15ay and in K'eiil two charitable 
ladles heriueallied the rent of twenty 
acres of land to give cakes to tho poor 
licople of Biddenden parish. Tho laud 
was long called "Bread and Cheese 
Land." Tansey formed a part of tho 
liastcr dishes of long ago. 

Tho dyeing of eggs and giving them 
as gifts was universally practiced. 
Sometimes these'Vere ornamented with 
various designs and preserved. The 
children often threw tho eggs at one 
another tor sport, seeing iVho could 
capture the most. In some parts o£ 
tho country the cgga. for Easter Sun- 
day wnro asked for ■ us . tills Bong 
shows 




"Here's two or throe Jolly boys, all 

of ono mind, 
We liavo come a pace-egging, and 

hope you'll iirovo kind; 
I hope you'll prove kind' with your 

eggs and strong beer 
And wi.i'!l come no more to see you un- 
til tl)e next year." - . 
In <he country, places the whole 
.season was ono oC holiday making, 
many of the customs being foolisli 
enough. On the whole it is hard to 
see the significance of many of the 
Easter 'customs which probably were 
capsed by a reaction from the long an<l 
enforced abstinenco from all amuse- 
ment in Lent. 

« * « 

In Russia on Easter morning the 
greeting "Clirist is Risen," ans-wered 
by "He Is Klsen Indeed," is still used. 
In that country, loo, the cu.^toni of 
saluting one another with a kls.s is 
kept iij), even .among men. 

This is the season of luijoyment 
and national siiorts are taken \r,ivl in 
in every country. Some of these pas- 
times seem strangely out of keeping 
with tho .spirit of tlie sea.son, as for j 
Instance, the hull lights of Spain, 
which the ii(<opli' of Madidil or Seville [ 
gc. to witness on the afternoon of | 
]'.;aster day. In the latter city as in 
many of the cities of southern KumiJe j 
the season is much mon^ aii|iroiiiiate- i 
ly observed by beautiful oulefdoor j 
processions. | 

At Megara, a few miles from Aih - , 
ens tho ^season is celebrated liy the i 
country girls by tlie famous choral 
dance. These maidens, wearing cos- 
tumes of great beauty and elegance 
perform a sedate and stately dance 
which is said to resemble the sacred 
dances of the ancient Greeks. These 
(hmces are witnessed by thousands of 
s|>eclators. 

The ancient city of Jerusalem, at 
this season, wllnesso.^ a great con- 
course of Christian pilgrims from all 
parts of tho world. They havi' come 
to celebrate the holy season in the 
city, every street of which has, for 
them, hallowed associations. They 
move kneeling up the Via Dolorosa 
and visit the sacred sepulchre. 

The Mohammodan owners of the 
city mingle among the throng .and 
visit spots whicli are sacred to them 
as well as to Jews and Christians, 
for thev too reverence Abraham and 
Moses and others of tho Old Testa- 
ment saints. 

In Canada oiir social oh.servance of 
tho season is llmlied to the exchange 
of cards and sometimes pre.-;ents. 
Among ladies the fashion of donning 
the garments of the new .seanon on 
ICaster dri\- is common, if not univers- 
al. ;ind the ivaielies which were sus- 
pended during Dent are resumed in 
the interval before the summer wea- 
ther -draws ua to the seaside or the 
countryr- 

Thls'-is true of our neighbors In the 
TJnlted-'&tafes except thS-tUn AllanUi, 
In the state of Georgia they have a 
pretty custom which Is thus described 
in the Toronto "Weekly Globe: 

The morning of Easter Saturday Is 
a great time in Atlanta. Grant Park 
Is cleared of all vlsitor.s and guarded 
by police, while employees of the city 
go all through the ;:rotinds scattering 
candy egg.s everywhere in the grass 
and shrubbery. Twenty thousand 
eggs are thus scattered, while crowd.-i 
of children gather all around tho edge 
of the j.iurk aiiuiver with eagerness 
to begin liiiding and gathering up all 
this eatable we:ilth. The lime of 
walling seems endless, for the police- 
men, thnugh jolly, are lnexor;ible, and 
not a i:hild gets a premaUire cliance 
.at tlie fun. 'i'hen, at the apiiointed 
moment. a band stationed at the 
Iirineiijal entrance begins to play 
"Dixie." That is the signal. Kvery boy 
and girl of the live or six tbonsaud 
itarts on tlie dead run. Tin- air is full 
of yells and tlylng legs. In about ten 
seconds somebody has found the lirsl 
egg; in half a second more somebody 
efso' has found two, and the excite- 
ment grows every instant livelier. 

'The bunt is over all too soon. It is 
ama:;ing how rpilckly 20,000 scattered 
candies can be found, snatched up, 
and put where they will do the most 
good, or stuffed into blouses and 
shirt-fronts for future enjoyjtient. 

The proudest of ail tho treasure - 
se kers i.s he who linds one particu- 
hiV egg. known by its being gilded. 
'I'he .llscoverer of tlic golden egg has 
the additional bltas of receiving from 
tlie official master of ceremonies a 
"oat harnessed to a completely equii)- 
pcd carriage. And from that day 
f<irth unless the goat dies of over- 
liettlng. his owner never lacks 
friends!

causo of Ills dash early In the after- 
noon of Saturday when lio c;iuglu his 
opponent nai)ping and galnrd two 
Inps by splendid head work and 
splendid condition. Gordon, howt- 
ever, succeeded In gaining ono nf tho 
laps back but lost It again sliortly 
afterwardii. , 

The most exciting part oC tho raco 
and one that showed thtit tlio men 
wero in great condition and that both 
had remarkable endurance was tho 
last five ininutco when Manager .Jlc- 
Tarnahaii started them on an fcvon 
footing, after Gordon had been un- 
able to get by his opponent at tho 
corners when he showed more speed 
and deserved on a number of occa- 
sions to tako the lead. 

Although he lost tho toss (or tho 
choice, ol places and his opponent 
took the rail position Gordon jumped 
to tho front nt the ■.•start and main- 
tained the I'a.-test kind of a jiaco 
during the last five minute period 
and gained a whole luilf a lap by 
continual spurting and amid tho tre- 
mendous applause of tho spectatorH. 

During tlu.' Ia,st fifteen minutes of 
tlie race (ho rink w.a.i cleared of .'iliat- 
er;; and till' twii competitors had tho 
skating area all to tliemsolves. tlio 
going after the rink was cle.'ired w:i.t 
linniedlalely quickened and it might 
ho said thai tlie racaM's r.purled dur- 
ing tills time as well a,^ the lust live 
inlnules.

Foreign Invasion of Connecticut. 

Tho annual no'ort'qf the Connecticut 
bureau of vital stali'stics discloses Avlth 
■striking clearness i,he extent to which 
the state lina becojne a foreign com- 
munity. Study of the figures concern- 
ing births show tJiat tho native stock 
of tli( coinnionwealth is being over- 
whelmed by the superior juimbor:; of 
the invading racefi from over se:i. Nu- 
rnorleally the American clement is sub- 
stantl.ally stationary, with a slight 
drift towards ■.shrinkage, hut tho for- 
eign ratio of tho population is under- 
going steady expansion. 

Of tho 24,641 blr'tha which occurred 
In Connecticut In 190C tho number In 
which both parents were foreign born 
is 13,116, while In only 8,388 cases wero 
both father and mother American born. 

T3etwcon 1897 and 1906 the percent- 
age of births In which both parents 
wero born under alien flags expanded 
from 42.2 to 53.2, but during the same 
decade the birth certificaacs in which | 
tho parentage was i-eeorded ns native i 
born dwindled from 10. !i pi r cent to 11 1 
per cent. 

The foreig;i contribution to tho liirlli | 
statistics of the state now exceeds the | 
native by more than i'J jier cent, Tlio j 
proportion of births In whieli one jiar- j 
ent is returned as American born and I 
the other a,^ foreign liorn clings pretty j 
clo.sely lo la per ca'iit Near after year. 

New llavoii county makes the most 
liberal foreign ' addition to tho Infant 
population of the state, and hi 190G 
not less than 58.6 per cent of tho births 
In that county were credited to alien 
parentage. Hartford coufity, which is 
studded with Industrial communities, 
stood second, and foreign parents fig- 
ured in 54.5 per cunt of the births. 

Fairfield county, in wdilch Bridge- 
port is tlm largest factory centre and 
ill which such halting towns as Dan- 
Iniry, liothcl and Norwalk aro located, 
reiiorted 51.3 per cent cif foreign births, 
in the agricultural countx- of Tnllaml 
foreign born p.arents supjilied the low- 
e.U ratio of the total out]iut of births 
^-11! per Cunt, 

Analysis of the statistics slious that 
the Latin and .Slav nices arc i-apidly 
increasing elements of the twentietli 
ceritui-y populuatiori of Connecticut. 
'J'lie Irish race, wliicli used to hold un- 
dlspL>.'rd supremacy In the matter of 
Coiineciicut born children of foreign 
born parents and which has contribut- 
ed much to the energy of the State, 
has been elbowed into the background. 

The number of babies born of imml- 
gi'ant Italians mounted from 450 In 1897 
to 3,3ii0 in 1B06, and In the latter year 
It surpassed the record made by any 
other nation. In New Haven county 
alone parent.s who were born under the 
Italian (lug furnished 1.7M entries fur 
tho birth records In lliiii;. The extent to 
which Italians have iioiin-d into tho 
.St.'Uo during tlie past decade, cnpceial- 
ly Into the industrial centres, is one of 
the most consplcLunis facts in the 
alienlzatlun of I'oniiectieuL,

532. Tim key to this cvpansion is 
found ill the inllux of ,!e\'.s wlio in 
growing iiiimliers liavo soii|;lil in Cun- 
iicctlciit an asylum from the ojiprcs- 
r.lim of tho Czar's rule.

That a pul)lic abattoir in whlcli all 
the slaughtering of cattle,- sheep and 
hogs for the public market should bo 

done and tho refuse matter properly 
dlsjioscd of, is the desire of thu muni- 
cipal council of South Saanlcli. Tliat 
tho time has arrived wlien such !ui In- 
.'Jtltution should bo installed is also 
tho ojiinion of tho councillors, and 
with tho object of bringing tho mat- 
ter to the fore, the council la.st night, 
on motion of Councillor Dunn, passed 
a resolution that Iho city of Victoria 
and the municipality of Oak Bay be 
asked to appoint committees to confer 
with a committee of the South Saan- 
l9h council with the object ot dlacU8.s- 
Ing the scheme in all its bearings and 
secure all necessary data. 

At tho present time there arc throe 
slaughter houses wltliiu tlip coulines 
of the municipality, all of which, it 
was claimed by Councillor Dunn, aro 
not built according to the regulations 
of tho nnuiicipal bylaw which Is fram- 
ed after the Municipal Clauses Act, 
and a fourth is being built desiiitc the 
objections made by the council. Tliis 
latter, that of Mosvirs. Mould and Mc- 
l<''adden, will soon be ready for busi- 
ness, tliough as yet ao aiaughtering 
has been done. The council has al- 
ready prohibited the erection of the 
place as a slaughter hou.sc, but, the 
councillors claim, tho firm ha.s gone 
ahead wlUl its preparations. It is felt 
tliat sooner or later there will be an 
action brought under the bylaw, when 
that measure will be tested. At any 
rate, tho municipal council claims that 
every one ol tho .slaugliter liousos are 
operated contrary to the iirovlslons of 
the Municipal Clauses Act. 

Urges Early Action. 
Councillor Dunn urged that the mat- 
ter should' bo taken up at once. At 
present tho' grciiter part of the cattle 
arc being slaughtered in that iPuni- 
clpality, but tlio time was coining 
when the owners of the slaugliter 
housos would be ordered to remove 
their promises, and tho latter will na- 
turally want lo know where thoy 
could go. While he was not prepared 
to say Just what steps would be ne- 
cessary to Institute a public abattoir, 
lie was certain that from a sanitary 
standpoint, such an Institution was 
the only proper -method, and it had 
been adopted elsewhere with a great 
measure of success. Councillor Dunn 
was sure that tho butchers would wel- 
come some such scheme. 
Councillor NichoKson objected to tho 
niunlciiiallty being the place in which 
such a plant would be erected, and 
Councillor Dunn suggested that tho 
city was the proper place. 

Heeve Quick declared that as things 
are being run at present, moat from 
which tho disea.'^ed portions have been 
removed Is being offered for sale, and 
the oft'al from the slaugliter houses is 
being disposed' of by feeding It to hogs 
in direct violation to the regulations. 
In an abattoir, which -would bo con- 
trolled by the public, tho meat would be 
slau^;hteriid and Inspected by a, com- 
petent in.spector, and avcrj; diseased 
animal and part would be rejected, 
while the plant would be provided 
with proper apparatus for rendcrtng 
the offal and the residue could be pro- 
perly disposed of without menace to 
tho public health. 

Dog Measure Hoisted. 
Councillor Dunn's attempt to intro- 
duce a bylaw to tax all dogs In tho 
municipality met with no support ex- 
cept from himself. He pointed to tho 
largo number of canines wandering nt 
large In the municipality unci tho dam- 
ago which has of late boon done to 
sheep by tho vicious animals. He 
suggested that a tax of one dollar bo 
enforced for each dog. and where the 
owner refused to pay tho samo ho 
could bo prosecuted or the dog do- 
st royed. 

Councillor Dunn was In tho middle 
(if an argument in favor of liis pro- 
piisitioii wlieii Councillor Nicholson 
suggested that the matter be given a 
six nioiUlis' hoist, and the balance of 
the <!Ouncll acquiesced. 

The attenuit made by Councillor 
llaido-i to reoijon the (luestion of the 
Increase in the salary of tho road sup- 
erinlendent was defeated. At the last 
iiiei ting the road superintendent's sal- 
ary was increased $10 lo $90 per month 
alter a stormy session. 'When the 
minutes of that meeting were read last 
night Council l(ir,Haldon moved that the 
record be erased and tho original mo- 
tion presented at the last meeting that 
no increase be granted, be adopted. A 
show of hands resulted in Councillors 
Nicholson, Mannlx and Haldon voting 
for the lattcr's motion with Council- 
lors Pointer, Scott, Dunn and Reeve 
Quick a;;ainst. 

Willi a view of assisting some tax 
payers who miglit not be sibio to pay 
liioir taxes witliin the limit which 
entitle them to the reb.'ite of one-sixth 
.as iirovlded for in tlio :Municlpal 
Clauses Act, Councillor Pointer sug- 
gested that a provi.'^lon could be made 
whereby a tax-payer nii;,'ht, sa.\'' 
within two months of that time, gel 
a. small reduction of perhaps one- 
twentieth, 111 maiiy cases taxriayers, 
while not being fible to tako advantagi^ 
of tho rebate of one-sixth, still jiaid 
very shortly after and thoy should, 
he thought, receive some considera- 
tion. Tlie iiii'.lter was allowed to stand 
over.

The new liquor by-law which was 
coiuV.dered at ;i, previous meeting and 
put through its various stages was 
reconsliliua d ami finally passeil with 
no furlhei' clinn.ges. The con^lahlu 
will be Instructed to sec that the pro- 
vI.-iloiiK of the measure are enforced.

Tile \'ancnuver firm from which 
the engine was bought will he noli£Jed 
tliat the cininidl will imt accejit the 
engine but requests that tlio, $1,000 
paid tlieiii be rcfijiiiled, the conipajiy 
to tako back the engine.

Antwerp i.s losing iiiace to Rottenlaiii 
as a result of lirocrastinatlon. The 
early worm is being gobbled un by 
other ports In the meantime. In June 
next, Rotterdam is to inaugurate, witli 
the booming of guns, blaro of trumpets 
and flying coims, li< r new port Instal- 
hitlons, and royalty will attend. The 
Dutch people, with a wholesome na- 
tional spirit, seeing how their great 
port has grown in tho last twent.\ 
years, have spared neither effort nor 
inone\- in lner(;:islng its prosperity, and 
it Is with tile view of making Rotter- 
dam better known to the entire ship- 
ping we;-ld that tin? authorities of that 
port will Invite to the inangui at ion 
delegates from all parts of the world. 
'I'liosi' who have the interest of Ant- 
werp at heart are lii.siressed at this 
raiiid a(l\-ancomenl of tln-ir rival 
neighbor, and ,at the coinparlsou be- 
tween it,i installations and lliose of 
tho River .Scliehlt, the .\nluiTi) dock.s 
^and (iiia.v's. 

Antwerp peo[ile themseh-es admit 
that the fault lies at their own dooi-. 
l''roni the housetoi>s they h.avi' cried 
that they ai-<' iu'tive .iiid i-nteriirising, 
and yet tliey have doiu' but little for 
tho bettcnnent of the port; while, 
quietly and without ostentation, the 
Dutch have been deepening tlieir 
Nieuwe Waterweg, havo lighted iiml 
buoyed it, and built modern quay.?, so 
that at tho present time Rotterdam 
has more deep water quays than Ant- 
werp. Neither the Central Govern^ 
mont nor tho city do much to Improve 
tho situation. To be sure, va."t and 
el.aborate plans for the extension of 
tlio iiort have been agreed upon, but it 
will bo twenty years before these can 
be completed. In ' the rheantime the 
River Scheldt continues to present the 
same dangers as ever — ilangers which, 
if met by a sidril of national jiride, 
would ha\o lieeii o\ercome \ears ago. 
But in tlie mind of tlu' Belgians there 
has lu^ver l^oeii any hurry. Too great 
a si-iiit of "good enough" h.as iirevall- 
ed, and the ri\er, which twenty years 
ago iiresentod dangers in na'vigatioii 
to vessels of 7,;")00 tons, i-emains tlie 
same for the \essels of 12,000 tons to 
l.'i.OOO tpns whieh now make it a. port 
of dosthuitlon and call. 

Here is a minor example of the "no 
hiirr.\" system in vogue al .\ntweri). 
1'hey have begun the building of sheds 
at the intercalary docks, which will 
not 1(0 completed when the now Royal 
sluice is ready to admit tralllc. The- 
short-siglited penn}-wise policy is to 
nl\' by degrees as 
\\'hat policy could 
more' readil.v discourage the stetuuship 
companies trading to Antwerp? II is 
openly alleged that the city, to swell 
its budget, forces vessels to enter the 
docks when tliero is plenty of. rwm at 
the river quays for them to discharge 
and load. For years Antwerp's dry 
docks liave been too small for the 
steamers of tho R<;d Star I..lne, which 
havo to bo sent to England for repairs 
— Southampton or Nowe.aslle. I'or 
years Rotterdam has provided itself 
with a dry dock large enough for all 
steamers. Antwerp is just beginning 
to think about It. 

Another example: the Red Star Bine 
some time ago asked tho port authori- 
ties it, in the event of their lirlngiug 
still larger steamers to Antwerp than 
the present 1 2,750- tonners, they would 
give them the necessary (luay berths 
and facilities. The authorities of tlic 
harbor ha\'e not yet deigneii to ans- 
rities

at a tinii-. 11 is tru.! that llu; leaves of 
tho revolving iloor .-ire arr.aiiged to fold 
Ifigetlier, tlii-reby allowing two jiersoti.s 
to pn.-^.s till- dour abreast: but in the 
o^■f-nt of panic, tin: Jam might tie loti 
j;reat to iiernill tho folding of the leaves.

ROSSLAND'S LITTLE FLOOD 

IVlolting of Snow Causes Bursting of 
Flume And Damage to Street 
And Houses 



Roasland, April 18. — A spring flood 
caused the bursting of a flume and a 

great deal of damage wa's done In 
eonsoauenec. Owing to thu vast 
quantity of sonw on tho lillls north 
of tho town, which Is now rapidly 
melting, Centre Star creek was much 
'swollen. The v.'ator In this Is con- 
ducted by a large wooden flume 
south through tho town to thd lower 
side, ultimately flnding Its way Into 
Trail creek. This .became blocked, 
and the ever- Increasing weight of 
tho spring freshets proved too much 
for the smaller flume, wliich burst on 
Spokane atreot. };y the rush of wa- 
ter down tho steep grade the road- 
way was completely waaliod away, 
thu water cutting a trench In somo 
plaees eight to ten feet deep. Hugo 
boulders were carried down and Hung 
abt)ut like eorks. 

1-louses ill tho immediate vicinity 
were (iouded and tiic torrent speedily 
tinc^irniincd the CP. 11. tracks cross- 
ing ypolvauo street. Tlie track for ,a 
fi'W feet was utterly destroyed and 
tho niglit train from NcL-ion had to 
stay at Spltzoo siding,' where tlio 
p.'issengers had to alight. The water 
bared tho city water main, carrying 
away the earth from around It. Hav- 
ing no support this bent, and then 
broke, but the water was turned off. 
The estimated damages are over 
$5,000.

Bacon says tliat at present there 
I are more than one lliousaiul men un- 
employed, and tht.re is neither work 
for them in tlio iniuiedialo future nor 
accommodations. 

Thu contractors are getting things 
In shape, but will not be n_-ady to lake 
care of any more men until .Jam! 1. 

Harbor Knglnoer Bacon has issued 
instructions tliat no more permits will 
bo given to erect tents or houses at 
Prince Rupert, and the owners of the 
Grand Trunk fraction and Cariboo 
mining clalin.s have for three weeks 
refused all applications for permis- 
sion to erect tents on these claims. 
This action is taken because there 
can bo no work at Prince Rupert for 
mechanlc.i or clerks until the lots in 
tho lownsito arc sold. There Is no 
chance for any person to got a busi- 
ness location, so business men should 
not come here expootlng to got loca- 
tions. 



IVIarysvillo Smelter Hopeless. 
Nelson, B.C., April 18. — There is no 
present liopc of thu rehabilitation of 
the Marysvillc smelter. A few 
men arc employed in clearing up the 
plant. The ore of the Sullivan Id 
plentiful, but tho cost of production 
Is apparently slightly more, a few 
cents, than the price of lead. Unless 
capital is invested to increase the ••jizo 
of the openitions tliero Is little pros- 
pect of continued orerations.

Ladies' Guild at Vancouver Makes 
Satisfactory Progress With 
Work for Their Benefit 



FISHERIES PROTECTION 



Coast Interests Ask Representation on 
CojTimisslon to be Appointed 
Under New Treaty 



Vancouver, April 18. — The commer- 
cial and fishery Interests of Vancou- 
ver, Victoria and other coast cities are 
dttmandlng that in the naming of the 
Joint fisheries comnii.ssion which has 
been arranged between Canada and tho 
United States, British Columbia bo 
given at least one representative. As 
announced In tho press recently, this 
international body Is to be appointed 
for the purpose of aiding in the con- 
.servation <i{ all kinds of fisheries In 
waters contiguous to both countries. 

While without doubt the Intention of 
C'lfawa '.n becoming ;i party to the 
a;;reeinenl was to .-ecure stringent 
Joint regulations for ilie proteotion of 
the fisheries on tiiO Great Lakes and 
\lantic coast, the rights of tlie Piiclfhi 
coast will not be neglected If urgent 
demands for British ("nlumbia rejire- 
entation on the commission liavo any 
fleet ujion Ottawa, say the Vancou\-er 
fishery interests. 

The Fraser River Canners' associa- 
tion, tiie Vancouver board of trade and 
the Victoria board of trade have passed 
resolutions calling upon the ffideral 
;overnment to appoint somo Britifili 
Colutmbla man a member of the cnm- 
mlsslon. The resolutions from these 
various bodies were on Thursday after- 
noon telegraphed to Sir "Wilfrid Lau- 
ifer and to Senator Templeman, but 
up till noon today no acknowledge- 
;n(int olf their .receipt had been re- 
ceived here. 



Good Ore at Ainsworlh. 
AInsworth, April I.S.— The last 
weelt's work .at liio Gallagher mine 
lias developed a well delinod body of 
ore. running north and south on tho 
hanging wall .of the vein. This body 
Is three feet lliick and all sacking 
ore, consisting in the main of soft 
iron carbonate carrying silver and 
gold. Heretofore the vein has been 
u perfect lioiieycomb of oltoriiato 
liincspar and chambers and chluincys 
of ore, and this now development de- 
monstrates that the mine has found 
Itsolf at last and that the high grade 
ore shipped In 1899 has Its source 
now discovered. The mine for the 
past eight months has produced con- 
siderable ore, and two carloads morft 
are now sacked for shipment, but 
o%vlng to the condition of the trail, 
which sorely needs government as- 
si.-itance this year, the ore cannot bo 
brought down until the snow disap- 
pears. 

Searching for Wife and Child. 
Vancouver, April 18. — In search of 
the young wife, whom he now believes 
deserted him, "taking with her their 
six-months-old babe, John Glasgow, 
machinist, of Seattle, arrived in tlie 
city today In search of the missing 
woman and child. He souglil the aid 
of the local police, but tho search here 
Jias i)rovcd fruitless.

Vancouver, April 3S,— Tho meeting 
of the Asiatic ICxcluston Leaguo In tho 
City Hall on Mondav evening prom- 
ise's to be ;ui interesting one.

Sii—I oils. rved in the Colonist a few 
da\s ago an account of the .■xplo.-il..ii 
of the .st'-ami-r Vale on Frascr river in 
early davs.

It should really be entitled a bill 
tor the exploitation of Korea by Jap- 
anese, for it will bo observeil tliat 
the president must be a Japanese, and 
though one of the two vice-president.s 
is to be a Korean, at least two- thirds 
of the directors ami auditors mn.st be 
chosen from among the Japanese 
shareholders.

True, it is provided that just us the 
appointment of Japanese onTclaTs must 
be approved by the Japanese govern- 
ment, so tho Korean otflclals must 
nave the approval of the iCorean gov- 
ernment, but it Is scarcely necessary 
to point out that In the present cir- 
cumstances -this is merely a distinc- 
tion without a difference.

What They Need is Water. 

The inhabitant.s ot this island num- 
ber about o50. all dependents of a 
single estate and mostly engaged in 
tlio cultivation of sugar, cotton and 
tobacco.

Ho slated tliat the company 
owning tho turbine, steamer could 
never moot tho cut In rates, for the 
reason that the reduction of "the run- 
ning speed of their vessel would not 
bring any corro.spdiidi ng reduction in 
tho coal consumption. The conuiany 
determined to make the experiment; 
and, after running their boats for a 
few iiionllis at a lower speed and a 
lower rate, they found that they not 
only recovered tho passenger trafllc 
which they had lost, but that the re- 
duction in running expenses was so 
great, that they made more money 
than they had done under the old con- 
ditions. Furlherniore, It was not many 
months before the turbine steahierwas 
laid off tho. route and oftored tor sale. 

It dhrould bo understood, however, 
that tho conditions wore peculiar at

Considerable Outbreak in Sum- 
-bawa Island. Put Down' With 
' Heayy.,,Lq$s.p| Life . \ 



Apy^ioes havo 'been received '"'from the 
east of -a rebellfbh agaihit the Dutch 
in Siimbawa Island, eastwa»'d of Java, 
show the situation there to bo scrlou.s, 
and that the disorder has he»a accom - 
pariled by great loss of life. 

Latterly, Dutch powei; over tiie 
Islanders has been exorcised lightly. 
The people have been ruled by their 
own chiefs ind a sultan, wdth the 
inevitable resulls tiiat trouble has been 
frequent, aceomiianied by Ijloodshed 
and devastation. i\Iatlors have grown 
worse during the past few months. 
Mutual ijotty warfare ha:; been under- 
taken, and whole villages have boon 
burned down and iirisoners sold into 
slavery. The rajahs wore a.s bad as. 
If not. worse than tho people over whom 
they ruled, as they did what they liUod 
and squeezed the people to tho utmost. 

The Dutch government deterhiined 
•recently to put an end lo this law- 
lessness, by beginning to disarm tho 
people of tho north coast, and to con- 
trol tho tribesmen by compelling them 
to register themselves. The rajahs 
refused to help in the work and In 
consequence, stirred up trouble. .M 
length the goveiaior of Colebe.s deolded 
to cut matters fJliorl li.v proeeo'diiig 
thither witli a military force, l.ut in- 
undorostinialeii the exti-iil of llie 
disaffe(;tion ami toolc tiio few sold i.-i-.;. 

Oil reaching tlio eniJilal 'if tie' islaii'ls 
on Fcliruary 17lli, lie found that lin- 
rebellion had bieonie foriiiidii hh-. 
Several of llio r.;ialioiis of tho ruling 
sultan's end the miiii.slers had a hand 
ill it. The i;daiu|.-|-s lioiiig .Mohaiii- 
niedans, the iiriostliooil hail, no difficul- 
ty in persuading them to join in a holy 
war against the government. Two e.«- 
caped Achlnese convicts headed the 
rebels. Who took up a strong po.si- 
tion at a village called Ngali. The 
troops moved upon them on February 
19th, and carried the village by storm 
after meeting with a desperate re'.' 
sistaqco. When the end drew near, the 
enemy treacherously hoisted white 
flags under offer of surrender and then 
attacked tho troops unawares with 
spears. 

Tho victors lost two officers and four 
privates killed. Three were wounded. 
These losses wero inflicted in furious 
attacks by spearmen.. Altogether LSI 
of tho enemy were killed, no nieiitiuii 
being made of any wounded. .Most 
of the rebel le;iders [lerished. 

"Humanitarians, ninariiw the Java 
Bode, will lift up their liaiuls In liornn- 
lit this terrible deatli roll. But the 
stubborn fact remains that a handful 
of soldiers had to deal with a liordo 
of treacherous and fierce savages, led 
on b.v fanatical JIohamined;ins and 
Achiiiose convicts. Tho troops liad 
their blood up iind paiil the fenieions 
enemy back in their oieii coin. OrdiT 
has to bo restored In Sumhawa, and Uie 
work must bo liono, lliough it may cost 
tlio lives of ten times .those who per 
Ished in the engagement."

Tn tlieSK 
matters, as in everytlilng, he slmiily 
makes the best of .-i heavy linndlcari 
undir wliicli Nature has so inconsider- 
ately placed him, 

A model of every virtue to which hu- 
manity nspirds, his Ufo Is heroic from 
beginning to end, A devoted husband, 
according to tlio ethics of tho under- 



ground, a, compassionate atid tender- 
hearted father, ready at a moment's 

notice to sacrifice his life for tho bone- 
fit of tho.sc dependent upon him, he ia 
with out .a peer in those respects. IDven 
tlie nlalins of old ago, if certain well- 
accredited tales are true, are not un- 
known to the rat, who Is said to have 
been observed feeding aged, enfeebled 
companions, or leading them down to 
the water to drink when summer 
drought is upon the land.

Avays and linked to so unworthy a body.

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N the April number of tlie Westmia- 
ster magazine there appears the 
third of a series, of bright and in- 
teresting aVticles from the pen 
of Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, 
formerly of Yicloria, on "The 
Romance and Beauty of British 
Columbia." The last chapter 
deals with historical episodes 
' surrounding the discovery of gold, which first 
.brought 'the province into world-wide notice; 
and the illustrations are most appropriate and 
exceptionally interesting. These pictures are: 
"Lady Douglas and her descendants, to the 
third generation" (taken in front of the old 
Douglas residence), views of Liliooet, Ques- 
ncUe and Harrison 'Lake, and "A P'arade of 
Volunteers at Beacon Hill." The article fol- 
lows : 

• " "What is here? Gold? Yellow, gliltcr- 
ingi precious gold?" 

— Timon of Athens. 

'I'lic first period of British Columbia's liis- 
t6ry is the sca-story of her early navigators. 
The second chapter is written within fort- 
walls and out in the free open by the sturdy 
factors of the Fur company. Overlapping and 
intruding into the period of peltries comes the 
third age, the Age of Gold. 

Recently,' the government ;it Ottawa, 
anxious to preserve the old records, sent Ui 
Victoria; one of Canada's brightest wop.ien and 
set her delving among the dry bones of the 
valley in the Provincial library. She doubt- 
less \vill unearth there much that is of moment, 
for she herself, like iMuivancy, "has bowels," 
and is full of the mellow juice of life. Had 
1 been seiit on a mission to gather data of tlic 
gold da_ys of British Columbia, tiierc arc two 
places tiiat would strongly draw nic, both of 
them lush with interest, liic Old Men's Home 
and the Quadra Street cemetery — the quick 
and the, dead. 

Morbid to haunt a graveyard? Then mor- 
bid be it; here is crystallized history, if it is 
histor}' you speak; and history is but looking 
backward that one may intelligently look for- 
ward.. 

"Far and far our graves arc set round the

Woe for us if wc forget, we that hold by 

the.sc !" ' ■ . . , . ' ■ 

. , sings Kigliiig.'

In nothing is the cosmopoi;tan nature of 
early British Columbia more strikingly sliown 
than in her graveyards, and in the old ceme- 
tery -dt the corner of Quadra and Mcares 
streets in Victoria, the pioneers of the gold 
rush, the forefathers of the iiamlct, many of 
them, sleep. For twenty-five years, from 
1848 to 1873, this was the burial place for the 
young colony. Sixty years from the time the 
first little mound was made in the rude 
clearing ! . 

In the outside world, the busiest, noisiest, 
most eventful iialf-ccntury of man's history; 
in tiiis little colonial God's-acre half a hun- 
dred years of slow forgetting — sorrow and 
keenest grief giving place to resignation, 
'resignation falling into forgetfulness, and 
forg'etfulness into oblivion. 

Moss and ivy, trailing brambles and fall- 
en branches make it difficult for us to de- 
cipher the names and inscri[)lions on the 
cruniblin,£\ stones. .Age and youth meet. 
Here we pad : 

{ '"David Cameron 
Fifst' Chief Justice nf the Colony of 

' Vancouver Islam]. 

Born 1804: died 1872." 

The words of Job come to ns : "Thou shalt 
come to thy grave in full age, like as a 'shock 
of corn cometii in his season. 

But woman had her part in the tirave 
work of pioneering. Wandering tm, we come 
to an almost obliterated inscription, 

"A beloved wife. .'\ged iS ycar.s." 

A heart-history told in a scant six words. 
Mother Nature has thickly carpeted this 
resting place with softest grass, through 
whicii wild violets peep; as we rise from 
slowly feeling out the words with our. fin- 
gers, we think of Ophelia: 

"Lay her i' the earth; 

And from her fair and unpolluted flesh 
May violets spring!" 

And all around us are tiie graves of men 
who sought wealth in the Fraser placers and 
the mines of Cariboo, The fathers of these 
men, and their fathers' fathers, rr-^t in 
Scottisli graves and Englisii chiirchyards. 
They themselves left home and kindred with 
liigh hopes. Were they not young and 
brave and vigorous? 

"Ah Western pine, and stately Kentish 
spire. 

Ye have one talc to tell !" 

Truly, here the warlike and the peaceful, liie 
miserable and the feirtunatc, the belox'cd 
[uid the des]3ised, mingle their dust and ])a3' 
down their syndjol of mortalily. 

As we turii back for one ei)m])rehcnsive 
look over the old graveyard, \.e see the bur- 
ied history of decades. In this little plot 
mingles tlie dust of men and women of many 
nations, serviints of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, the fathers ,'and mothers of colonial 
times, scekerg after wealth in Ciiriboo, sail- ,

ors, sappers, miners, s&ldiers of the Queen — 
those who, for us, bore the heat and burden 
of the day. There all are equal, the poor man 
and the son of pride lie calm and still. Could 
the}' speak, what account would they give 
us? How tell the story of the home-leaving!'. 
We sit down on a queer-shaped londj, one 
'that always fascinated us when wo 'were 
school children, and to v/hich we used to 
steal away in lunch hours from the "Central", 
there to read surreptitiously Longfellow^ 
and Mark Twain and Bret Hartc when the 
tinie-tal)le prescribed Euclid's lines and 
angles 'and the seductive Gallic wars of 
Caesar. 

Keeping very quiet, and shutting out all 
thoughts of ^wrangHng politicians, ' elashing 
mayors and aldermen and the clamor of the 



three successive -yearsi* no .conservative posi- 
tion in the outside world with a certain salary 
fixed and limited can ever after have power 
to hold him. 

In British Columbia, as elsewhere, the 
early activities were all in the placers. Placer 
mining is poor man's mining and has a charm, 
a glamor of. expectancy which yields to no 
elaborately planned-out campaign of the 
capitalist with his imported machinery, pre- 
ferment of shares and consolidation of com- 
pknies. The free prospector works off his 
own bat, makes his own discoveries anti loca- 
tions and hugs to his soul each night the 
delirious hijpe' of millions on the morrow. 

In the ,g<jlcl rush of tS^S. it was the dig- 
gings at l''ort I lope on the Fraser that first 
attracted the gct-rich-r|uick. The Yale dig- 



out, a more practical and less hazardous route' 
to the front became imperative. The Indians 
knew of a way from Liliooet, through Harri- 
son Lake ancl River and over the Douglas 
portages. In Victoria five hundred miners 
liad their faces turned toward the new dig- 
gings, Douglas would try the virtues of co- 
operation. 

His proposal to the miners was this: Each 
man as an evidence of good faith would dc- 
])osit $25 in the hands of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, and sign an agreement to work 
upon the trail until it was completed. The 
Hudson's Bay Company in return agreed to 
carry the miners to the point of commence- 
ment on the Harrison River, feed them all 
the time they worked, and give each back his 
.$25 at the expiry of the contract.

There arc many graves here, and many 
dates, but the majority of both names and 
dates identify themselves with the gold rush, 
the mad stampede which, coming just ten 
years after the California gold, excitement, in 
intensity, impetuosity and abandon was. to 
eclipse both that madness and the more recent 
and infinitely tamer fever of the Klondike, 

\Vherc in the long scale of the passioiis 
which, influence men nnist we place the lust 
for gold? Is there anything in this life for 
wdiich men will risk more, endure more, suf- 
fer more? As a factor in oiu' destiny it 
stands high above religious fanaticism or love 
of empire. In the early history of this Pacific 
colony not once but many times has it over- 
shadowed, nay, ovcrtht-own, family affection, 
woman's virtue, and man's honor. 

Gold fever is a disease that the doctors 
cannot cure, and if its fiery strain 
..courses. throtigH-a .man's bloody -(or -two'.- or; 



gings came next, these embraced the river 
banks between Hope and Yale and for some 
distance beyond Yale again, Hill's, I'.merv's 
and liostun liars being the most historic. The 
enormous rush of miners, althongh by no 
means exhausting these .gronmls, did lake the 
cream of the big gettings from the deposits, 
and now the cry for richer and :,iore removed 
benches goes up. 

\\'as not Calif(jriiia gold more plentiful 
near the source of the streams, and are not the 
rivers of British Coknnbi.a greater than those 
of California? I'arllier bael: towards the 
frozen ocean the forlnnc-hnnters will t^n. 

And so ilie iieaeefnl sc4ll(;rs on Vancou- 
ver island, on the Cowlitz, and from the val- 
ley of the Columbia, leave ox and plough and 
steading; the bound servants of the big com- 
pany break their contracts and throw off 
their allegiance; the sawmills of the sound 
arc silent, and the northern trek begiiis 
again. 

By sea and by land the Argonauts pour 
in, from (Oregon they come and from Cali- 
fornia, from Canada the crowded centres of 
the V)hl World, from Australia and the 
oeean's last, least lump of coral. It is the 
story of Sacramento and of Ballarat told 
over again; the world sees enacted the third 
great devil-dance of the nations. 

How did Governor Douglas adapt himself 
to the new conditions? Here arc thousands 
of adventurers pouring in to the crstwdiile 
l)eaceful fur-preserves, the most desperate, 
debonair ancl lawless of the Begion of the 
Lost Ones. How shall a semblance of British 
law and order be maintained among these 
away off in 'lie silence of earth's immensities 
■ where according to the traditions of all gold- 
canips "there ain't no .ten cotrimandtfientg ahd 
a man may raise a thirst?"

The length of the proj)osc(l trail, including 
water-way, was seventy miles. The scheme 
worked well; it was an object lesson in econ- 
omics, the nn'ncrs were well pleaserl with their 
bargain and tlic Ancient and Honorable 
Company found itself in possession of a 
money-making toll road. Miles were money 
in these days. Beans that could be bought in 
Victoria for a cent and a half a pound were 
worth five cents at l''ort Douglas v.dicrc the 
trail began, and at the end of the eommunis- 
tic highway had increased to the Delnionico 
value of a dollar and a half a pound. When 
modern historians extol to high heaven the 
glories of the occan-lo-ocean road-beds of 
steel with their short ribs and long ribs reach- 
ing out to the fields of 40-bushel wheat, let us 
not forget the pioneer empire-builder of them 
all. the man who, attended by no visions 
splendid, with indomitable pluck . wrought 
steadfastly his day's work, leaving to others 
to tell the story. In all truth has Sir James 
Douglas earncc! the honorable title, "King of 
Roads." 

In iSfio, the Cariboo rush began. Tlic 
Cariboo country may be roughly described as 
lying between the headwaters of the Fraser 
and the Thompson in latitude 52 degrees to 
54 degrees north. The chief river of the re- 
gion is the Oucsnel, and old Fort Alexandra 
lay but forty miles distant. IMaccrs and pokes 
of dust overshadowed ])ellries, skins gave way 
to sluice bo.xes. Cariboo was rich ; the authcn- 
. tieated reports read like fairy stories, 'yVlad- 
din'a lamp and Fortunatus' purse that held the 
treasures of the universe. 

The 1,500 miners of Cariboo shipped to 
.Victoria before the end of the next year (1861) 
two millions of dollars in coarse nuggets, and, 
the luune Cariboo figured in the newspapers 
of every civilized country, in the world. Mat^ 
Chester mefchanls made "Cariboo, shirts;" en- 
terprising Yankees advertised. .'.'Cariboo cof- 
fe6f^ ''Cariboo brai€B/^'ftiKa'v^^Ca:rihoo ' jjum- 



boots ;" and it was only last year that I came 
ao'ross in a Toronto junk-shop a china sugar- 
bowl ornamented with a .sylph-like figure 
emerging Hagarlike fronj an Orie^ltat J:a^er- 
nacle ornamented with die legend "A Gamp 
.on the Cariboo," It bore about as much re- 
semblance to a Cariboo camp as a Y'armouth 
bloater does to a Sockeye salmon, but it satis- 
fied the artistic miities of vStokc-on-Trent and 
lone and distant colonials must not ask loo 
much. 

Each creek had a history .of its own, Qucs- 
ncl Forks being the. first to develop into a per- 
manent camp and early assuming the dignity 
of a small town. In Geclar Creek exception- 
ally rich diggings opened otit. Here the Aur- 
ora claim with sluices, flumes and working 
plant yielded in the year 1S66 $20,000, and in 
August of the next year it was paying otie 
hundred ounces a week, and an ounce of Cari- 
boo gold ran all the Avay from sixteen to 
twenty dollars. 

On the right branch of the Quesnel was 
the famed Keithly Creek, at whose mouth in 
i86t grew^ up the town of Keithly. On tlie 
creek in this year five men in a single day laid 
bare $1,200 in good si/.cd nuggets, and their 
daily output for a time was sixteen ounces of 
gold i)cr man. In the autumn, several com- 
panies turned out a hundred dollars a day to 
ihe man. The diggings continued on Keitlily 
until 1S75. the conservative Chinee hatiging 
on for a decade afterwards scraping these 
auriferous sands on his own account, flashing 
back a non-commital "no sabc" to the inquisi- 
tive stranger, smiling his old-ivorj' smile and 
obeying the scriptural injunctioii "keep all 
these things in thy heart." 

In 1864, Cunningham Creek made good, 
here a party of four white men unearthed an 
old river-channel and in on'e day took otlt 
^$460 apiece. Then Antler Creek aroused the 
interest of two continents. The London Times- 
declared the bed of Antler to be, like the 
heavenly streets, paved with gold, rockers, 
yielded easilv fifty ounces in an hour or two, 
a shovelful sometimes realized ,$50, and good- 
sized nuggets could be picked out by hand. 
The inevitable stampede followed, a tenteji 
city arose f a night, saloons and sawmills'fot 
lowed. Individuals at Antler made as high as 
Si.ooo a day, much of the ground yielded 
$1,000 to the square foot, the creek as a wjiole 
easily produced '$io,OQO "a'=day- for^the ' entire 
summer ^ - '"'-"'>, ^. '^1- 

Then came Grouse Creek with its record 
of eighty ounces a Aveek for the whole, season, 
and Williams Creek looms large on the horii: 
zon. In 1865, Barkerville, on WiUiams Greeks 
became the distributing point for the whole 
Cariboo country, the aggregate output of 
which in seven years was to total no less than 
twenty-five millions of dollars. The Steele 
part}' picked out of the blue clay 796 ounces 
in two days, and prospects of $600 to the pan' 
arc vouched for. 

And so the story goes on. The year 1862 
eclipsed the year 1861, and 1863 was better 
than 1S62. Cariboo is a sea of mountains and 
pine-covered hills rising to the height of 
8,000 feet above sea-level. Everywhere are 
evidences of volcanic eruption, strata are 
uplifted, and the beds of old streams are 
heaved to the hill tops. Round this centre of 
old wealth the Fraser wraps its semi-ciircular' 
course and to the main stream the gold-bear- 
ing branches poured their tribute. The ex- 
traordinary yield of the Cariboo mines ap-r 
pears in the fact that in 1861 the wdiole of 
British Columbia and Vancouver island were 
supported by the gold gotten from Antler 
Creek alone, and in the further fact that for 
four years Williams Creek supported a popu- 
lation of 16,000 people, many of whom left 
for the world outside with independent for- 
tunes. .'Xnd yet Williams Creek was only a 
narrow gullj'^ worked for less than two miles 
of its length in the roughest and most primi- 
tive manner. 

I-'ortunes were made in Cariboo, colossal 
fortunes. And much was lost, much sacrificed. 
There was a reverse to the shield; there al- 
ways is. Alongside the pictures of glitfering 
nuggets and fat sluice boxes there creeps on 
the canvas, intrusive, the shadow of poor and 
meagre homes in Victoria, the tired faces of 
]iaticiil mothers, and hungry babies pulling at 
the skirts. These arc the hostages given to 
k'niiune by the miner who did not make his 
pile; and his name is legion because he was 
many. 

You may read the aftermath of Cariboo in 
the Old Men's Homes and in the kindly Rest- 
Refuges accorded to old and friendless women 
throughout the Province today. Here as 
everywhere you find the happy and the miser- 
able, the philosophical and the fretful; it is 
the world in small. 



The concluding portion of an interesting 
article on "Trout Fishing Through British 
Columbia," in Rod and Gnu in Caiuula, from 
the pen of G. G. Hacking, reads as follows:

ULF-PESPECT is ncitlier pride, 
vanity nor cojicoit, It i.s not ;i, 
faiiins we should try to overconio, 
but on the contrary, it is a virtue 
thiit \vc Hliould Htrlve wlDi all our 
might to retain. If wo cannot re- 
spect ourselves, liow can wc ex- 
pect to gain and keep tliat of 
Others? And yet, although wo 
know that this is true, it Is bein^' 
said' by word and letter tliat 
we of today are, as a people, los- 
ing — or should It not be saki (lo- 
stroylng — that self-respect which 
onablrs its pnssossor to meet the world ptioudly and 
bravely. Those who mul;o th(>so accusations ai-e not 
nieroly tlie iiup'Miie'lal olj.servers but tlio.'-io who iliink 
and pondi'r deeiMy ilio subject of their country's wel- 
fare, and tlicse aii.sert that It is vvt:v cliarlty thai H 
iindiMTninlriB tlm .s'elf-l'o.siiuct of the workiuj,' elassos, 
by leucliins' iliem to depend upon i!ic liberality uf 
others, instead of nn the work of lljeir own riglit 
hand, while among ttio leisured classes the same evi! 
Is being: wrousht by overindulgence in plcasin-e and 
luxury. This may, or may not be true, and though 
tlic subject i.'< a deep and serious one. and full of in- 
terest, it Is rather of the individual than of the na- 
tion that one would write today, it true that wo- 
men, by taking- tlieir part in tlie world'.'; aren i, and 
working for tlieir own Jiving, lose not only the re- 
Kpe<'t of their brothers, but their own .self-respeet as 
well? Not for a moment could a right-thinking per- 
son concede this. It may sound well to talk of wo- 
men stepping down from her pedestal and losing 
thereby man's chlvalrotis respect, but It Is not com- 
mon sense; on the contrary, it Is a near approach to 
nonsense to say that If women had been content to 
go on living: In What was known a.'' genteel poverty — 
most odious ot expressions! grinding and screwing 
to make both ends' meet, spending their lives in lone- 
liness and penury and eating out thoir liearts In en- 
forced ldlen(:.=;s, that men would liave respected tlieni 
more than they do now liiat women are u.Hing for 
their own good and oilier people's al.so — the talents 
that have been entrusted to tlieir care. Aeenrdlnt: to 
the old theory In regard to women, h<>r sole obj-et in 
life was marriage, and if she did not fulfil tills dutx', 
there was nothing for lier to do. but retire into the 
.sombre existence considered (itting for that seemingly 
social I'ailure, the old maid, whosi' moans of living 
^eere probably :i pittance- that had lieon b-ft In-r b\- 
lier father, or e.vtonded to lier out of pity or as a. 
disagreeable duty, by a brother, or .some i-elati\-p. 
This other .sort of dependence may ha\e lieen very 
nattering to man's vanity and self importance, but it 
certainly was not conducive to the self-respect of 
their womankind. ]''ortunately, these old theories 
and ideas are last di.sappearing, and it is to be lioped, 
will soon have gone for ever. Moreover, women have 
learned, among many useful lessons, 

"This above all things, to thine o\vn self bo true; 
And It must follow, as the night the day, 
' Thou can'st not then be false to any man." 

How true arc these words! How they must Insist 
u-pon the importance of holding fast to that self-re- 
spect which Is the first, duty of every nian and wo- 
man! And all our children, boys and girls alike, 
should be taught this duty. No one respects the 
man who avIII not work, who la content to have a life 
of dcpcnden'oe, and idle his days away doing nothing. 
If such conduct Is contemptible in man — and surely 
every one is agreed in condemning it — why sliould it 
be admirable in women'.' This is a fiuestlon wiiieh 
inanv a woman must have a.'ked when living a dull, 
lonely, and uncongenial life, "cabined, cribbed, con- 
fined, bound in with doubts, and fears" of what 
people might' tHiik, what peoph; might say if slie 
threw oft the pel'o- Li-am tiiels of old-fashioned con- 
vention, and by the work oC her own iiands, and 
brains made for herself a wider, fuller, and hapider 
life; .ajid the answer to tlie tpjestion is shown liy the 
work .she has done. There is nothing wrong, nothing 
ignoble, notliing tliat slioiild destroy tiie se!f-r(>si>eel 
of either men or women, in bt--;ng beholden f-ji- help 
and kindness to either friends or rolati\es; indeed 
no one can bp said tti have learned riglitly the les- 
sons of life if she or he knows not how to both give 
and to take, to give ungrudgingly and in full measure. 
And to take the iirilTereei gilt in the s;iine spirit of 
good will in which it was offered. The helping hand 
of kindness extendc-d at the right moment enables 
many a one to reach in safety the high road of sue- 
cess. The encouraging word, the timely gift upliolds 
and sustains the» weary and down-luarted in tlio.se 
periods of waiting and depression through « liicli wc 
all hove to pass during some part of our life'.s jour- 
ney, and which are often far more trying to our 
strength and spirits than are even the days of stress 
and battle, There are always some who have to be.ir 
the cross of suffering "from the cradle to the grave," 
and members who fall by the wayside, some of them 
crushed under the weight of misfortune, and others 
worn, out with the burden of many years. To these 
the acceptance of, that charity which Is love need not 
lessen their self-respect, for love given, or received 
sanctifies the gift, and raises to it.s height both the 
giver and tlie receiver. 

What may be termed the awakening of women to 
what is needful for the upholding of lier own self- 
respect has brought other good tilings in Its train.

Imt it has opened tlie eyes of those who 
have married and ar- He- iniitliers of , l,i|<iren to the 
I'act tliat they owe a duty in the matt<-r of education, 
and training to tludr daughters, as well as their son.H. 
.\t one lime, rini\ not si long ago eitlier, those par- 
ents who had not nine'n mene-, to spare sjient all thi-y 
had on the education of tie- l)o.\-s, prepared tlieni for 
entering .-i, eliosen professiiui and gave tlo-m as fair 
a .'tan :is they eoulr] in life, hut tin- daiiglitei-s— wi-1! 
Xhty had to do the best the\ eould. and-for, so was 
the parrot cry of tluit age— girls ilid luii r'-dnire mueh 
education. The.\- would most lik(-U- m.-irr-.-, as tlu-ir 
mothers did before them. And If ile x- did not — It 
would be Interesting to l<now how m.irr. iiiotle-rs fin- 
ished that sentence to th.Miiselves. in nrist eases, we 
expect they refused to do so. lu-ef.-rriiig i o'slnit thr-ir 
eyes to the future, and (luii-ting an> fiars tiial might 
obtrude now and again with fair words, and hopeful 
adaurances. C'u.stom has a .strangely apathy tii eif. . t 
upon most people, and after a lime ihe.\- com'' to thinli 
that what is, is best, and to dread every svmpt-jin of 
change, and It was custom that lulled the frars of 
many a mother to rest concerning the future of tin ir 
^lrl6 and neither Indifference nor want of love for 
mother's love was then an it Is now, the deepest and 
purest of all love, and therefore, who can tell how 
many a woman's heart ached even In those days at 
the thought that bi i- dem- and gently nurtured girl 
might some day have to laeo. and face alone, a life of 
poverty, and in dread, of such a happening would 
even against her own heart's wliisperlng, urge her 
child to marry for the sake of ;i home? A trained, 
find educated woniiin emi face the future w';hnut 
rnurli fear, for she knows sh.' is capable of earning 
her own living if the necessity siiould arise, and tliis 
knowledge is a wonderful faetor in iiiukiiig lier happy 
and contented. If she h.-is to work, she can do .-o 
without any loss to lier own se'If-r.'sppct, or the re- 
spect that is due to her from others. Even if she 
should be poor and alone, she can still be to her own 
sell- true.

The iiuestion iratle-r late in the d.i.v) "Is clulj life 
good for women'.'" seenis to be greatl.v agit.iting our 
.sex at in'esent. 

A strong protest has beiui raised agtiinst th.- con- 
slant use of il,(; club iis a woman's resort ~alnu).-a hi-r 
abode — on more than one occasion lat<-l\-. 

There seems to be a fear. ,-uiil a fairl.\- wc-ll- 
grvunded fear too, that home life is being crushed out 
fay club life, and that women vyho <-ould entertain at 
their own well-.ipiioinl.-il hous.-s. choose rather to 
save thcmsulvu,^ and their servant.'; trouble, b;,- giv- 
ing their lunettes and dinners at their dub; that a 
Hemi-publie socTul life Is gradually supcrseil iiig the 
graces and amenities of private entertainment. 

And inusuiuch as club life is an Indk-ntiun of a 
marked tendency of our day, the tendency to aban- 
don the reservi' and priviic,\ of domcHtlc lite, it is n d 
extraordinary that thos(> who set, and rightly too, 
a high value on the liome aiiil family should deplore 
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This kind of i n ti-rl a i ii iii.g resol\-.-s itsi-lf into ,-i 
mi-re question oi' expenditure, tin- higln-r tlie jirie--, lii,.

no compliment to the guests. Iii'ingiag no dlstin.-tion 
upon the hostess. Thus one cannot note without real 
dissatisfaction I'.le In.stancea of giving ,-it clubs eiitei- 
talninents tliut could be so much better given at 
home. 

A very large iiercentago of women who Invite their 
friends to meals at clubs and restaurants have town 
houses handsomely appointed, capable servants, and 
can coiyi-mand every condition to rennod hoapltality. 
Tho convenience of the guests Is no consideration, 
for It Is easy for thorn to go to private houses, as easy 
as It Is for them to go to a club. It Is merely Indo- 
lence that causes the substitution of such hospitality 
for that of tho home, a desiro to shelve the responsi- 
bility for the ,success of tho meal on to prdfosslonal 
shoulders. 

An invitation to such a meal Is no ciimplimenl, 
w'hetlier it is for a return for I'avoi-s given, or in ex- 
pectation of f.-ivors to come.

It givi.-s iier an oiqiortuiiity for seeln.g friends, and 
lia\'lii,g business iuterviinvs. and jirovides Iter will) ;i 
idaee, for meeting ;icqualiitaiiues of tlio oijposite sex 
unui'r cimdltious whieii ilrs. (.;rundy if she is still 
alive; could not jiossihly dlsaiqjrove.

this kind is absolutel.\- necessar,v. 

-.She iia.-- been so enllndy dislodged from her for- 
mer relirenieut that It has becmiic natural to her tn 
live a life unfettered by iiono-stic ties, and her cluh 
supiilies her witii a 'ijlcl-a'-terro" wlilch she must 
have if slie is a bread winner. 

But the emancipated woman is not the typical re- 
presentative of her sex even today. 

Women arc still above all things dome\sl h-ated. 

Even the bre,-id- winning woimui loves her little

Shortly before serving, I'einove tho paper, dredgo 
, the haunch with llonr and flno salt, and baste with 
warm butter, to give a rich, frothy appearance. 

Servo tho haunch with fringed paper round the 
shank bone, put a glass of port wine Into a good 
pint of gravy, pour It over tho moat, and serve wllh 
red curraiit Jelly. 

Brown Betty Pudding. 

itequlred: Half an uunso of ibutter, applies, 
stoned ruislns, best mixed spice, quarter of a pint of 
golden syrup, sweet sauce, breadcrumbs. 

Method: Butter a quarter pie dish, fill It with 
layers of brcaderuinbs und sliced apples, seasoning 
each layer witli stoned raisins, sugar, and a pinch 
of liest mixed spice. 

'I'ake hall a iuni of golden syrup and water mixed, 
pour over the piiddliig, und cover With hroadcrumbs. 

i-'lace the dish in a pan containing hot w.ater and 
bake about an hour, till the apples arc soft. 

.Serve with a nice cream Siiuce. 

Note — Tills Is (juito one uf tlio most delicious 
puddings it iKis ever been my fortune to taste, and 
1 am quite sure that my readers, if they once try It, 
will speedily come to look upon it us an old favorite, 
it is not difficult to make either, nor It Is elaborate 
or expensive. 

Bavaroico of Chocolate. 

Kequired: Half an ounce of gelatine, one pint of 
liol milk, luilf a cake of unsv.-eetoned chocolate, tlirce 
ounces of sugar, iiulf a pint of whipped cream. 

:\Ictlioil: aoalt tlie': best gelatine in a little cold 
wtiter for an iiour. Add to It a pint of hot milk, 
mixed witli Imlf a cake of un.sweetencd chocolate, 
iLiid stir tin (juite dissolved, add sugar to taste, and 
cook till it thickens. 

Let this get nearly cold, then add the atlfdy- 
whipped cream and stir lightly but thoroughly to- 
gether. 

Flavor with a>few drops of vanilla essence, and 
pour Into a wetted mold. Stand till next day, then 
, turn out to serve, and garnish the top with a pile of 
thlckly-whlppcd cream, 

Italian Macaroni. 

Required: Two ounces of macaroni, half an 
ounce of butter, pepper and salt, a tablespoonful of 
tomato iiulp, and grated cheese. 

Method: Boll the macaroni till tender, but It 
niyst keep Its shape. Strain |:arefully, and place In a 
stewpan with a little butter, pepper and salt. 

Add a Uabli.'spoonful of tomato pulp, sprinkle 
grttted cheese liberally over and serve very hot.

Lemon Wine. 

f!oil two rjuarts of water with two pounds of loaf 
sugar, until the sugar Is dissolved, then add one 
ounce of citric acid. 

W'lKii* cold, stir In v\rlth a silver spoon twenty 
drops Id (ssenco ot lemon, and ten drops of pure 
spirits of wine. 

t^olor this winc with a few blades of saffron, 
bottle, after having strained well. 

Lemon Pool Tea. 

Hub the rind of a lemon info half an ounce of 
loaf sugar. |ieel off the rind thinly and put it and 
the sugar inti.i a jug.

Nelson is a fine little elty 
and it Is saiil th;it tlie mine.s both there and in IIo.'j.s- 
land are nion? i)ro.speroii.s man they have been of late. 
There i.i n new eoal-nilnlng town In the C'row'.s Nest 
Pass called Ilosiiier. Thu mines belouf^ to tlie t'. P. U. 
e'ompany and are rejinrted to be very rleli. In many 
parts of the Upper ("ountr\- wliicli u.sed to be only 
oon.Hldored lit for mliiliif;-, there are now fruit farni.s 
In the valleys between the inountainK. Some of the 
other provinces are not pleased that the Finance 
Minister, Qaptaln Tatlow, called this province the Or- 
chard of Canada, but the name Is a good one. Boys 
and girls who are growing up In British Columbia, 
would do well to learn all they can about plants, and 
how to grow them. When all the gold Is washed out 
of the river beds of British Columbia, when the 
silver and lead and copper are taken from our mines 
the land will still be left and the valleys and the 
slopes of the lillLs will be covered with fruit trees. A\ e 
should be able to excliange our apples and jjcars, our 
ptrawberries and plums and cherries, with the pcopb^ 
of Alberta, Snslcatchewan and Manitoba for their 
praln. It will require more skill* and judguieni t'i raise 
fruit than to grow wheat, but it will pay quite a.s vveli 
and we have tiie advantapro oC having a bettor cliiriate. 

There are In this elty many men who have fought 
in the l)attles of the JOinplre.

There arc few name.s dearer tu a man than that of 
eoniraite.

In tlieir 
nieetiiiET.s the "Brltis!) ( 'amimigrK'rs" will, like the old 
soldier In the ■'De.serted Villaije," tell how n.<lds were 
won and if war should unfortun.ately once more break 
out they will, no doubt, show that they love their 
country as warmly as ever and are as ready to light 
under the Old Flag as when they enlisted for their 
Ilrst campaign. 

One of the things the very first white visitors, who 
. came to the Northwest Coast noticed was that the 
Indians of the Queen Charlotte Islands were a much 
superior race to any who lived either on .the main- 
land or on Vancouver Island. They wore fine looking 
and very skilful in the Indian arts of carving and 
weaving. It has' been known for marjy years that 
there were valuable coal mines on these islands and 
that the forests were valuable. But they seemed far 
away and very few white men went to live there. In 
more recent .veurs, copper has been discovered on one 
of the smallest of these islands. Hitherto there were 
\i ry few white penjile on the. Queen Charlotte Islands 
but latterl.v companies lia\'e been formed to dig coal 
cut and saw liinibor and mine for copper. It Is said 
that there are splendid deep sea fisheries there and 
that it would pay to start a pulp factory on Graham 
Island. Charles A. Htirrl-son, who has spent twenty- 
five years of his life on this Island has been tellhiK 
the peoijle of Wiiinipej; and \'lctoria how ricii tin? 
Island.'^ are. .\1 asset on the north of tlic Island is not 
inueh farther from Prince Rupert than Vancouver is 
from Victoria, and it is believed that, as there Is good 
I'armlniT land on Graham Island, many settler.s will go 
there as soon as the Grand Trunk Pacillc is built. 

Paiior used to be made chiefly from old linen and 
cotton rags, but there is so much paper used for the 
big newspapers of these days as well as for other 
things that all the rags in the world, ^upposinK there 
were none wasted, would not siippl.\- the deinaiul. it 
was discovered, not so very lon^,' as(j. tliut the smaller 
forest trees could supply th<.> pulp or starchy sub- 
stance of which paper Is made. Such wood grows 
abundantly on Vancouver Island. There is already a 
pulp mill at Swanson Bay and another is to be built 
ut once at Quatsino Sound. 

Many Chinese, so It Is said, still refuse to buy Ja- 
panese ijooiis or to send freight or pa.ssengers by the 

Jupaiiesu steamboats. 

In Manchuria the Russians will manage the rail- 
roads In their own way without further Interference 
from the L'nited States Consul. 

Thoii.sands of .settlers are roiiiir.:r to thfl prairies 
of Canada from the frnMrid i^tal".^. These settler:; 
are all Rood farmers. Most of th^ni have money and 
many are bringing vaiuuble farming machinery with 
thejii. They \v!ll hn\e a gre.al .advantage over the' 
settlers who come from Knplnnd or even from I'lust- 
ern ('anada. The heavy .«o!l of the prulrles need:; 
stron? and e.v])onsl\-e machinery to break tip ilic lanil, 
and a man who only knows !>e,w to wurlc sueh soil, as 
is found In Onljirlo and the other Eastern provinces 
has mneli to lenrn. 'I'liese families Irotn tl-.e L'nited 
Ktates are bringing their furniture with the-ni. 

It Is said that the Doukhobors want to .settle in 
British Coltimbla because the i-limate is warmer than 
Manitoba or Saskatchewan. In many wass these 
people are troublesome settlirs. .\ few of Vnr^m are 
quite mad and the rest, though honest and Indus- 
triou.9, hove opinions that make it hard to goverti 
them. However, their loader, pnul Veregrln, sayH 
that mo.>»t of his countrymen will, l£ they can get 
land, settle near Nelson and the rest In the neighbor- 
hood of Vancouver, 

The road from Wellington to Kanoone Bay and 
thence to AlbernI will, be built as fast as pnssllile. 
There will be a branch to Comox and Cltmpbell RIvor. 
This road will open up a fertile and beautiful part of 
Viincoiiver Island and no doubt the land will bo set- 
tletl soon. I.ast week, Louis Hill, prcslcient of the 
Croat Northern Uallwya Company, was In the cll.\- 
fiM- :l little w-hilc.

They have not much dretid of the animal's 
mortal enemy — man — a:j they show by tho 
fe:irlessness with whicli lh(>y build ,oi- 
rather, dig, their homes near by llic 
prairie roads, and sport about In their own 
back yards to their heart's content. 

We saw thousands of them when wo 
drove In a buckboard sixty iniioa acroa.s 
prairies In the Canadian territories. It was 
a warm, late August afternoon, and the lit- 
tle chaps were gamboling about In the 
sunshine, frolicking like diminutive spring 
lumbs, and far more agile, graceful and 
Interesting. Two of tiieni got under tho 
horses hoofs, but the line old prairie cobs 
were too good-natured to step on the little 
fellows, .and the gophers themselves de- 
spised the big brown animals wdth tho con- 
tempt born of an absolute assurance of 
safety.' 

Then with an adroit dodge they would 
whisk away, scamper off to their burrows, 
sit up on their hind tjuarters. with their 
foro legs lifted and paws hanging comical- 
ly downward, and with a pretty scampisli 
expression of innocence these little mon- 
koy.s, no larger than a kitten, and wrapped 
In their fur coats of grey, would cock 
their heads on one side, eye us with those 
bright little black beads of eyes, and — 
well — laugh. When wo had bowled past, I 
always felt that the little villains were 
making grimaces at our backs.

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. . EASTER 

. Although the festival of Kastor takes Its name 
. from a heathen goddess, although it coincides in 
a general way with the ancient fastlval of the vernal 

equinox, tlicro Is not the least reason for snp- 
lioslng:, ;is some people do, that It Is simply an appli- 
cation cf a pagan observance to tho ChrlstUm 
Churcli. Tlio celebration of the Passover was an 
ancient Jewish custom, and as tlio Rcsmroction 
occurred within a Xcw days after tho Passover, it 
would bo the most natural tiling for tlio foilowera of 
Jesus to cominomorate tho occasion from tho very 
'beginning of the Christian dispensation. The fact 
that In the Second Century a dispute . arose as to the 
time when the festival should be held is proof that 
It had already come to be recognized as of much 
ainportance. Doubtless It may safely be assumed 
that tho Festival of tho Resurrection, by whatever 
name it may have been called. Is as old as Christi- 
anity itself. The Eastern Church celebrated Kastor 
on the fourteenth day of the first Jewish montli, 
whicli was o(|uivalcnt 'to tho Passovor; tho '\V'rsteni 
Church celebrated on the Sunday foUowinB-, and the 
strife over tho date was Iceon. It was linally settled 
at. the Council of Nice In A.D. 325, in favor of the 
contention of tho 'Western \phurch, and the oppo.sing 
view was promptly condemned as a heresy. Easter 
is tho flrst Sunday after the full moon which happeni? 
on or after March 21, but it Is to bo remembered 
th.at the moon is not the actual moon, but an imagin- 
ary one that has been '-oA-ised by ceclosiastics in or- 
der to m;i!;e it coincidi^ vi-ilh the ccclc-siastloal full 
moon of Jeuisli riL\r,il. Thus the llxiiiK' of -lOastor Is 
.-I matter of c-alculathjii, which to the lay mind ap- 
pears meailiMgless and car. hardly be dofeiuled on 
any ovhe,- ground than ancient custoiii. At tho time 
of tlie institution of the Gregorian oaleiular, that l.s. 
In A.D, 1582, it was proposed to make Easter a fixed 
festival and March 21 was suggested as a suitable 
day, but tho wciglit of ecclesiastical Influence was 
against the change. Under the present arrange- 
ment Easter may fall at any date between March 21 
and April 25, both Inclusive. 

The date of Easter is uf very little Importance in 
c;oini)arlsoM with the event which it commemorates. 
It has always been regarded as a season for re- 
joicing. My Lady, who appears today resplendent 
in new clothes. Is only following a custom, vvliicli Is 
many centuries old. "Very naturally to the early 
■Christians observance of a day In memory of the 
resurrection of Christ was one of rejoicing, and when 
we think upon the manners of tho times, which fol- 
lowed the Christianizing of the Teutonic tribes, wlio 
were bolslennis, virile and unrefined, It is not sur- 
prising that the festivities of Easter developed Into 
an exhibition of riotous eaiing and drinking, noi.=;y 
amusements and buffoonery. Gro.-JS feastings in the 
churches and eoniicalltics in tho pulpit for that one 
day took the place of decorous win-sliip, but these 
were after a time abandoned, although we have in 
our decorated eluirches, our special jnusical pro- 
grammes, and in the display of now coatumes a 
pretty survival of the grotesque observances of our 
long-dead ancestors. 

At Easter wo commemorate the Resurrection of 
Christ. There are two .aspects In which this event Is 
regarded. One is as an evidence of the divinity of 
Jesus; tlie other as a proof that immortality is the 
inheritance of mankind. Tho Chnrcli lias laid stress 
upon the lirst nientioncd, but this view of the case 
will not be considered in this article. The latter as- 
pect Is that which possesses the keenest interest to 
people today. It may be said without reservation 
that there never was a time, so far as there are any 
cecords, when the desire to establish the reality of 
life after death was as general as it now Is. It is a 
very singular thing that the. Christian Church, while 
insisting upon a future life, Is and always has been 
the first to deny tho truth of anything, which looks 
like evidence of it. If after tho most jjatient and 
exliaustivo investigation and the elimination of all 
possibilities of fraud, a committee of men of trained 
intellects should report that they liad obtained un- 
mistakable evidence of individual conscious exist- 
ence after the process, which we call death, the 
chances are that the ecclesiastical authorities would 
be the first and most determined In their denial of 
It. Upon one occasion, when Jesus was speaking to 
the Sadducees, He reminded them that the Deity 
Himself had told Atoses that He was tho God of 
Abraham, Isaac and .laeob, and added, "Fie Is not 
the God of tho dead, but of the living." AVe have in 
these words as distinct a dcclarution as could be 
made that Abraham, Isaac and .lacub, in tlie tiirie of 
.Moses, had neltlie!- lost tlieir i nd i v iduah' ty nor passed 
into a condition ol' suspended existence. Some |)er- 
sons have said that this saying of Jesus is only to 
bo construed as an ingenious way of c:onfounUing the 
Sadducees; but .iiicli an explanation Is so utterly 
out of keeping with the character of the GreUt 
Teacher that It seems monstro-is to suggest It. Jesus 
clearly intended to teach that death did not end all, 
and it is not by any means impossiljlc that If the 
Church had nut been so grossly material, if it had nut 
aimed so much at iiolitkal power, if it had not relied 
more ujion its u'.sn wc'.k and often puerile reasoning, 
instead of exercising an Intelligent faitli and acting 
upon the principles Inculcated by IIk; founder of tho 
Church, it might have by this time enjoyed such 
experiences as would make Easter a festival ot In- 
comparable glory and importance. It might be pos- 
sible in such a case that wo would not have to eon- 
tent ourselves with mere speculations in regard to 
the life which is to come, but be able to say that we 
U now. 



VASTNESS OF THE UNIVERSE 

A moment's consideration will .show any one that 
.spaci* must be boundless, for if we can suppose that 
Iherc Is a limit to, what we call the Universe, It 
would follow that beyond that limit there must be 
space. So matter how remote \v(.' jjlaec tlu' suii- 
])Osed lin'dt, there must nei-essarily hv. as mucli space 
on one side of it as on the <ither. I!ut space and 
llio stellar universe are not the same tiling; tlie latter 
is Included in the former, but tliey may or rr.ay not 
bo co-extonslvc. The idea that liio number of stars 
1.1 Infinite cannot be gra.spod. The telescope shows 
that they exist In mlllIo"hs, and wo can understand, 
though not very clearly, what this mean?, but tho 
thought, that If wo could travel through space with 
the speed of light for all eternity, our course would 
lie through ;in unending succession of .star s>-stems, 
may be stated, but it cannot bo conipreiiended. Yet 
tlie hypothesis tliat at some jjoint, no matter how 
inconceivably remote, those systems may end doi>s 
not simplify the matter in an.\- way, for it brings 
us face to face with the question: AVhat is there 
beyond? But while It is hoiK'less to attempt to con- 
ceive of the ultiinnto magnitude of creation, just as 
It Is hopeless to-attempt to conceive ot its ultimate 
minuteness, th^V^'^are some things that have been 
learned about Inter-stellar distances, 1. e., distances 
between the stars, which may be mentioned, for they 
servo to give a new api)reciatlon of wli;it thai he- 
gemmed canopy Is, \yhich wo sec at night .stretchin.i; 
above our heads. 

On a clear night, from 0,000 to 7,000 stars arc 
visible lo the unaided eye. With a telescojie of 
small power others become visible, and It is esti- 
mated that with the g'reat Lick toloscopo fully 
100,000,000 ai'c visible. There, are parts of the Milky 
■Way Which this tolfesoflpo sliows to ponslst of stara'-'i: 
wj^'nume'roiis and apparently so cioso together that 
they cannot he counted, fjot us try to understand 
what this means. If ^(i can Imagine om-selves placed 
upon one of tlio stary, which malsc up those faint 



light patches constituting the Milky 'Way, and bo 
looking towards the earth with a telescope equal 
to the most powerful yet made, our sun and all tho 
stars, which we are able to see with the unaided 
eye, would appear simply a luminous smu&ge aga.lnst 
an inky background. Tct these stars tliat arc visible 
from the earth are mUltona ot millions of mlle§rapart. 
Let us try to make our meaning cleal'er by an illus- 
tr.-Ltion. If at night you watch a motor approach- 
ing from a distance, at llrst a faint single iioint of 
light l;j seen; as it comes nearer, the light grov,'3 
brighter, but is yet aijparcnt'ly single; as it comes 
.■itiil nearer, it is seen that thitre are two lights. If 
we watch a brilliantly lighted steamer aiiproachlng 
at night, she lirst appears as a smudge of light, but 
as she comes near, we lind that this smudge is made 
up of perhaps hundreds of individual lights, I£ wo 
look at the steamer through a glass, we may be able 
to distinguish the individual lights, but she may be 
too far away to make that possible. So It Is with 
the patches or smudges of light seen'. In tho sky. 
With a telescope wo may resolve some of them Into 
individual stars, but others are so remote that they 
remain a mere simulgo in the strongest telescope. 
Yet these stars, \vhicli wo cannot separate, may. In 
point of fact, be as f.nr apart as wo arc from the 
most distant star which the unaided eye can see. 

So vast are Inter-stellar distances that astrcn^.o- 
mers ^have been compelled to adopt a new unit of 
measuremetit, wliicli they call '•liglit years." Light 
travels at the rate of 186, tit miles per second; a 
"light year" is the distance which light travels in a 
year, and this Is 63,000 times as far as from the earth 
to the sun. When we .say tliat Iherc are stars so 
far distant that it is estimated that l.'n,000 light years 
do not more than measure tlie (llslanc.', we get some 
idea of tin- vastness of the visible universe. 

.■\ word or two u;ay be abided as tu tin; rilalh'i' 
size of heavenly bodies. ^Alost people know that tlie 
e.-irth is the smallest of them, but not many of us 
appreciate how small it is relatively. Th'M-e is ,i 
star, which astronomers call Epsllmi Aurigae, .and is 
Ijopularly known as Capella, a bright star near the 
zenith. It is supposed to be double, the smaller part 
being .T'.O.OOO.OOO miles in diameter, and the larger part 
800,000,000 miles in dia.neter. Th. (Igurc:. c,-.nvey no 
apiireciable i<lca, so h.'t us suppose, for Illustration, 
that the eartli Is represented by a marble two-thirds 
of an inch in diameter. In such a case we would 
need a balloon Ave feet in.; diameter to |represent tho 
sun: but to represent the larger of the two parts of 
Epsllon, we would need a globe a mile in diameter. 
Its companion would be represented by a globe a 
little less than half a mllo in diameter. Sometimes 
we think this world is a prettj' large place, but when 
wi; endeavor to compare it with tiie "ineompreliensible 
ni.ass (if Epsllon. it appears insiguitleant. AVitli all 
its continents and oceans, with all its strivings and 
problems, which vex the souls of its people, if it 
should fail towards tho surface of Epsilon, it would 
appear to the inhabitants of that resplendent orb, 
it there are any, as a tshooting star docs to us — a 
mere passing incident of no moment. If Spsllon 
were bombarded with worlds like ours, its inhabitants 
would display no more interest In the event than we 
do in the occasional meteoric showers which few of 
us take the trouble to look at. And yet I3psilon, to 
our unaided vision, is simply a point of light, which 
prob.-ibly not one person, who reads this, can identi- 
ty out of tho few tliouaand stars to bo seen in a 
cloudless night sky. 

"When I consider the heavens the work of Thy 
lingers, and tlie moon and tho stars, which Thou 
ordained, what is man that Thou art mindful of 
him?" 



THE MAKERS OF HISTORY 

In the flrst article of this series reference was 
made to the figures which arc conspicuous in the 
twilight of hhstory, and th'b opinion was expressed 
that a better knowledge of such men and their times 
would give us a better .■Jf-nsc of proiiortion In regard 
to the progress and relative position of the modern 
world. in that article Hercules was taken as tho 
embodiment of pre-lilstoric times in the countries 
surrounding the Jlcdltcrranean. To what date lie 
must be assigned Is a matter o£ pure • speculation, 
except that he preceded the historical period in 
Greece, and the beginning of this may be t)laced 
about 800 B.C. The mass of Grecian mythology and 
tradition is so great and calls for so long a period 
of time th.at we may assume Hercules, If he was a 
real person, to have lived at least l.fiOO years before 
Christ. It is interi'stlng: to iiotr- this fact, fop when 
we turn to the history of ('liina, we lind that we 
iiuisl go back more than 2,."iOli y.-ars hiii'ore the 
present Era to discover an ago corresponding to that 
(i( Hercules In Greece. It was then that Fohi CJime 
into prominence. Mucii of what is told of him is 
mythical, but there seems to be no doubt that it 
was he who succeeded in establishing settled insti- 
tutions among the nomad.s of Northwestern China. 
In view of the past record and present condition of 
the Ciilnese people and the part they seem likel.\' to 
jday in llie future, wi; must place Eohi in the very 
lirst. raidi of the makers uC hislor.w Of his achieve- 
ments little is known for certain, but that he I'.-tab- 
llshed the Chinese nation upon an enduring founda- 
tion is beyond all doubt. Among his successors was 
Hwang-ti, which title was an assumed one, and 
means "Heavenly Emperor." He was the flrst ruler 
to claim this distinction, and he seems to have de- 
served It.' Ho was a great promoter of commerce, 
He c-,stablished the Chinese calendar, thus gl\ing tho 
Iieo|>li- nf the l'"ar ICast a scientitic sj-sieni of inea.-;- 
uring time at lea.st liltcnn liundred years before tho 
Greeks iie\ ised tlicir crude' s.ssteni of lixing dates by 
llie Ol.s-inpian games. He .-idiipted tlie decimal sys- 
tem of notation, and established the coinage upon It. 
He also divided his empire Into ten provinces, and 
each province into ten districts, each district con- 
taining ten towns. He was succeeded on the throne 
by his grandson, whoso fame rests not only upon tho 
manner in which lie caiTled out his ancestor's pollc.v, 
but ujion the fact that he laid tho foundation of true 
astronomy. 'I'o him succceiitd Yao, who, after 
twenty-eight y(^ars of succi'ssful administration, 
selected Chun as his sticcessor, and associated him 
with himself in the government. Chun obtained per- 
mission to select an assistant and chose Yu, and this 
triumvirate, Yao, Chup and Yu, ruled China, at first 
jointly and then In .succession to each other, with 
extraordinary wisdom and success. Yu was the last 
of the three to reign, and ho died In B. C. 2197, or 
about a thousand years before the dato assigned to 
the seigo of Troy, and fully two centuries before tho 
time usually iicceiited as the birth of Abraham. These 
remarkable men arc fiir from lielng mythical |ier- 
sonagos. We have many of their precepts today 
and an authentic record of many of their deeds, lloro 
are two of their maxims that havo come down to 
modern times: 

"A prince entrusted with tho charge of a slate 
has a heavy burden. - The happiness of his subjects 
absolutely depends upon him. To prtjvlde for every- 
thing is his duty; his ministers ara only In ofllce 
to assist liliiV," 

".\ prince, who wkHhci to fuliil his oldigallons, and 
to prcHorvo his pcojilo in the way of peace, ought 
to watch without ceasing that tho law's are observed 
with the utmost exactitude," 

, . They declarod tho vSnia of all government to be 
tlVQ.^popular win. and they.pot'only decreed, but made 
it ■ tlio invarIab"Io practice, ' that' all public questions 
should be. decided acconllng to what wa.s morally 
right and essentially just. They pronioteil teiu|)er- 
aucc in all things, and when an unwicc in\cnlor 



made it known that lie had discovered now to mako 
an intoxicating drlnli from rice, ho was banished 
from the country. So well did they establish the 
Institutions of the state, that not even the thousand 
years of misrule, which folowed tho usurpation of 
Tiki, son of Yu, could completely oveTthrow the 
fabric which they had erected. ' 

In these days, when so much attention , Is of 
necessity paid to the Orient, It Is of special interest 
to recall tho fa(;t that so many years before the dawn 
of Occidental civilization, men like those above 
named were playing their part in making liistory In 
the land'-" bordering on the Pacillc Ocean. Fifteen 
hundred years and more before Romulus founded 
Rome, these great men wore nioUliiig a nat.'on, not 
by force, but by tho application of tlie principles of 
true philosopliy and the soundest ethics. Undoubted- 
ly China has • greatly fallen away from the high 
standards set by the great Triumvirate more than 
four thousand years ago, and yet It Is as true as 
it Is remarkable, that today the phIIosopb»<rs ot 
China profess, at least, to determine the correctness 
of all questions affecting the social, moral and poli- 
tical Welfare of tho people by seeing if they will 
sciuare with tiicm. If there is one thing which tho 
histoi'.v of China teaches more clearly tlian another, 
it is that tho people of that country possess marvel- 
ous ])owers of r(.'euiieratioii. Ten centuries of mis- 
rule and national tiegradation could not distroy the 
wonderful inherent strength of the race. When a 
loader, worthy of the name, aqpse, the qnclent glory 
of the nation and sound principles of government 
wore easily restored. It is true these rosto'rallons 
have been followed by relapses, but through them all 
the nalliuial spirit has survived and the principles in- 
eulcati-d, first, as far as we know, by l''ohl and ills 
(listingnished successors, and afterwards by Laout- 
ze and Confucius, liave suflired to make the nation 
strung .igain. We will, perhaps, exiilbll sound wis- 
dom if wi' t;iki' note of these things, and rellect that 
llie arrogant supremacy of the Occidental races Is a 
thing of yesterday, when eoinparod witli the fabric 
reared by these great makers of Ijlstory, who nour- 
ished In the Far East at a period antedating by 
many centuries everything of which wo In this part 
of the- world have been able to preserve a record.

SOME NEW PUBLICATIONS 

The need of a concise and Impartial story of the 
founding of the Thirteen Colonics, which subse- 
quently became the United States ot America has 
long been felt by all persons who desire to Inform 
themselves in regard to the early occupation of this 
Continent by tlie English. Scrlbner's sojnc .years ago, 
issued a very eomprelionslve history nf the United 
States in four volumes, two of them being devoted to 
the Colonial period, but there is rather too much de- 
tail given for the purposes of the general reader. To 
understand correctly the present political status ot 
the North American 'continent It Is necessary to. havo 
a just idea of tho early days, whcSn adventurers and- 
religious refugees were laying the fotmdation of a 
nation. It has remained for Reginald W. Jeffrey, M.A, 
<if Brasenose College, Oxford, to prepare a book deal- 
ing with this interesting .subji-ct with clearness of vi- 
sion as to the relative Importance of events, and a 
literary style which is attractive. Mis "History of the 
Thirteen Colonies of Xorth .\nierlca, ItDT-lTiili," jnib- 
llshed by Methuen & Co., iEssex St., W. C, Lon- 
don, is a hook worthy of a place in- every Canadian 
library. In his 'description of the part played in 
American discovery by Engl sh adventurers; Mr, Jef- 
frey exhibits a graphic skill, which is altogether de- 
lightful, and yet not tot an instbnt does he sacrifice 
historical accuracy or clearness of expression for the 
sake of literary finish, and this remark Is characteris- 
tic of the book throughout. 

It is interesting to be reminded that the British 
claim to Britisli Columbia is of long standing. Many 
of us did not know the brave admiral and gallant ad- 
venturer. Sir Frances Drake, took over from the In- 
dians what Is now British Columbla^in pursuance of 
a commission Issued to him for that purpose. It was 
in I'^bruary, 1577, that prake sailed from Plymouth 
in a small vessel called th« Golden Hind, and after 
co.istlng down the ea.'?tern Coast of Soutli America, 
j)assi'd through the Straits of Magellan and then sall- 
.mI up the west coast of the Continent, not turning 
back until hi- had planted on thesi> sliorc^s the tlag 
which lie afli-rwards so gallantly defended against the 
Spanish Armada. It is interesting to n'ad, although 
tho refertMice to him is all too short, of Sir Humphrey 
Gilbert, "a forerunner of the very noblest typo, an 
example to the men of his own generation, and to 
those fearless adventurers who have helped to create 
the British Empire in all parts of the world." Sir 
Humphrey was lost iit sea on a return voyage. He 
[)referreil to tiike command of the smaller of the two 
ships, taking part in the exiieditlon. A fearful storm 
arose and as his littli! craft wa.s driven close to the 
larg(a- ship he called to tile sorely jiressi-d seauu n ot 
the latter to be of good courage for: '-We are as near 
to Heaven by si'a as by land." That night his frail 
frigate sank with all on board, and "thus tlie hero, 
strong in his belii.-f ami fear of God, with chivalr.uis 
and stainless name, found his last resting place in tho 
sea." Of his half-brother, Walter Raleigh, of John 
Smith and of the remarkable company who founded 
.lamestowii. It Is interesting to road in these days, so 
thai we- may cumin-, lu nd what' pioneer colonization 
me.mt in tin- da.\s of good (Jui en Bess.

Xothing in th'^ Blue Law-s of Connecticut 
was ipiilo a-^ stringent a.s the '/h-ginia decree that ;ib- 
s.'nce from week-day services- ot the Clmrch of Eng- 
land was punishable with six months in the galleys, 
and for absence from service, on Sunday the punish- 
ment was death, in tills book there la a map of North 
America about 175.''), ,\t that time the English sottle- 
m<'nts had been pushed some distance from the Coast 
and Aeadiit had been eaptnrei] from the l-'reneb, but

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>ESNZON?rniy friend Benzon — is one 
of those invaluable men to whom 

one turns instinctively in times of 
tribulation. On that disastrous 
day, when I left the familiar house 
iii West Kensington in the charac- 
ter of a rejected suitor, it was to him J repaired. 
-.•".Sne's iefused nie," I said dolefully. 
Benzon offered mc a cigarette, lit one him- 
self, and then observed, in a casual tone, "I'd 
have betted on it."' 
"I feel — cheap." 

"Cheer up. Statistics tell us there are 103.- 
0786 unmarried women to a hundred unmarried 
rnen. Tlierefore — " 

"Oh, hang your statistics! I want you to 
help mc to get out of the country — to New. 
Zealand." 

"Why New Zealand?" 

"I want to get as far away fronJ this coun- 
try as I can." 

"I am afraid 1 can't manage that. But— 
do you know Calabar?" 

"Yes. It's a dog l)iscuit." 

"It lii.-y be, but it's also a district on the 
coast of West Africa. This fails rather oppor- 
tunely. A firni of merchants I know have a 
trading station there. The manager, who has 
been out three years, is coming home in less 
tlian six months' time. I think I can get you 
the job, if between then and now you acquire 
a knowledge of the language." 

"What language?" 
'- "Culabar. The natives of the Calabar dis- 
trict speak a dialect, unlike any other, and the 
manager ol the station mast be fully conver- 
sant with it." f 

'■'Is the post/worth having?" 

"Certainly. The pay's fairly good. And 
there's a commission on the sales, if they reach 
a certain' point." 

"And your funeral thrown in. I know. Tlie 
climate's rotten, and white men die like flies 
3ut there." 

"No; this particular district is pretty 
healthy, and, as I said, the ])rescnt manager 
has been there three years. Your agreement 
would be fpr one, and I shoyld think you could 
stand it for that time. Probably, then, you'll 
be heart-whole and home-sick, and want to re- 
turn.!' 

In the end, after an interview with the head 
of the firm in question, I accepted the post, the 
appointment being provisional on my being 
able to conveise in Calabar with a native mis- 
sionary, who was t:pmii.),g to England }n , fbur 
months' time to attend a gatkjering. of" African 
clergymen in- London. 

The question aitjse who was to teach me 
Galabar? There was no published book on 
iht language, even Professor Paters' monu- 
mental work on native dialects in Africa' not 
dealing with it. Apparently, no one in Lon- 
don knew it. Finally, sought out Professor 
Paters, whom, after, some trouble, I ran to 
earth, metaphorically speaking, in a little 



room at the top of a house off Bloomsbury 
vSquare. ■ The great authority on primitive Ian-' 
gua'ges proved to be a shabby little old man, 
addicted to snuff-takijig. 

'■'The Calabar dialect," .said he, "aye, aye, I 
didn't know anything about it then, Beitstciu 
hadn't discovered it. If ever a new edition of 
ni}' book is called for, I'll write in an extra 
chapter on it. It's a very interesting lan- 
guage;" ' - - 

"Will you teach it me.' I asked, ,a"nd ex- 
plained the situation. 

"I'm too busy just now. I'm teaching three 
young men who are going to Mexico, Aztec. 
Then I ha\'e my Utu classes — the North Am- 
erican Indians speak that. Two niissionaries, 
who are going 10 l.5ritish Guiana, come here 
daily for les.'ityis in Orico, s]ooken by the na- 
tives in tlie interior. And, finally, a baronet, 
who's going to Central Africa shortly, is learn- 
ing the Pigmy bushmen's tongue. 1 give him 
three lessons a week. No, I can't find time." 

"You must teach mc," I cried in alarm. 
"You're one of the \cry few men in London 
who know the language.'' 
, Still he demurred. 1 fancied- it was chiefly 
a matter of terms, and, having set my heart on 
going to West Africa, begged him to name 
them. On a sudden, however, after an extra 
big pirich of snuff, he changed his mind, and 
promiscil me an hour three times a week, and 
to set me lessons, which, if I worked conscien- 
tiously, would malce me proficient in Calabar 
in three months. Tlie terms he named, too, 
were sin;';uhirly reasonable. 

Greatly delighted at the upshot of the in- 
terview, I hastened home, to find that my ex- 
tremely muiiical landlady, Mrs. Tomkins, from 
whom J rented my rooms, was at her piano 
again. The incident crystallized a riebulous 
desire to get away from Kensington and the 
vicinity of Miss Austin. Again I went to sec 
Benzon. 

"I'm tired," I said, "of furnished apart- 
ments, and landladies who play the piano all 
the afternoon and evening; and, of course, it 
will be impossible for nic to study, under tlie 
circumstances. I hate boarding-houses, and at 
present I'd find a i)achelor flat too dull. Can't 
you get me in sonie\vlieru as a paying guest in 
a quiet house ?'' 

Within a week, thanks to the invaluable 
- Benzon, I was installed in Upper Hampstead. 
and devoting myself seriausly to the study of 
Calabar. It was^ peaceful house;, the . only 
jarring clenicnt-; 'a 'melancholy ■ iiss' named 
Shooter, the 'tftlier 'jjaying guest', being out all 
day, antl spending his evenings at the house of, 
his inamorata, who lived in the vicinity. Af- 
ter I had once shut him up, when he began to 
rhapsodize about her, he didn't bore me again. 
My hostess, a 'Mr?. Vaughan, and her two 
daughters, Hope and Evelyn, completed the 
household. Evelyn was a schoolgirl, Hope a 
few years older, a si^mewhat clever artist, who 
illustrated children's Christmas books. Her 
days were speiit drawing impossibly pretty 



child^eR— PfinP'ESSc.S;, fairies, giants, ogres, and 
animals with coriycrsatiohal powers. We 
rapidly became friends. I wrote some ap- 
l)allingly bad verse lo ;iccompany some of her 
drawings which she couUln't sell, and a mis- 
guided publisher then bought them. To bal- 
ance the obligation, she heard me say my les- 
sons in Calabar. 

My progress in that ton.gue was surprising 
myself, and earning me the commendation of 
the Professor. Hitherto, my linguistic know- 
ledge had cftnsistcd of enough French to rub 
along with if I went to Paris for a week, and a 
few Latin sentences, the remnant of many 
wasted hours at school. Certaiid)-, the time I 
had spent on P'rench and Latin, and the result 
of it, had not suggested that 1 had any natural 
instinct for picking up a language; yet my 
Calabar tutor frequently assured me I had. 
But, then, he Avould go On, "It's an interesting 
langimge, avc, aye, it is that." 

lie was an adnurahle teacher. It was re- 
markable how he threw liiuiself into the task of 
teaching me, liow patiently he inculcated the 
main rules that go\-erned the language. These 
were certainl}^ simple, and, once grasped, I 
found tlie work of turning Calabar into Eng- 
lish child's play. Every morning after break- 
fast I used to start translating the Standard's 
leader into Calabar, and then putting into Eng- 
lish the exercise in Calabar set me by the Pro- 
fessor. At first 1 used to do this in my sit- 
ting-room. Presently I got in the habit of 
staying in the dining-room after breakfast. 
Miss "Vaughan used that room for a studio, and 
we found we worked all the better in company. 
After luncheon, we used to walk on the Heath, 
when neither of us had any special engage- 
ment. 

Quite early in our friendship, I had confided 
the story of my broken heart, and found Miss 
Vaughan inteiisely sympathetic. I talked at 
large on this theme for -iuliy a fortniglrt; but, 
somehow, it dropped out "as a topic after the 
.week when we went twice to the Gaiety. I 
felt that my diligent study of Calabar, the 
magnificent air of Ilanipstcatl, and last, but not 
least, the relief of telling soiiiebod}' what a fool 
1 bad been, had effected— of course, not a cure 
—but a kind of atrophy of the heart, which en- 
abled me to enjoy life and Gaiety pieces, as us- 
ual. Indeed, 1 felt I hardly needed a _year at 
Calabar as an anodyne, only I had made up niy 
mind to go ; besides, if f didn't, my study of the 
language would be wasted. 

'Phree' months after b had moved to ITamp- 
stead, a letter from IVcnioii informed mc that 
tlie native preacher was sailing for' England 
earlier than had been anticipated"; in fad, he 
wonld be ihei-e in a weelc. Was I pre]:iared to 
meet him to pass my viva voce, if so, I could 
.sail for Calabar inimediately, as the manager 
there was anxious to come home at once? 

So rapid had been my progress, that I felt 
quite certain of jiassing. .Already I could con- 
verse fluently in the tongue to the Professor. 
He was delighted at my proficiency. , 



"But," I said, "it's .such an easy Is^nguage; 
why, a young lady living in the satfle house-has 
picked it up simply from hearing me say my 
exercises and conversing with mc in the 
tongue She knows it very nearly as well 
as 1." 

"Aye, aye, it's the finest language on earth," 
he cried, "and the simplest of any of them. 
And to think that Esperanto — but, there the 
world's full of fools," and he took snyff vigor- 
ously. 

"What's that? The black missionary from 
Calabar arrives next week. Oh, he does, does 
he? Well, Mr. Trent, stick to your exercises 
till then and, after you've met him, come and 

tell me how you'\'e fared." 

"I will," 1 promised, "and I'll settle up- 
then," for hitherto 1 had not paid the Professor 
a farthing; he had put it off, saying he prefer- 
red payment at the end of the course 

'I'lic week passed rapidly ; I worked hard, 
and, when not stud3-ing Calabar, read books 
about W est Africa, and discussed my future 
there with t loi)e. 1 wonld certainly come back 
in a year, I said, and I found myself insisting 
on the healthiness of the district and vowing to 
take every precaution against catching fever. 
It was pleasant t(j feel that one person, at least, 
wa.s really interested in me W e jiromised lo 
excliange letters b)' e\ ery mail, i was rdso lo 
fill up my leisure by writing a long fairy tale in 
veise suitable for a Christmas illustrated fairy- 
book. 

.-Ml too soon the Calabar native arrived, and 
an ajipointment was fixed at the office of the 
company. Benzon, at ni}' special request, ac- 
companied me, and punctually at the hour 
named we were ushered into* tlic manager's 
lirivate room, and found him engaged witii a 
big, black man dressed in European st3ie. In- 
troductions followed. Tlie bla.-it man, with an 
expansive smile tiiat stretched from ear to ear. 
grasped my hand. "Pleased to meet you, Sar," 
he sairi in very tolerable English. 

"Now, Mr. Trent," said the manager, "just 
converse with oui good friend here in his na- 
tive tongue'! 

I immediately l)urst into Calabar speech, 
welcoming the nigger to the land of King Ed- 
ward, and trusting he had had a pleasant voy- 
age. 

But the man only stared, and at last, when 
J ceased, he said, "Mc no understand," and then 
began chattering in some gibberish utterly un- 
iatelligible to me. 

I retorted in' Calabar, begging him to 
answer in- his own tongue, but all to no pur- 
pose. ■ 

"You don't seem to get on very well," said 
the manager, seeing we appeared to be at cross 
purposes, for I as obviously failed to undcr- 
stanl him as he to understand me. 

"The fool doesn't understand his own lan- 
guage," I said, losing my temper. 

"I beg your pardon, isn't it possible that you 
are at fault? Perhaps your inflection is wrong. 



"Write down a senten?e.-or two. The pijiji can 
read." v .... . , 

But he couldn't read' Calabar as I wrote it. 
I was utterly bewildered. Not a sentence, not 
a word of his language, as I knew it, was in- 
telligible to him. Finally, he wrote down the 
Calabar alphabet, and a few simple sentences 
under the English equivalen|s. Then I knew 
that Calabar was gibberish, titterly different to' 
the language I had been laboriously learning * 
for three months. ' 

"Paters has been having a joke with you," 
suggested Benzon, when this fact was at last 
clear, "or else he's taught you Aztec or some 
other outlandish lingo by mistake.',' 

"Mistake," I roared, "I'll go and kill him ! 
Here have I waited three months of my 

life " and I rushed out of the office in a 

state bordering on frenzy. 

I do not suppose I would raall}^ have slain 
the eminent Professor had I caught him that 
afternoon ; but he was out, and his'servclnt gaVe 
me a letter addressed to me 

".My dear .Mr. Trent," it ran, "I am leaving 
iMiglaiid tonight" — it was dated the previous 
day— ■■for North Borneo to study the hybrid 
Japanese, said to be spoken by the tribes in the 
interior.: You have by this time, no doubt, 
viiscovcred that the language I tatight you was 
not Calabar, nor any West African dialect. 
Alany years ago, when I was young and ob- 
scure, the dream of inventing a universal lan- 
guage came to me. ' With infinite carp, I com- 
piled it, only to find, when I had completed it, 
that no one would learn it. Nc^- publisher even 
would publish a cheap handbook of it, except 
at my own expense, and I was too poor then to 
pay a printer's bill. So "Unifico," as I styled 
it, died still-born. I put it away and became in 
time famous as a professor of languages. 1, 
who liadJnvented the finest lang-uage in the 
world — ^ language no one knew bijt mysejfi 
Then you came to me, and the temptation to 
teach at least one pupil Unifico assailed me, 
and I succumbed to it. Any reasonable claim 
for damages you like to forward to my lawyers, 
will be met. Faithfully yours, Arthur Paters.!'

That day, after dinner, Hope and I sat on. a 
bench in a secluded corner of the Heath. VVe 
talked in Calabar — I mean "Unifico,'"* I appcflji 
a translation of my speeches.

Hope, it was 
the thought of being away from you that 'made 
the idea of leaving England so unwelcome" 
"Don't say "Mr. Trent." Say "Walter.' "■ 
"No, I know I shouldn't. I couldn't - help 

it." 

"No. I never kissed Miss Austin in my life," 
"No, T never really loved before. How 
could I when I'd never met you?" 
"I swear it." 

"May I tell your mother we're engaged?" 
Unifico is the finest language in the world. 




g?^^^ HK Belfast WMiig, in a recent issue, bad 
the following interesting article bv 
^YlliS^ "Quill": 

The death of the Duke of Devon- 
shire has put in my thoughts to write 
something about him and other poli- 
tical orators whoni I have seen and heard. They 
are purely random reminiscences, and, as im- 
pressions which the lapse of a good many year.s 
has didled, have no claim to consideration. I 
have not been imcomnionly fortunate in o])i)or- 
tunities of hearing great speakers. Many of 
my readers have been more so. P'or e:^ami)le, 
I never heard John Bright, and by general con- 
sent Bright was the greatest orator of our time. 
Gladstone I heard more t'.iau once. The first 
time I took a long journey, in order t^iat I 
should have it to set down as one of my experi- 
ences that I had listened to the man who, as 
I believed then ancl believe still, is desliiied lo 
make a larger figure in history than any of Ins 
contemporaries. He .'^poke at an afternoon 
meeting in the F.cliuburgh (.'orn Exchange, 1 
think it was in 1891. Lord Rosebery presided, 
I recall this because at the time the Countess 
of Rosebery was lying on what proved to be her 
deathbed. It was not expected that Lord Rose- 
bery would be able to fulfil his engagement. 
Nevertheless, loyalty lo bis old chief brought 
him out. At the close of the meeting a restjki- 
tion of sympathy was jiassed with Lord Rose- 
ber}' in resiiect to his wife's illness, anrl I re- 
member how dee])ly he was moved by the mani- 
fest sincerity of that sympathy as tendered by 
an immense audience of fellow-Scotsmen. A 
few days later and Lady Rosebery was dead. 
Mr. Gladstone's speech was entirely devoted to 
the Irish question and to criticism of the 
Unionist government, which was then in pow- 
er. It was not one of his memoralde speeches, 
and I remember I was disajipointed in the mat- 
ter of it. \Vhat impressed me most was tlie ex- 
tent to whicli he was engrossed in his subject. 
His mobile face, his extraordinarily expressive 
eyes, every gesture, every movement told how 
deeply he was moved — how whole-hearted was 
his belief in every word that he said. 

My most vivid recollection of Gladstone, 
however, is not connected with any of his great 
' oratorical achievements, but with the lime that 
1 saw him ([uitc alone at the small station of 
■■ ■ Laurencekirk, in the North of Scotland.. Al- 



tlKjugh William Fwart Gladstone forsook the 
liolitica! creed of his youth, his brother, Sir 
'i'lionias Cdadstone, of l''asque, remained a 
staunch Conservative to Uie end. He was one 
of the Tory magnates of Kincardineshire, and 
at poHtical meetings in the county he used to 
make vigorous attatks on the political policy of 
"my brother." Nevertheless, there was no in- 
terruiftion of their fraternal relations, and they 
often visited each other. In March, 1889, Sir 
Thomas died. Not withstanding that it was most 
hitler weather, bis fannMis br(;lber went from 
ilawarclen l,'a.^lle North to the funeral. It was 
on the day alter the funeral on which Mr. 
Gladstone returned to luigland that I saw him. 
The storm had subsided, yet the snow lay 
heavy upon the Grampians. The day before 
had taken i)lace the death of John Ih-igbt, and 
as the small company of \ill;igers which had as- 
sembled at 1 ,:uireneekirk station Iijolced :i{ llu: 
venerable statesman sl;inchng on the little plul- 
form waiting for the train, it w.-is impossible for 
them m)t to think cjf how he might be affected 
by the tleatli of the colleague of many years, 
from whom there had been to some extent a 
sundering in later days. Presently Mr. Glad- 
stone engaged in conversation with a farmer 
who was standing by. He spoke of Mr. Bright 
—just a few words, which I cannot recall, but 
they were inforrned by deep iiersonal regard. 
Then the train came in, and .Mr. (^iladstonc en- 
tered bis carriage. The people would have 
cjieered, but the)- felt that it would be out of 
place to do so. ( Jni! or two stepped foi'ward and 
silently grasped his hand, 'i'lie train moved out, 
and when I. think of Gladstone it is always of 
that white face, suffused by tender human feel- 
ing, which looked out from the railway carriage 
on that March day nineteen years ago. 

It was while he was still Lord Llarlingtnn 
that 1 first heard the late Duke of Devonshire. 
It was at a great Unioni:!t demonstration in 
Scotland. In his case also I was disappointed, 
but agreeably so. I had understood that he 
was not an effective speaker. That he was de- 
tici>,i,t i i the graces of oratory must of course 
be admitted. Nevertheless, a speaker more im- 
pressive I have iu!ver heard. I can still recall 
the tones in which, apo.stropliiziiig Mr. Glad-' 
stone in respect of how his adoption of Iloiiic 
Kule had broken up the I-ibcral ])art3', he ex- 
claimed, "What liavc you done with our Ic- 



gions?" The very bluntness of his manner 
brought into clearer relief the force of his ob- 
servations. Every sentence was sjioken out of 
the deepest conviction : e\'ery word wa.s felt. 
It was lUJt ^vhal would be called a brilliant 
speech ; there were few epigram.s in it ; there 
was no affectation of the (jre rotumlo. .A plain 
man, he stood before his hearers and told them 
in ])lain words of how the development of pub- 
lic e\-enls affected him. No one could listen to 
him wiihoui feeling that he was a staiesnian in- 
deeil — a man of large and luniiiKnis intellect, 
who combined with a singular!}- shrewd outlook 
the capacity {or feeling \-ery strongly, but who 
never allowed his feelings to evaporate in 
rlietin-ic. The studied restraint which he laid 
upon himself made his speech infinitely more 
telling. Wc were all conscious of his immense 
emotional and intellectual reserves. Here was 
a great man, but, better still, here was a pre- 
eminently buiiest man. The last time 1 saw tlie 
i)id>;e of I)e\(insliire he was ])residing as chan- 
cellor of the f'niversitv of ('ainliridge at a uni- 
\-ei-sity ceremony — it was at the conferring of 
an honorary di'gree uiion the late King ( )scar 
of Sweden. What struck me most about, the 
Duke was how he liati aged. He was not aged 
beyond his years; yet somehow one always 
thought of him as he was in his prime, and it 
was distressing to sec how white his hair had 
become and how bent his frame. 

The only occasion upon which I heard Sir 
1 lenry Canipbell-Bannerman speak he occupied 
(piite a subcn-dinate position at a demonstration 
at which tlu' principal spealcer was Mr. John 
.Morley, .Xobod)- dre;imed then lh;it a day would 
come when Sir Henry would be leader of the 
party and Mr. Morley his licutenanl. Sir Henry 
was one of several speakers, among vj'liom 
was Mr. Haldane, at the close of the meeting, 
which was held in Perth. A like position at a 
ineeiing in St. James' h:dl, London, at whjch 
Lord J^oseliery was the principal speaker, did 
-Ml-. .Asipiith occupy the first time I heard him. 
.Mr. Balfour I h;ive heard more than once To 
hear him is to relize in some degree the i)erson- 
al iiiagnetisni which i\lr, Balfour exerts i[p'.'>n 
his followers. In point of oratorical power I 
have no hesitation in yielding the palm among 
the, speakers I have heard to Lord Rosebery. 
There are iiow neafly twenty years since I 
heard hi!^ deliver his rectorical address in' 
Aberdeen university, but to an extent which 
has happened with none of the others of whom 
I have written subsequent experiences have but 
confirmed the enthusiastic adiiiiration of bojr- 
hood. '• ''■ . :' • ' " 





, 1 1 E resignation of Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Baniiennan, the first Liberal 
jirime minister of England since 
Lord Ro,sebcry gave up office in 
1895, has its dramatic j^liase, for as 
he passes froni the stage the mixed 
forces which he had together as a party appear 
also to be approaching the end of their politi- 
cal power. The Bannerman government, it has 
been .stated, combined too many factions and 
too many fads: all the elements of the opposi- 
tion to consersatism and of discontent united 
to make cause against the r)ld go\'ernment, 
and when jcjined together in an administration 
a working team of Home Rulers, Laborites, 
Socialists, Liberal Imperialists and Little Eng- 
landers was found night impos.sible. But it 
speaks much for Bannerman's leadership that 
this disintegration of his |)arty has gone on so 
much more swiftly since the ;utack of heart 
trouble which occurred last fall in Bristol, 
where he had gone to make a political speech, 
removed him from the possibility of active 
leaflership. 

Sir Henry was not only the leader of the 
House of Commons but also its father, for he 
represented Stirling without interruption ever 
since he entered the House in 1868, at the age 
of 32. Throughout his political life he has 
been a consistent and staunch advocate of 
radicalism, and his j-jolitical faith h;is never 
wavered. He did not derive bis iiolities from 
lihs family, however, for his latlier. Sir Jas, 
Canipbelf, a ]M-osijerous Glasgow merchant, 
was one of the most devoted adherents fif the 
Tory parlv in Scotland, while his brother sat 
for 'year,s in the House of Commons on the 
Conservative side. When he first stood as a 
Liberal candidate for Stirling young Campbell 
was twitted with his allegiance to the other 
side, but he retorted tluit loyalty to their poli- 
tical faith ran in the family, and that as his fa- 
ther was consistent in his Toryism he would 
be consistent to his Liberalism, He had a 
varied exiverience in government, holding the 
positions of financial secretary to the War Of- 
fice, twice, secretary to the Admiralty twice, 
secretary of state for war, and, for a brief time, 
in 1884-5, chief secretary for Ireland. At that 
tf-ying period, the Irish members w^erc devot- 
ing all their efforts to making that office al- 
most untenable, but jMr, Bannerman (he as- 
sumed the name of his maternal , uncle, Ban- 



nerman, under a will, and acquired the title in 
1895), met all their attacks with unfailing good 
will and ready wit. He came more prominent- 
ly before the imblic eye Avhen he took offii:e as 
secretary for war in Gladstone's last govern- 
ment. His great administrative feat was to 
persuade the Duke of Cambridge to resign the 
position of commander-in-chief of the army. 
The Duke was extremely reluctant to retire, 
but he yielded to the \Yar Minister's tactful 
pressure and resigned. Four hours after the 
formalities had been completed and the necpsr 
sary documents signed, the Liberal goveriir 
ment was defeated on the cordite vote, and re- 
signed. The Duke then wished to retract his 
decision, but it was too late. A long ])eriod of 
depression for the Liberals followed, and when 
Sir \\''m. A^ernoii Ilarcourt resigned tiie lead- 
ership of the part}', by an unanimous vote of 
the party Bannerman was chosen in February, 
1899, to be its leader. 

Still more troublous times were in store for 
the Liberals with the beginning of the. Boer 
W ar, which made the bitterness between the 
Imperialistic and Radical groups more acute 
than e\-er. \V less resolute man would have 
thrown up the task in despair, but Bannerman 
stuck to his post, ever watching for an oc- 
casion to lead a temporarily-united party 
against the government. He was bitterly and 
savagely attacked, but he never lost his head 
under tiie greatest provocation, and, in the face 
of the biting criticism of Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, he maintained his self-restraint. 

it was not until two years later that a 
chance remark by .Mr. Chamberlain in the 
House gave him an op[)ortuiiity to refer in de- 
tail to a conversation which had passed be- 
tween him and Mr. Chamber^lain, before the 
war. From this conversation it was clear that 
Chamberlain had. never anticipated a wai* and 
had been "biuffihg,''''and the fact that, with 
this damaging wchpon in his armory, T3anner- 
man had refrained from any breacli of personal 
confidence while smarting, under the most 
stinging attacks, greatly raised him in the esti- 
mation of the House. ■

ter in December, 1905. Office gave ."C.'B." ad - 
ditional ^trengtJVand firmness, and, the way in 
wliich he controiled and swayed his huge ma- 
jority impressed all parliamentarians, so that

TOMATOES AND HOW TO GROW THEM 

[IE tomato is always spoken of as 
a [mil, for, like the a])plc, it is 
the fleshy portion which sur- 
rounds the seed that is eaten ; 
but, unhke the apple, the seetl 
also is used. This vcpetahle — ■ 
for it will always be a vegetable 
to me — is a native of a warm 
climate, that of South America, 
and in old days it was considered a curious 
rarity in Nortli America. Its name was then 
the ''love apple," for it was so often used in 
courtship as to l)e highly prized by the damsel 
who received it from her preferred lover ; and 
it was also much in demand as a mantel orna- 
ment. Great was the dismay among our 
grandmothers, when the younger gener!ition 
began eating the fruit, for it was considered 
distinctly poisonous. The original tomato was 
very email, not much larger than a cherry, and 
it has been used in our country as an edible 
only during the last fifty years. 

• Coming from the tropics, it needs a warm 
spot, and as our outdoor season is not qiiitc 
long enough, the seed must be started indoors, 
or in a cold-frame. If planted in the open, tlie 
.frost would take the vines before fruiting. 
First of all, select your variety or varieties, 
make up your mind how many plants you will 
have and sow seed accordingly, for there is no 
use raising more vines than necessary. 

We always have two kinds in our garden, 
large red and yellow egg. The large red is 
usually a different-named variety each year, for 
we like to make new friends in this family. 
The seeds should be sown the last of March, 
and the seed liox placed in a conveniently 
ivarm, oiit-ot-thc-wa)' window. Unless the 
Te-xan is at home to do it for me, I am ^-ery apt 
to forget to close the cold frame at night. If 
that is not done 1 might just as well have 
saved myself the labor of sowing the seed in it, 
for I will have no result, except fond hopes 
blasted. In the house the plants cannot be- 
come frostbitten ; and being muler my eye, 
thc}' are pretty st:re to recei\'e good care. 

The seed box neeci nnt be large, but if a 
fair-sized one is proctu'ed, it will serve to start 
tomatoes and celery ril the same lime, I'nder 
such circumstances, k'.ave a good space be- 
tween the seeds, so that one \ariety may not 
disturb the other when being moved from the 
neighborhood. To give you an idea how much 
seed to plant, one ounce will produce more 
than 2,000 tomato plants, I .«iowcd three rows 
of three different varieties last spring, and 
each row was less than two feet long. Thc 
germination was extremeK' j)oor, but nevei'- 
thelcss 1 obtained more than liftv plants, con- 
siderably more than were set in the garden. 
Tliirt}--five plants i)rodiiced enotigh fruit fur 
table u.se all season, enough to preserve a 
dozen jars for us, twciUy quarts to can, and 
all I needed for green pickle, as well as bushels 
for our friends and neighbors. 

The seed box should first be provided with 
holes for drainage, next a layer of gravel or 
charcoal — preferably tlic latter, as it keeps thc 
earth sweet — then tilled to within one inch of 
the top with a mixture of well-rt)tted manure, 
leaf mould and sand. vShakc the box to settle 
the soil; sprinkle it lightly btit thoroughly, if 
dry; allow it to dry off slightly and then mark 
very shallow rows three- inches apart. Sow 
the seed in the drills — not too thickly — barely 
cover it with fine soil, and firm cilhcr with the 
liainl or a board. Sprinkle the surface again 
cither with a bulb sprayer, or bv dipping a 
wliisk-broom in water and shaking it over the 
box. Keep the surface moist, but not wet. 

Wlien thc seedlings come up, turn the box 
occasion;tlly, so that they may not be drawn 
in one direction towai-d the soui-ce (.)f light ; 
nnd if the plants are too thir]<, thin I hem out. 
When the second leaves appe:ir, ll]e\- may be 
transplanted, or, if you have sufficient plants 
to allow for losing some, thin them out to three 
inches ; otherwise, they must be lifted and set 
out separately, either in another box, or in pots, 
boxes, cans or any receptacle selected. This 
latter method will not check the growth, v/hcn 
they are set out in the garden, as much as 



planting in a second seed box, where Ihc roots 
arc torn and broken each time they arc Jifted. 
Our experience shows also a difference of ten 
days or two weeks in the fruiting time. 

Be sure not to let thc plants grow too (all 
and spliudling; give them jjlenty of air and not 
too much manure. The\- shotUd be set into the 
garden when the forest trees are coming into 
leaf, which, in this region, is about thc middle 
of May. If a cold snap should come after they 
are permanently placed, protect them with 
inverted pots, newspapers, sacking or any 
covering that comes to hand. 

Have the seedlings' home read}- for them 
before the}- are renioved. Decide which is tlie 
l)est nkiee for them, if it has not already been 
altottetl in the garden ])lan. ("ii\'e them a uarm 
spot, if you want early tomatoes. I'erhaps you 
had some extra early peas on a fence or trellis ; 
could not the tomatoes go there? Is there a 
tall fence that can be tised as a di\-ision line, or 
wind-break? If so, try that, i)rovided it be not 
already ap[)ropriatcd. Tlant the vines against 
it, fastening the stems with tacks and a piece 
of tape, just as you 
uould rose btishes in 
the same situation. 

After the location 
has been selected, see 
that the soil has been 
well prepared, w i t h 
thoroughly rotted sla- 
Ide fertilizer, if a cro[) 
has just been- taken 
oiU, spread the nianure 
on the soil and (lig it in 
well. If ihe spot has 
been previously dress- 
ed, fork it over care- 
fully before setting out 
the plaiUlets. 

The vines shoidd be 
two and one-half cir 
three feet apart. Dig 
(he holes, 'piU in, some 
l)()ne-nn,-al and v,-oo(l 
ashes and if the soil i 
dry, fill up with water 
Now is the time to 
bring along the seed- 
lings. Slide the bot- 
tomless tin can. paper 
pot, or what not, oil 
the l.uDard and lift the 
plant out of it : or take 
them up fron-i the seed 
box, in that case dis- 
turbing. the roots as lit- 
tle as possible, and set 
each into a hole. The 
water has sunk iiUo the 
earth by this time, so 
that the hole is a little 
deeper than it was. 
Uraw the earth aromid 
the root.s, press firml\-. 
sprinkle one d a b 1 e - 
spoonful of nitrate of 
soda, or a trowelful of 
chicken manure, 
aroimd the plant, nttt 
allowing it to come 
nearer than two inches 
from the stem; si)ri!dcle 
;i little earth over this 
and water again. 'I'lien. 
tmless it be cloudy oi- 

late in the day, protect from the sun and heat. 

No doubt you wonder why the nitrate is not 
]ilaced at thc roots, with the bone-meal and 

wood ashes, p^or two reasons; tirstls-, lieeause 
it wDid'I injure the roots; secondK-, because the 
watering dissolves it f|uicklv anil earrirs ihe 
food in an available form down to the roots. 

If the |)lants grow too tall and si.)in(lling, cut 
off the tops. I triisi, however, the seedlings 
will be str(.)ng and sturd}-, as all children shoidd 
be, for a g()(;d stai-l means much. 

'Jdiere are several wa} s of training the 
vines, thc generally accepted one being to lie 
thc main stem to a stout stake which has been 
driven into Ihe soil near the plant. AW side 
shoots are then cut off, and the main shoot is 
nt)t allowed to grow an_v taller than the strdce. 
.Some allow three branches, one main stem and 
two side hranehes. .■\nt:)thei' wa\' is to hold the 
^-ine, 1')} means of soft twine or raftla, to ;i wire 
fence, ])ushing the ends of the stems through 
the wire. All unnecessary foliage is cut off, 
which is done either with the same care used in 
pruning a rose bush or by cutting the stems off 
with a sickle at thc lop of thc fence. The for- 
mer niethod gives the larger fruit, while (he 
latter produces the greater (|uantit\-. I ha\-e 
.siJtjken in "\'inc Uplifters" of various tdlier de- 
vices for taking care of this jilant. 

Tomato-rot and the giant green caterpillar 
.'ire its most formidable euemir.s. ."-^piaN-ing 
witll llordeaux is the one thing to do for rot, 
and that is a doubtful remedy. It is necessary 
lo burn all tomatoes affected with it, or the 
germs will fall to the earth and remain there 
over winter, ready for further evil work thc fol- 
lowing season, Cli-een caterpillars are not vcrv 
I |-oublesome, and lioi-iUanx is tlieii- "cure." 
They are generally inunense in six.e .and few in 
mmibcr, so that a tin can full of k-erosene ami a 
small stick will quickly put them out ai busi- 
ness. 

The ground cherry, or strawberry tomato, is 
an entirely different plant. The bush is- low- 
growing, rather spreading, and it has velvety 
foliage. The fruit, or seed ppd, is enveloped in 
a husk, Which is really thc calyx of thc flowed, 



grown as the seed develops. Tlic edible portion 
is about as large as a cherry, rather flattened a^ 

thc stem end, and when ripe is a. dark, brownish 
red. 

^Vc foinul the i)lant in our old garden, 
gro\ving everywhere, and, as we are not fond 
of it. we have calmly treated it as a weed, for 
plants from self-sown seed reproduce \'ery 
rapidly. Jf you wish to try some in your gar- 
den, sow the seed in May, in hills three feet 
apart, thinning, when of sufficient size, lo one 
plant to a hill. Thc berries — and they seem 
more like a berry than a vegetable — are ripe 
in August. They may be eaten raw by first 
removing the husk, oi- preserved like straw-- 
berries. Many of our neighbors are very fond 
of them ami cultivate tlieni carefully.' — How 
To .Make a \'egetable (iarden. 

HOW I RAISE TOMATO PLANTS 

An abundance t)f good tomato plants can be 
grown at home with but little labor if one has 
a hotbed. I have found that it is not necessarv

to have it made from matched lumber or to 
have a carpenter to do the work, and 1 can 
even get along without buying hotbed sash. 

.'Vs sooi; in the spi-ing as thc weather is fa- 
\-()ral)le. 1 t;ike a hcix two feet deep, or deeper, 
ll 1 caimot find niie that is large enough, two 
are put tngflber. ( )iie side of each is knoekeil 
td"f and the two lastened together by means of 
cleats. 

This box is set on thc south side of thc 
house, where it will gel lots of .sunshine, and 

be slielteretl from the coUl west winds. Thc 
back is raised abunt six inches higher than the 
front. 

,\ layer of m;uiure one foot thick is put into 
the Ixitttjm 111 the box and it i.s packed down 
as firm as possible. The n-iauure is then cover- 
cred with a six-inch layer of the richest dirt 
that I can find. \Vindovv-.sashes arc put over 
the box. 1 did not have enough sashes to cover 
my hotbed, so made a frame tlie size of the box 
and coveretl it with mibleached muslin. This 
muslin \vas tiglillv- drruvn and taelced fast all 
around the outside with small tacks. It was 
then |)ainted w-ilh ihe following mixtiu'e: 

To one cjuart of boiled linseed oil three eggs 
were added. The oil is brought to a boifon 
ihe stove, then the three eggs — which have 
lieen .well beaten in the meantime — are added. 
Stir thoroughly. As soon as the mixture cool- 
fd it was spi"ead over thc muslin with a paint- 
iirush. \\ hen the first coat was thoroughly 
dry, a second one was put on. 

. Aluslin-C()\-ered frames give good results 
as glass, for I have had hotbeds side by side, 
one covered with mu.slin, the other covereil 
with glass, and there was no difference in the 
size or quality of thc plaiUs grown. 

The next day after making the hotbed, thc 
seed is sown and ih.e soil pres.sed down firndy 
with a piece of bn.-ird or a shingle and wittered 
-ivith warn-i water until the soil is .soaking wet. 
The frame is now covered with ashes, and if 
ihe nights are very cold, a piece of carpet f)r an 
old blanket is thrown over it. One night was 
so cold that 1 set a small lamp, in the hotbed to 
keep it from freezing', ' • • .. 

If the "box is set ilowh into the'ground so 



that the top of the soil in the box is even with 
the top of the ground outside, it might be bet- 
ter, l-lspceially if the weather is 'cold, as it 
would be warmer. But the box on top of thc 

ground, set in a warm sunny corner and shel- 
tered f|-oin thc north and west winds, produced 
S!)lerKlid jjlaiUs, just as good as any I ever 
gi"ew in a regtilar holbefl. 

As the yoiuig ])hinls grow, and the weather 
gets warm, the saslies arc opened a little, so as 
to let in the cool air and to harden off the 
plants. After a lin-ie leas'c off the sashes en- 
tirely during the day. 

Do not set thc plants in the garden until 
all danger of frost is p)asi. It is almost impos- 
sible to have a tomato i)Iant too large to set, 
but the lai-ger the plant, the deeper into the 
ground it should be set. Wherever the stalk 
touches the ground tiny rootlets will start, 
thereby enabling the ])lant to withstand the 
drought better. 

If the graimd is rich a good crop can be. 
grown without using fertilizer, but I dig a hole 
twcjvc inches deep and in the bottom of it put 
a forkful of manure. The 
manure is co\-ered w-ith 
about an inch of dirt. 
Into the dirt a. handful 
of commercial fertilizer 
is mixed and a dipper of 
water poured over it ; 
the plant is set on this 
and the soil drawn well 
up aromid 'the plant. 

I set my tomato 
plants three feet apart 
in the ' row, with four 
feet between the rows, 
and cultivate or hoe 
the soil between the 
])lants once a week. 

If quality instead of 
t|uantity is desired, 
];)incli off the ends of 
the branches and blos- 
soms, leaving only five 
or six to mature on a 
plant. 

My method of rais- 
ing prize-winners is to 
fill a keg or p^il nearly 
full of nianure. Cover 
wiih w-ater until the 
pail is full, and let it 
stand for a da\-. Then 
the ^vater is dipped o^l 
from thc top, and the 
tomato plants watered 
with it. It will make 
the fruit grow to a 
very large size. I have 
found that tomato 
jilants tied up to stakes 
will yield more fiuit, 
will ripen better, and 
there w-ill be less loss 
by rot than where they 
arc allowed to lie upon 
the ground. 

In the fall, as soon as 
there arc signs of frost, 
all of the fruit is pick- 
lhI off, w-hether ripe or 
g|-een. The green ones 
are ])iU up in a pile up- 
on the groimd, and 
covered u[) when the 
nights are frost)-. They ripen in a short time, 
and arc nearly as good as tlie ones which ripen- 
ed upon thc vines. 

There is a good deu-iand in the n-iarket for 
green tcnnatoes, if cme has them for sale. I 
iia\-e iKwer been ;dile lo snppl\' the demand. 

I h;i\e ne\-er had \-er_\- good sikecss \\-it,li 
the earl\ tomatoes. TIkw tlo not vield nearh- 
as nmch ;i> the later \-ariet\-, but ihe-^- ai'e wortli 
growing on account of their earliuess, — Ex. 



WHY ROSES ARE PRUNED 

A Rose bush if left to it.self woidd produce 

:i large annnint of growth and numbers of blos- 
.-^onis, InU owing to the quantity the (pialitv 
W(ndd be \ ery inferior. The object of the Rose 
grow-er in pruning is to concent i-ate tlie ener- 
gies of the ])laiU, as stqjjdied by the roots, into 
a few eyes or butls so that the quality of Ihe 
blossom is improved thereby. It follows that 
if the roots have only two or three eyes or buds 
to provide w ith suslen.ince the c|ualit-y of blos- 
som must be superior. Hut it must not be sup- 
posed that Rose ])lants recjuire severe pruning 
\\-hen they are gro\\-n foi' garden decoration. 
The\- ar. capable of proilncing large tpiaiUities 
of blosson-i if the growths arc only moderately 
pruned after the first year, and this sl^iould be 
the practice of ail who have this end in view. 
It should be remembered (hat the best blossom 
is produced from the well-ripened growths of 
the previous year, sn (hat tin.' object of all J-Iose 
grow-ei-s should be to rid their pl.-tnts as far as 
l)ossible of all \\-ood over three years old. Of 
course, there are many looses of the lambler 
type that sliould be very sparingly pruned, S-ic- 
cause in their case the object is to encourage 
great masses of blossom. It is always advis- 
able to cut back the new wood to a good phni-)p 
looking eye, and from this eye the new growth 
emerges, and ultinuitely produces those 'fine 
blossoms. Small hard slioots of the previous 
year 'must not be despised. The}' often yield 
very fine flowers, hut in i-)ntning their number 
.should be reduced to a few, and especially 
such small- shoots should be thinned out from 
the cchtris of the plants. ^Well-ripened shoots 



arc known by there being inore hard wood than 
pith in their construction. ' Shoots produced 
late in summer arc usually found to be very 
])ithy. It is from the earliest shoots s that we 
obtain our best flowering wood for next season. 
It is always best to priuie Roses hard the 
spring following the plantii.ig in the previous 
autumn. Jiy so doing the base of thc plant is 
better formed. We usually cut them down the 
first sprin^^to within 3 inciics or 4 inches of the 
ground. VVe have just been looking at some 
■jjlants thiis treated last spring. They made 
splendid growth last summer and blossomed 
profusely. The more vigorous sorts should 
not l.)e ]n-inied so severel}- as the moderate 
growers, btU e\-en in their case we should 
prune more severe!}- the first: year than we 
should subsequently. — Hx. 

GLOIRE DE DIJON WITH PINK 
BLOOMS 
* ____ 

It often happens in some gardens that thc 
flowers of this fine old Rose assume a pinkish 
tinge towards autumn, and most beautiful they 
are. In the variety Kaiscrin Friedrich we 
ha\-e the pink tinting more or less constant, in- 
tensifying towards auUimn. This season this 
\arieiy is particularly beautiful; in addition to 
the' pink shade there is also a salmon tint about 
the outer petals, a near approach to Mme. 
Berard. We scarcely realize the value of the ' 
old Gloire dc Dijon and its offspring in these 
days of llybritl 'i'eas, and one may look in vain 
for a bunch at the National Rose Show. But 
what a good sort it is, the buds are so fresh. 
How fine we sec this Rose in cottage gardens, 
where thc cottager, with that courage belong^ 
ing to his class, is not afraid to use the knife 
in thinning out thfc old wood. Some time ago, 
I saw a fine old tree that had been so treated, 
and its young growtlis had l)een tied over in 
such a way that they formed a shapely head. 
At flowering time the head -was covered witli 
pretty buds and flowers. 1 think this Rose, al- 
so Kaiserin Friedrich, Mme. Berard, 13ouquet 
d'Or; Celle Lyonnaise, Le Soleil and othfcr 
members of the Dijon group, should be grown 
largely as standards — they make such a dis- 
play over a long season. Another good plan 
to grow then-i well — apart frorn on walls, Avhcre 
of course, they arc unsurpassed — is to plant 
them as bushes, and peg down their growths 
so that they form, as it were, half-moon shapes. 
All over tlaese bent rods of growth we get num- 
bers of flowers in August, when other Roses 
are waning. Pillars also answer well if the sta- 
tions are well prepared and thc plants are on 
thc Briar stock. These Roses are not always • 
a sticcess u[)on arches. They make most use- 
ful std)jects for hedges, especially if thinly 
planted and some of the long growths are laid 
in horizontally. _ . 

A SAUCER GARDEN, ETC 

A saucer garden is made by filling a .saucer 
with sand, in the center of which place a pine 
cone. Cover with sand, or better yet sand and 
gartlen inoidd. Sprinkle with mustard or can- 
ary seed, or use flax or chickweed. Keep moist 
all the time. 

.'\ large cocoanut cut in half and filled with 
a sponge in wdiich to grow hemp seed makes a 
nice hanging basket. Keep the sponge wet. 
Small bulbs can be used if desired. Try gro,w-« 
ing an oak or horse chestnut in a vase of wa- 
ter. (iCt a long \'ase with narrow neck; par- 
tiall}' fill with water, keeping charcoal in it to 
keep the water sweet. Kec]) in a dark fjlacc to 
root, and not too dry an atmosi)here. At limes 
pour in 'a liitlc fresh w-ater, k-eeping it almost 
full ill the lin-ie. It is not necessary for water 
to touch thc liny roots, which grow into the 
vase. 

Turnips, sweet potatoes, nasturtiums, car- 
rots, etc., all will grow in bottles or glasses pf 
Avater. ' 

A NEW BERRIED SHRUB 

Berberis Wilsonae. — Berried shrubs have 
an especial charm at this time of year and any- 
thing new in this way that is also meritorious 
is sure of a warm welcome. Berberis Wil- 
sonae is both new and meritorious, a charming 
little berried shrub from Central China, It may 
be likened, perhaps, lo a small-growing Ber- 
beris stenopliylla. The branches are of a grace- 
ful arching habit of growth and bear a profu- 
sion of roundish, shining, coral-rcd berries. The 
leaves are quite small. It was thought so 
highly of by the Royal Horticultural society at 
a recent meeting that it was given a iirst-class, 
'ccrtificalc. 

NEW FLOWERING SHRUBS 

Deutzia discolor carnea. — This -('ariety, the 
result:, of crossing D/^scabrayatidr^/^^^ 
grahdiflora, forms' a 'derts^^ up- 
right bush. The flbwer.s are widely expanded 
and even reflcxed- their color being blush with 
the reverse of the petals of a deeper hue. The 
flowering season often extends over a month, 
owdng to the dcvclopmeitt of new buds after tho 
first flowers arc expanded. 

D. discolor lactea. — Of thc ,samc parentage 
as the preceding; this differs principally in thq 
flowers being of a milk-white color* 
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WITH THE POULTRYMAN 

..SELECTING THE LAYING HEN 

GGS are the foundation of tlie 
poultry business. No other 
branch is any surer or more 
profitable in the long run. There 
is money in broilers, roasters, 
etc., but without cg;gs they could 
not be obtained. The more eggs 
a hen lays the more profit there 
i.s for the ijoultry raiser above 
the co.st of feed, labor, etc. The more eggs a 
l)ullct lays in its maiden effort, the more eggs 
it will lay in its second year. 

It is a well known fact that the older the 
hen the less eggs it lays. Thus if a poor laVcr 
as a pullet, a poorer layer as a hen — a pullet 
laying 125 eggs in its first year. 

As a hen in second year of laying would 
fall below tiic 100 mark, some much lower; but 
the pullet tliat laid 180 to 200 eggs in its first 
year could be depended upon to lay 125 to 150 
eggs its second, thus proving itself to be a 
real money maker. 

Now, we are prepared to admit that pullets 
laying iSo to 200 eggs in the year are not 
found by the hundreds in the poultry yards of 
the fancier, but on the farms and plants of the 
utility raiser whose sole aim is eggs and meal, 
heavy layers are on the increase. Tlierc arc 
quite a few egg farms that have made phenom- 
enal records in the past few years, getting 
from 150 to 180 eggs per hen in flocks. 

These poultry raisers have been breeding 
for years along the lines of heavy egg produc- 
tion by the use of trap nests. The only sure 
method of selecting the hen that laid the egg. 

Now it takes time to attend to trap nests, 
for no half-way system will pay. They must be 
in use from the first egg at maturity to the end 
of the 365 days tliat make the year. It is the 
persistent layer that makes the record. We 
• have known.- puHets to .start Avith ajirush — that 
, had 'the average been made by the first two 
months, one would think the 300 mark had been 
reached, but in the long run others with not 
such a good two-months average would beat 
them out. 

The e.xtra time consumed in attending trap 
nests to select future breeders will repay two- 
fold. No matter how few hens the poultry 
raiser keeps, it pays you to trap nest a few. 
A few good layers arc worth more than many 
l)oor ones. In a few years, by careful breeding, 
the poultry raiser will be enabled to obtain 
twice the number of eggs per flock than for- 
merly where no system was used to tell which 
"hen laid the egg." 

If is a fact that there are now (|uitc a few 
egg farms with but 500 to 800 layers that are 
turning nut more hca fruit than some of the 
larger plants so often read about. \Vc have in 
our mind now a little plant at Hanimonton, 
N. J., of 500 layers each winter, Wyandoltes, 
that made the average of .170 per hen, and 
there are others seldom heard of in the poultry 
press that are quietly working out tlie problem 
of more eggs l^y the use of trap nesls. It -is 
the layer that pays — tliore is 110 di.-initing tliat 
fact. Here on tlie f;irin we not only breed for 
layers, but for early maturity, never breeding 
jfrom any pullet that docs not lay its first egg 
within six months from incubation, with the re- 
sults this year 'if having many pullets start lay- 
ing at fom- and oiic-lialf months, the majority 
starting :■.{ five ami five ;iiid oiic-hrdf months. 
'I'licsc birds ai'i- not ffireed. nor ai'e the lavers 
forced. It wholly lies within the breeding. .\o 
matter how the fowls nvr fed, no flocic not bred 
for egg production will make the same aver- 
age in the year, as the flock bred for egg pro- 
duction. Feed and proper housing ])lay an im- 
portant part in a heavy egg yield. But breed- 
ing must be back of it. To the beginner, then, 
who is looking for results, it is wise to use trap 
nests. 

The only sure method that will lead to a 
large increased egg yield, the extra time con- 
sumed will amply repay any who raise poultry 
for eggs. 

FEEDING SUGAR TO POULTRY AND 
FARM ANIMALS 

This is a practice as old as the hills and 
the name of the man who is responsible for it 
has been forgotten for centuries. 

The instincts of animals, however, remain 
for ages, and the same motive that |)rompls 
animals to tra\-cl for ludes to (_)btani salt fruni 
some availalde lick is alive in them todav. 
Many of the plants on which wild animals 
graze have a small (juantily of sugar in them, 
and in this manner they obtain the small 
amount necessary to satisfy their needs. Our 
domestic animals, not being allowed to seek the 
.sugar-bearing plants, arc obliged to go without 
it, except wh:n some one playfully oflfers them 
a bit. You have doubtless noticed how greed- 
ily horses cat it; they will follow one about, 
hoping io get enough to satisfy their craving. 

This action in time attracted the attention 
of some scientific fellow, who fed sugar to his 
poultry and farm anirtials, and noted results. 



He got the results, but coiild not stand the ex- 
pense ; he substituted molasses, found it an- 
swered as well as sugar, and was cheaper. 
From that time on the feeding of sugar was 
taken up, and many have written much on the 
subject. 

Some years ago the idea was conceived of 
compounding a balanced ration of grains and 
moiasses, but experiments finally convinced 
that the same could neither be sent out ready 
mixed with the raw molasses nor use artificial 
heat to dry it. Continued research, however, 
finally developed a process of turning the mo- 
lasses into sugar in a granular firy ineal form, 
that was a new one, and the process was i)at- 
cnted. This done, the rest was easy, and today 
there are thousands and thousands of tons of 
dairy, horse and poultry feeds being used with 
great profit to the feeders. 

The value of sugar in a dairv feed has been 
adv'ertised and iM-ouglit before the notice of the 
put)lic more extensi\'ely in the ]Kist few _\ears 
than that of i)oultry feed. This dt)cs not, liow- 
ever, ni any way rellect on the \'alue ol this in- 
gredient for chickens, as experiments have al- 
reafly shown that sugar in the proper form 
when mixed with a perfect balance of other 
grains of known value, is a great saving/for 
the poultryman as well as increasing the profils. 
It is a wonderful egg producer and lAiilder of 
bone, llesli and feathers. y\.nother important 
feature of sugar feeding is the flavor of meat 
which it imjiarts to the llesh of the bird, jnak- 
ing a rich, juicy meat wliicli conunands a pre- 
mium price on any fair market. 

E.Ktensive experiments have been made .with 
a feed of this nature for ducks and turkeys.. On; 
the duck farm the birds are ready for , market 
in from ten to eleven weeks ^after leaving the 
shell, and as the cost of the feed is no greater 
than other rations used, a great saving is 
readily recognized. 

'J'he molasses or sugar has 80 per cent of 
the nutritive value of corn, if)ut is far more valu- 
able as a feed stuff owing to its effect on the 
system of the bird fed. It aids in the .diges- 
tion ,and assimilation of all the feed eaten dur- 
ing the day and keeps the fowj ya a. heg-lthy con- 
dition, avoiding the necessity' of .tisirtg'.'cbndi.-' 
tion powders and medicated condiments of the 
one hundred and one \'aricties in •vogue,.-,';' ' 

Within the next tv/elve nioilths-dt.'is'COnicrrKl^ 
vative to say that the poultryman who. is in the.-, 
business for profit will fmd, after makin,g, a test , 
for himself, that the proper amount of sugar in ' 
the feed for his poultry will be the -source of 
greatly increased profits and diealthier fowls. — 
American Poultry Journal. 

FIVE EGG RULES ' ' 

Here are a few simple rules which will be of 
great benefit to those that expect a. large egg 
yield during the coming winter, and if they ar<; 
carefully followed they will assist very ma- 
terially in the fulfillnieiit of your "egg desires." 

First — Remember that your hens are like 
other stock — the belter they are cared for and 
fed, the more they will earn lor yon. Uiet them 
properly arid results will he satisiactorv. 

.Second — Keep your hens at work. This is 
absolutely essential for success. When your 
hens run after yon it is a sure sign that thev 
are fed loo much and arc too lazy to work at 
scratching. 'J"ry to encburagr ihcm to scratch, 
an<l h.ang their .iLjreeu fcjod S(.) hi.gli that ihev 
will have to work to gel il. 

■f!iii-d--ln the iiioi-ning fr.-,] ,-i li^ht lood, 
and if the weather is cold, feed ;i warm mash 
and d(j not feed tocj much in the moi-ning. hni 
in the evening, or just before roo.siing time, 
feed a good solid food, enough to satisfv all 
wants, and if the weather be cold, feed a goodly 
amount of corn, not "nubbins," hut .good, clean 
corn. 

b'ourlh — .\fier the morning meal, scatter 
some millet seed, wheal or oaN in the litler, s,, 
Ihe;^ will have lo sei-;iicli durim;- the dav. ;ind 
if they refuse to scr.alch, lei tlu'in fast for two 
or three days. An ounce of cut hone should he 
given each hen every other day at the morning 
feed and a little cut clover in the mash will do a 
lot of good. 

Mftli — Do not lhiid< because the weather is, 
cool you will not liavt' lo keep them clean, but' 
rememhcr thai cleanliness is e-seiiii;i| id your 
rionltry as it is i,j yourself, and reiiiember ih.at 
yuu do not, or at le.asi should uoi, neglect 
your baths because it is winter. — Poultry Yaril. 

FANCY POULTRY VS. FARM POULTRY

bred birds. This amount varies froni five to 
ten c]ollars. Spriii.g chicks at six to seven 
months old will bring iisu.allv twelve an'd a 
half to fifteen cents a jiound. 'I'he fancier gets 
;iboul $r lo $_> |3cr i)ound, and ipiile often more 
than $2 per poinifl. In Ihe lale summer and 
fall and winter season, the fancier gels the 
same prict for his stjirplus eggs, sometimes oiie 
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or two. cents more, than the farmers. Tjic feed 
consumed by the fancy poultry breeder aver- 
ages more in cash value, especially when parties 
are livin.g in the city or have not the range to 
let his poultry run at large after the breeding 
season is over or at all times. I have noticed 
in visiting some of the breeders keeping from 
two to four varieties by having a lot 75 by 150 
feet, making the runs 15 feet by 50 feet long, 
leaving the balance of sjiaee as a run, turning 
one pen in the morning, the next in the after- 
noon, thus making it very handy and giving the 
liirds free range and plenty of exercise. 

In regard lo farmers breedin.g fowls for 
market, 1 advise them lo discontinue breeding 
black fowds or fealhcr-legged ones, on account 
of shippers paying you from one and one-half 
to two cents less on the markel per pound. I 
am informed by our large produce houses that 
the demand for yellow skin and medium sized 
birds will give a better i)rice than for all kinds 
of a mixed lot of i)irds. 

Rhode Island Reds, Wyandoltes and ]\ocks 
are the best market fowls, being of medium 
weight, yellow skin, wdiich is so much desired 
by poultry produce houses. Breeders of fancy 
fowls in the Asiatic -classes .will . have to cater 
almost exclusively. nto .the' fancy trade- on ac- 
coimt of the above discrimination ' of blaclc 
fowls, and fcather-leg.gcd ones by our Western 
i)oultry houses. As the season, advances, many 
a prize winner will be niakin.g his bow to the 
poultry fraternity this coming winter, and will 
put his owner up a notch towards gelling his 
egg business increased the coming season. Ad- 
vertising your stock, if it. is worth -advertising, 
is the startii\g point towards youn success. Let 
the people know that you have got stock to sell, 
(jive them value for money received, and you 
will not liave to jnit any of your surplus cock- 
erels on the market. . Our largest advertisers- 
in the country have commenced at the bottom, 
and by using good judgment their cash receipts, 
run into hundreds of dollars received for stock 
and eggs. Go thou and^do likewise. — Poultry 
Success.

• AROUND THE FARM 

•OATS AND- BRAN; ^OR MILCH COWS 

'H£ high protein content of <3at.s- 
combined with other good quali- 
ties, gives it a high rating as a 
grain feed for milk cows. In 
many parts of the country, 
wdiere it returns large yields per 
acre, il is ;i cheap source of pro- 
tein. W'lien (jals are hi.gh, liow- 
e\ er, and br;in can be i)urchased 
at a reason.ahle price, il often is belter lo sell 
the oats and feed the mill product. 

There is a close similarity between oats 
and bran in their analysis and their value for 
feedin.g. One cxperimenl is on record where 
whole oals \\ere g'reiund and .ga\'e Ki per cent, 
lielter milk and hntlei'-lal reluriis than bran. 
< )1 course, bran is (juile variable in its anal vsis, 
■sii I hat I his result could only be considered as 
indicative. Jlowever, the above experiment 
does not disagree much with general opinif)n. 
/ i»ran, that is, wheat bran, derixes its hi.gh 
value from the fact that it conl.iins a larger 
amount of digestible proUin and ash than any 
of the common .grains. Ilesides il adds bulk to 
;i he;i\-y .i^r.aiii ration; for example, coi'ii meal, 
ami is a n.ilnral laxative — two lioints consider- 
1(1 by many to represent the best properties of 
bran. 

C"om|)aring the analysis of oats with that 
of hran. we find that for every hundred pounds 
of weiL;hl, br;ui furnishes three pounds more of 
digi'stible proieiii and nearly the same amount 
more of ash. W Idle it is somewhat short on 
lal content, we will not considei' thai feature, 
both of these ft'eds are used primarily for their 
ash and prDlein, principally the latter, ;ind 
oilier qualities mentioned before, hel us coni- 
])are the two feeds on a protein basis alone, 
placing the cost of this clement at three and 
three-quarters cents per pound. This is what 
protein costs in feeds where it comprises a 
large jiarl, a.s for example, in cotton-seed meal. 
Just OH ;i iirolcin basis, therefore, bran is worth 
nearly iweKc cents more per hundred pounds 
than oals. Thus if the cosl of bran is ninety 
cents per lumdreil, oals would be worth twelve 
cents less, or practically twenty-eight cents per 
bushel. With bran at eighty cents, oats would 
e(|nal il at twenty-five cents. 

It must be remembered that this compari- 
son has been baseel solely on protein basis. 
While we think that is the pcjini on which to 
m,-ik-e Ihe most represenbative comparison, 
llu.'re are niher things lo be considered; for 
example, the cost of marketing the oats and 
hauling back the bran. This expense would 
allow oals to be two or three cents per bushel 
above tl'ieir value compared with bran, before 
the change would be profitable. Then in turn 
this ex|)eiise mi.ght he offset by the superior 
l)roperly of the bran iu giving'bulk to the ra- 
tion of grain and keeping the digestive .ap- 
paratus in tone.,.. Asli isTow in.many^ rations 




and as this is a very necessary element in the 
making of milk, the large percentage in bran 
is a point in favor of the mill product. 

From the above wc do not wish to give the 
impression that when the price admits, bran 
should wholly replace oats, for ^we should al- 
ways wish to feed sC'veral pounds of this unex- 
celled grain for milk making. But suppose oats 
are worth twenty-eight cents per bushel and 
bran eighty cents per hundred, it is ciuite likely 
that the farmer any reasonable distance from 
the market could buy and feed bran freely, e.s- 
peciall}' if no clover hay or other roughage high 
in protein could be fed. The following ration 
Avill illustrate our point. It is intended that 
corn stover and clover hay be fed freely for 
roughage in conjunction with this grain ra- 
tion: Three pounds corn-and-cob meal, two 
yjounds oals and six pounds bran; this amount 
to be fed daily to a cow weighing ;,,ooo jiounds. 
'Jdiough a trifle below the standard set for pro- 
tein, liiis ration will be economical and con- 
ducive lo the thrift of the herd. If clover hay 
is not obtainable then one or two pounds lin- 
seed meal must be added. Some careful breed- 
ers would not be without bran, whatever it 
cost, but the farmer not making a specialty of 
dairying must be economical and use feeds, of 
his own raiding as largely as possible. 

KEEP YOUR COWS CLEAN 

It is ?;trangc that so many men, who are 
supposed to be good dairymen, fail to realize 
what dama.ge dirt does to milk, remarks a wri- 
ter. "Why I can take it out with the strainer," 
is a reply that is far too, common, and which 
shows ignorance of true conditions. 

The change in milk, such as souring and 
production of bad flavors and odors, are due 
to bacteria. These arc conveyed to the milk in 
dirt of one kind or another — dust in the air, 
dirt dropping from the cow's sides ;ind udder, 
dirt from the milker's hands or unclean milk- 
ing utensils. These bacteria, once in the milk, 
cannot be separated by straining; you might 
as well mix salt with dirt, put it in milk, and 
expect to reiuove it by straining. The bacteria 
pass through the strainer with the milk,^ and 
rapidly multiply. Bacteria carried in on man- 
ure and' dirt from the cow's sides and udder are 
.y^ryNundesifable, for most of them are putre- 
'.Jactivc; aiid do much damage to the milk by- 
developing bad flavors, which pass to the but- 
ter through the cream. Remember that the 
dirt docs not do the dama.ge— dirt can be re- 
moved by a. strainer. It is the germs carried 
in by the- dirt -that give trouble, and no amount 
of straining will remedy this. Keep your cows 
clean and keep -down dust wdien milking is in 
progress. Above all, never allow one who has 
been about a sick person — in such diseases as 
arc commonly called contagious — have any- 
thing to do with the cows or milk. Disease is 
irauMiiitled far too easily in this way. — "Vet. 
Halifax, N. S. 





TO KEEP HORSES HEALTHY 

Here is a very sensible suggestion which 
comes from one long experienced in handling 
hijr.ses, taken from the American Team Owner. 

lie says: 

The care of ihc skin and coat is not a matter 
of smoothness or u.qliness of the coat; it is 
merch' a (|Ucstiou of cleanliness of the skin, 
which is essential lo the health of the horse. 
Some people reason that as a horse turned out 
to pasture does not need grooming, it is not 
naiural and the horse should not be .groomed, 
'i'he necessitv fcjr .grooming comes with the 
amount of work done and the kind of food 
.gi\-en Ihe horse, 'file secret ions of the .glands 
of the skin are eiiorniousl)' increased by work-, 
and also the work horse must be fed nutritious 
food, which also largely increases the secrctiuns 
of the skin. 

Nature must be assisted by artificial incans 
to remove these increased secretions, or the 
pores of the skhi will become clogged and the 
lieallli impaired. The greater the activity of 
the skin the greater the attention necessary. 
The horse in slate of nature takes only the ex- 
ercise re(|uired to obtain his food, and he feeds 
lirincii)ally o\\ laxative iliet, and as the debris 
of the food and excretions of the system are 
carried through the kidneys, grooming is not 
necessary. 

The appearance of the coat readily shows 
the healthy or unhealthy condition of the skin. 
Without grooming, the diet remains in the 
hair, but through the excretory .glands enters 
the system. This important set of glands acts 
as rir.-nns, and when these are checked with ini- 
puriiies, the .general health necessarily suffers. 

When the liorse sheds its coat in spring and 
autumn the nourishment of the old hair is ar- 
rested, and the soft, pulpy extremities shrink 
and dry up, the hair becomes detached and falls 
out ; at the sanie time a new hair is formed and 
pushed up lo its side. 

Grooming answers two principal and sev- 
eral subsidiary ends, [''irst, it removes from 
the skin those ])articles of perspiration, dust 
and flirt which would otherwise imptnle ;md 
clog the free aciiim of the sweat ;ind oil .glands. 
.Secondly, it removes the scurf or wornout 
cells, which arc no longer required on the sur- 
face of the skin, and which would, esi^ecially 
when cemented together'by particles of sweat, 
add lo the obstruction of the glands. 

In order that grooniin.g should jiroduce the 
two above mentioned principal effects, it is 
necessary that the skin be cleaned with a good 
".ferig^'Ip'jijiish 'stroriglj^ilE^ed ^nd.wcll laid on. 



THE USE OF THE DISC HARROW, 

There is no work to which the disc harrow 
is specially adapted. It is a. general purpose 
tool for cultivating the 'soil, useful in the spring 
when the land is being prepared for seed, indis- 
pensable in handling the summer fallow later 
in the season, after harvest sometimes taking 
the place Of the ])low. 

In the i^reparalion of the seed bed the disc 
has two functions to perform. First, the soil 
is required to be put into the best possible me- 
chanical condition for receiving the seed, and, 
second, this condition should be brought about 
in such a way and at such a lime that the great- 
er portion of the moisture which fell on ihe 
land durin.g the wdnter will be retained and held 
for the use of the crop. To accomplish this last 
purpose best the discs should be put on to the 
land as early in the spring as possible, should 
be used first as soon as tlic soil is- dry enough 
not to stick to the blades. Aamulch is thus form- 
ed over the water .supply in the soil before much 
of it can evaporate, and the ma.ximunl amount 
of the moisture of the winter's snow is con- 
served, a factor of considerable itnportance'.to 
the .grain farmer of the central and southwest 
portions of the prairie provinces. 

In the proper use of the disc harrow the 
land is .gone over twice, the disc being lapped 
half. f lapping is better than cross disking, 
wdiich some farmers practice, and is the 
most effective means of getting the soil into 
that thoroughly pulverized and loose surface 
condition so essential in moisture retention. 
Cross disking defeats the very purpose it is in- 
tended to fulfil. Crossing leaves the surface in 
an uneven condition, and increases the soil 
surface exposed. The result is that evaporation 
is increased and the soil moisture as rapidly 
dissipated as it would be had no cultivation 
been undertaken at all. Lapping each half 
over and giving the soil two full strokes, has 
an entirely different effect. In the first placi 
it levels down the ridge which all -'discs 'form 
whether they throw the soil inwiard or'outwafd ; 
second, it pulverizes the soil more thorciughly 
than could be done by cross disking, nnd in ad- 
dition leaves the surface smooth and level and 
less liable to be drained of its moisture. A soil 
mulch made by disc barrow when properly cm- 
ployed is the most effective moisture retainer 
possible to obtain. 

MAKE USE OF THE EXPERIENCE, OF 

OTHERS 

The men who have had experience in fruit 
growing in this Western country are unfor- 
tunately few. In every district each year far- 
mers set out trees^ bushes, vines, shrubs or 
flowers with little or nothing to guide them in 
the matter of choosing species or varieties. 
The agent, of course, from whom the stock is 
purchased, is generally free enough with ad- 
vice oil what to choose and how to plant and 
manage, but his advice is more freque,ntly 
given lo lure the customer into si.gning a good 
large order, tuan it is from any desire to sec 
the purchaser make a success of the business. 
The advice of agents, as a rule, is not worth 
taking seriously. The horticultural knowledge 
possessed by the average of them is derived 
from a brief perusal of the circular of "instruc- 
tions lo agents" sent out by nursery companies, 
and these instructions are intended .generallv, 
more as an aid to the salesman in preparing ;i 
"coin fetching spiel'' to shoot into prospective 
customers, than as information from which he 
may derive a knowledge of the problenis and 
practices of fruit or plant growing sufficient to 
make his advice to farmers, on what to grow 
and how to plant, of any value whatever. 

Before a man goes into the fruit growing- 
business in this country, he needs to inform 
himself as thoroughly as he can on every phase 

of the industry. He should know for a cer- 
tainty what varieties are adapted to his dis- 
trict,, how each sliouhl be planted and cared for. 
He should make use of the experiences of 
others and reduce his chances of failure, plant- 
ing only varieties that w-illi reasonable care are 
certain of bringing forth fruit. 

Jn a number of the older districts there are 
men who have made some success in horlicul- 
lurc and the branches that pertain thereto, 
llowcrs, gardening and tree growing, but 
whether the counsel of such men is available or 
not, every farmer should have at hand Reliable 
information on horticultural questions. Infor- 
mation of this kind is available in the form 'of 
government bullelins, experimental farm liter- 
ature and horticultural society reports, but to 
the average farmer a good book or two writ- 
ten expressly for the guidance of planters in 
our own provinces will be of more use than 
thqse, and the information given, while it may 
not be of greater value than that contained in 
bulkier Ypjumesiand reports, will at least Ijc in. 
a mbf-e 'fcatlily available forni. No farmer 
should go far in fruit growing in this country, ' 
without the experience of others to guide him. 
If he does, failure ninety-nine times in a luin- 
(Ircd is bound to occur. Neither is that experi- 
ence any Itjss valuable because it is printed in a 
book, - . : \ , • ./:.„ .'.CO- .-- 
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HE discovery of gold in Moiitana and 
Idaho took place two years subse- 
quent to the rusli to Cariboo. Tt at- 
tracted people from all parts of the 
world and absorbed much of the 
overflow from British Columbia, 
where the diggings, though rich, had not proved 
sufficiently extensive to. maintain a large popu- 
lation.

the scenes at the more recently discovered de- 
posits. The actors only arc changed. The dis- 
positions, inclinations and habits of men who 
played parts in one locality are the same as 
those who are now in possession o^ the latest 
points of attraction. Whether the roles played 
were honest or dishonest, peaceful or murder- 
ous, they were tiic same in 1849 as they arc in 
1908. It is tlie opportunity thai is needed to 
bring out the yood ur bad points of a man's 
character, i'olice a mining district well and 
there will be a lessening of crime. Remove or 
restrict the semblance of authority, and crime 
emerges from its hiding place and takes con- 
trol. Is the world growing better or worse? 
Christian teachers say that the moral tone is 
vastly improved ; but criminal statistics do not 
sustain tliat opinion. It is opportunity anrl as- 
sociation that ofleiushape iiien's lives, and the 
brand of 'civilization which carries the Bible in 
one hand and the whiskey bottle or the opium 
pipe in the other is a spurious, loathsome thing. 
Nine-tenths of the world's crime is caused by 
the immoderate use of stimulants and opiates. 
The bad men of Montana and Idaho, who left 
a Red Streak of Blood behind tiicm wlierevcr 
they went, were invariably hard drinkers and 
some were dope fiends. The jails yawned for 
tiicni and tiie turnkey dogged their steps long- 
before they were given a short shrift by the 
liangman's noose at the verdict of a People's 
Court. 

t 

A fortnight since reference was made to a 
desperado named Boone Helm, who was sus- 
pected of three murders at Cariboo. He was 
brought before the magistrate at Victoria in the 
fall of 1862 and as no proof .could be obtained 
was liberated upon a pledge to leave the coun- 
try, which he did. Helm was next heard of 
ill Montana, where he joined a band of bandits 
wdio ravaged the country and robbed miners 
and merchants and often, murdered them for 
the fun of seeing them writhe in their death 
agonies. 

The agents of this band of evildoers were 
in every town and camp, spying out the affairs, 
and movements of honest men, who, mistaking 
the affected zeal of the agents, confided to them 
freely their plans. The agents were thus en- 
abled to waylay their victims on lonely tra-'s 
when on their way out vi'ith their treasure. 
"Dead men tell no tales" was a favorite axiom 
with the bandits, who often killed a man be- 
cause he was poor and had nothing else wortii 
taking save his Ufe, or killed him because his 
loss was so heavy that he would make a row 
if suffered to live. 

Two voung English follows named llarton 
and l^ocke played the guitar and concertina in 
a saloon on Johnson street in this city for sev- 
eral weeks. They performed tolerably well 
and Iheir music was an attraction to the place. 
Impressed with the news from Montana, they 
proceeded there with their instruments. They 
were dead broke when they stopped one night 
at a wayside bouse and played. .\ collection 
amounting to about five dollars was taken up 
and the next morning llie minstrels proceeded 
on their way toward the diggings. An hour 
or two later llieir dead Ixulies, still warm, were 
found on the trail. They had been shot and 
robbed for the miserable sum of five dollars. 

]. \'edder, who, about iSt/i, represented one 
of the lower Frascr constituencies in tiie Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature, resided with his 
brothers at the town of Nevada City, California, 
in 1857. One of the brothers had for wife a 
voung and handsome but scmicwhat gi<l<ly 
iMiglishwonian. Among the visitors to the 
A'cdiler hnmc was ilenr_\- riuiiimer, the town 
marshal, or chief oi police. riuinnier was a 
good-looking Nouni; !~,ngli.>linian, almost ef- 
feminate in ajjpearancc, well connected and 
qiiilc a ladies' man \ eddcr objected to his 
visits, and one evening encountered him com- 
ing out of his back door. Not a word was ex- 
changed by the men ; and as a guilty conscience 
is said to he its own accuser, Phunnier, fearing 
an attack which he knew he meritetl, shot 
Vedder dead. Pluninier was taken into custody, 
but was never punished, and the N'cdders, dis- 
gusted at the way in which the law was ad- 
ministered in California, sold out their business 
and settled on I^'raser river. Plummcr fled to 
Montana, where he organized a band of high- 
waymen of which Boone Helm, our former 
Cariboo acquaintance, was second in command. 
Plummer had himself elected sheriff of one of 
the Montana counties, and induced the slieriff 
of an adjoining c:ounty to resign, whereupon 
Plummcr became sheriff of both counties and 
was in a ])osition to k'lunv all that was going on 
in business and mining circles. He appointed 
his deputies from the criminal class, and with 
their aid spied into the movements of those 
were; about to leave the camps with swags of 
gold. When appeals were made to the sheriff 
for a guard to- see a party safely over the i)or- 
der, he uppoii-ited certain of his deputies as the 
gitard and made elaborate pretences for their 
protection. On the lonely roafis and trails the 
"protected" men were robbed^ of all they pos- 
sessed and tiieir bodies left; for the delectation 
of the crows and wolves. " . , • ' ' 



The murder of Lloyd ^lagruder and his 
party of four while on their way out in the 
summer of 1863, witlusomc $25,000 in gold, dust, 
is still referred to as one of the most cruel of 
the many cruel atrocities that were perpetrated 
by the Plumraer gang, Magrudtjr was a man of 
' substance and position, and at the time of his 
death his address asking the suffrages of the 
electors as a candidate for congress had been 
kssucd. Magrudcr's intention to leave was 
known and he engaged four bandits to join his 
party, under the impression that they were hon- 
est men. The second night out, after. camp had 
been reached and the animals turned out to 
grass. Magruddr and his whole party were slain 
and their bodies thrown over a precipice into a 
deep ravine. The robbers possessed themselves 
of the treasure and the animals. One of the 
guilty men had the assurance to ride Ma- 
gruder's mule with its saddle and bridle into 
V'irginia City, wiiere it was recognized. In a 
short while Magruder and his party were miss- 
ed and their bodies were found at the foot of 
the precipice. 

The wretches were taken into custody, tried 
and hanged. They died with curses on their 
lips, and showed not the slightest evidence of 
repentcnce or regret. The iiiurder of a prom- 
inent citizen like Magruder excited tiic popu- 
lace to frenzy. So long as the victims were al- 
nicist unknown there was no general demand fen- 
a vigilance committee ; but when a man of 
note had been removed, the whole commimity 
rose in a demand for vengeance. As one of 
the law-abiding men expressed it, it had become 
a matter of killing or being killed, and self- 
preservation being the first law of nature the 
miners and merchants llew to arms. 

The Plummer gang, undeterred by threats 
and failing to discern the signs of an ap]n-oach- 
ing storm, continued their depredations. A fa- 
A orite pastime of theirs was to ride into a- town 
and "shoot it up," which means to fire volley 
after volley along the streets and drive the 
peaceful inhaBitants to seek shelter from a 
storm of bullets. Li<iuor saloons and store- 
keepers were placed under tribute by the des- 
peradoes, who helped tiiemselves to licpior, 
goods or money, according to their inclinations. 
.'\ reign of terror j^revailed in all the towns, 
and there were many victuns of the wanton 
cruelty of the wretches. With tlie destinies of 
the two most populous counties in the hands of 
Sherifif Plummer and a weak and cowardly ju- 
diciary, nearly every effort that was made to 
])ut down the desperate men was defeated. 
l'"inally it was decided that there was no re- 
course open to the good ])eoplc save a vigilance 
coniniittee. Meetings were held and money 
subscribed to pay the expenses of an executive 
con-imittee, whose duty it was to inilict i)unish- 
ment on culprits whose guilt could be clearly 
established. 

One of the first men who was seized was 
Booncl Iclni. He was standing at a bar with a 
glass of licjuor in his hand, anathematizing the 
vigilance committee. 

'Til like to sec a nic;nl)er of the committee 
try and take nie,'' he said. 

"What -would you dcj, IJorme?" asked a com- 
panion. 

"Do? Do? Why, Td shoot him dead!" 
"Helm," said a voice behind, "throw up your 
hands !" 



lielm turned and looked down the barrel of 
a Colt's six-shooter in the hands of a vigilante, 
"You've got the drop on me," said Plelni. 
He. was speedily disarmed and placed in a 
room with several of the gang who had been 
previously secured. After a short trial the 
whole party were condemned to death. 

One of Helm's companions, known as Jack, 
was condemned to die first, and as he struggled 
at the end of the rope. Helm exclaimed, ," Kick 
away. Jack, we'll both be in in five min- 

utes. Three cheers for Jeff Davis ! Let her 
rip !" 

It has been a sor,t of tradition among Cari- 
booites that Helm, wl^en about to be hanged, 
confessed to the murder of Rousseau, Lewin' 
and Wagner at Cariboo, and that he said 
he secreted the gold near the scene of the 
tragedy. I have made diligent inquiry in Mon- 
tana of people who were in a position to know, 
and the answer always was that Helm made no 
confession of any kind. 

After Helm's death the gang scattered, but 
a man named Erastus Yager was seized by the 
vigilantes and confessed everything. He told 
the names of the gang, gave their password 
and explained many mysterious crimes that had 
been committed, ihc perpetrators of wiiich were 
pieviously unknown. Yager, who was well- 
t'ducated, ex()resscd contrition for the sj-iare 
he had had in the crimes and informed his cap- 
tors that he did not wish to live — l-uc wanted to 
die, but he wanted to see the others hanged too. 
This satisfaction he did not enjoy, for he was 
led out to a tree and hanged in the light of the! 
full moon with the thermometer several degrees 
l)elow zero. His fellow-criminals died later on. 

The vigilantes soon found the trail of Plum- 
mer and his deputies. The sheriff was caught^ 
in a bar, full of driid-: and clefiance, and threat- 
ening all who dared dispute his right to kill 
those who might oflfend him. 

When Yager was about to be hanged, he ex- 
claimed, "God bless you, gentlemen. You are 
doing good work. If I had thought of this a 
year ago, I woidd not be here now." 

Plummer and two of his deputies were seized 
near Bannock City. They were told that they 
had been adjudged worthy of death and that in 
half an hour they would be hanged. His two 
companions indulged in horrid oaths till their 
last moment; but Phinimer prayed for' mercy. 
When confronted with, death he proved a cow- 
ard. If the committee \vo"14 spare h'is life, he 
said, he would leave the' territory, restore all 
stolen property and coinpensate tlie families of 
his victims, for he had acquired much money 
througii his evil courses. His pleadings and 
I)roniises were in vain, and he was hanged from 
the limb of a tree, 

Thus perished Henry Plummcr, a gifted and 
educated man, who, had he chosen a different 
life, might have ri.sen to a position of eminence 
in the regard of his fellowmen. 

A prototyjic of Plummer is to be found in 

-•'roer of Soaj-jy Smith, who headed a gang 
of dcsjieradocs at .Skagway ten y ears ago. Smith 
kept a saloon atid a mining exchange, into 
which miners were decoyed anrl robbed cif their 
dust. Their crimes were many, and it was sus- 
pected that numerous victims of the gang were 
thrown into the harbof" and left to drown after 
they had been deprived of their sacks. Smith 
"ran" Skagway, On thfe 4th of July, 1898, he 



was elected marshal of the day and headed a 
loyal procession on the back of a white horse. 
Six days later the ruffian was dead. Having 
hedrd tlie citizens of Skagway were about ' to 
form"a vigilalnce committee. Smith, armed wilh- 
a Winchester rifle, proceeded toward the wharf 
on which the citizens were iassemblcd. At the 
entrance of the wharf he met a man who had 
been appointed to guard the entrance against 
him. Both men fired at once. Smith died al- 
most immediately. The guard died the next day. 
So great was the terror with which Smith was 
regarded by the men of Skagway that on his 
approach to the wharf the meeting scattered 
and some of those ytho attc ded it leaped over- 
board in their panic and hid among the piles. 
The death of. Smith caused tlie breaking up "oi 
his gang, and Skagway has since been an order- 
ly community. 

One of the most remarkable men who was 
hanged in Montana was known as Captain J. A. 
Slade, a member of a highly respectable family 
in Illinois, where he bore an excellent character. 
He first came into public notoriety when he 
was employed by the Overland Stage Company 
to protect their passengers and stock from the 
attacks of desperadoes. The stage company 
ran a line of stages across the prairies before 
the Central Pacihc railway had been completed, 
to "close the gap," so to speak. 

There was a constant feud between the stage 
compaji)' and the immigrants who then crossed 
•the plains with their teams. Slade, as the agent 
of the company, supplaiited a man named Jules, 
who was more than suspected of complicity in 
the thefts of -stock. Slade seized a pair of 
horses as the company's property. These ani- 
mals were in the possession of Jules. On the 
arrival of a stage with Slade, Jules fired upon 
him, wounding him severely. Slade was a long 
time ill, but at last he got well. Meeting his 
late antagonist,, Slade tied him first to a tree 
and shot him to death by degrees. He also cut 
off his ears and carried the hideous reminders 
in his vest pocket Jor a long time. If in ac- 
cordance with Western civilization, as it was 
understood at the time, Slade was justified in 
killink Jules, the prolonged agony and mutila- 
tion of his enemy was unjustifiable. 

Slade's rule was supreme on the over.land 
route. On one occasion he rode to a cabin and 
killed three immigrants wiiom he suspected of 
stealing stock.- Stories of his hanging men and 
innumerable assaults,, shootings, robbings and 
beatings, in 'whieh l,ic was the principal actor, 
form ])art of the legends of the stage line. Mark 
Twain, in one of his clever books, speaks of 
meeting Slade, whom he describes as a brave 
and determined man with thirty-one notches on 
the butt of his pistol. .Each notch represented a 
human life that he h^id taken. Prof. Dinsdalt, 
who wrote the history of the Vigilantes of Mon- 
tana, describes Slade as the idol of his follow- 
ers, the terror of his enemies and of all that 
were not within the charmed circle of his life. 
In him generosity and destructivcness, brutal 
lawlessness and courteous kindness, firm friend- 
ships and volcanic outbreaks of fury were so 
mingled that he seemed like one born out of 
date. He should have lived in feudal times. 

Slade was was not accused of murder or rob- 
bery in Montana, but he. was regarded as a dan- 
gerous man. He became greatly addicted to 
drink, and was in the habit of firing his rcvol- 




ide of Glasgow Life 




IVIO.ST tragic side of filasgow life has 
been revealed 1)\- a committee of the 
( lias .q-ow 1 'i-e.-;l)\-terian Church of 
.Sc(Jtland, which has been impiiring 
into the common lodging houses and 
farmcd-out houses of Glasgow. 
"The report stated," says the Glasgow Her- 
ald, "that the committee had collected evidence 
from the nnjst trustworthy sources, and their 
iiKlinries convinced ihein that the kid.i^iiig 
hon.^es in (dasgow, and esi>eciall\- the farnied- 
oiit houses, constituted a .r.;ra\,-e social proldeni 
and a social danger. Dealing first with the 
lodging houses, thcv found that the larger ones 
were in r more satisfactory condition than the 
smaller ones, many of the latter being simply 
disgraceful. Hie corporation undoubtedly 
raised the standard of lodging houses when 
they creeled theirs, hut private enterprise in 
some cases had now gone beyond the corpora- 
tion. In the majority of lod.ging houses there 
was a lack of moral supervision, of social uplift, 
of refining and restraining influences. 

"The great ami saddening impression one 
recei\ed from a visit to the average common 
lodging house was the awful degradation and 
wastage of human life. Yet the lodging house ' 
seemed to be a necessity of modern civilization. 
In so far as it supplied a felt want they did not 
ccmiplain, but it was notoriou- that even our 
model lodgin.g houses wer'^ being abused and 
taken advantage of by certain classes of men 
for whom they \\-erc not built — among them 
S(.)nie earning 50s and Oos a week, who ought 
to have homes of their own and pay rates, in- 
stead of wasting their money on drink. These 
houses were also the resort of the 'ins and 
outs,' who lived there when they were not in 
the jjoorhouse hospital recruiting after a de- 
bauch, 'fhe connnittce thought that the 'ins 
and out' and wastrels generally should be shut 
up for a ])eriod of at least two years. No jrowcr 
of detention existed at jDresent, and until the 
streets were cleared of these tmclcan undesir- 
ables little could be dohejypjthe .way of genuine^ 
social reforitiV • ' 'T^'^ > • 



"A ver\' ohjeclionablc feature of the men's 
lodging hou.ses was the ntu-nber of l)o\-s who 
irei|uented them. There they rajjidlv qualified 
for a career of vice antl crime. In six lodgings 
houses no fewer than 120 boys were found 
from fourteen to eighteen years of age. The 
ccjinmittee strongly recommended that it should 
he ;in (jffence for .any lodging house keeper to 
admit a boy ntulei- eighteen or twent.\- _\-ears of 
age. 'I'hey regretted that the evidence showed 
some of the \s-oinen's hKlging Iktuscs to be in 
a shock-ing condition — centres of corru])tion 
and the means of ruining many young women. 
I'arm servants, domestic servants, and others 
who came to the city seeking situations missed 
their train, got stranded, and were taken to 
one of these vile places by some degraded 
woman and introduced to a life of infamx-. 
Many of these poor girls found their way after- 
wards to the Church's Rescue lloiiie, .-ind 
many of them, from sixteen to ei.ghteen years 
of age, were walking the streets toda_\'. This 
ai)[)a!lin,g sacrifice of voting womanhood was a 
horrible fact which should rouse the church and 
the municipality. Surely something could be 
done to present it, and it should be done soon, 
for the condition of matters was serious in the 
extreme. . 

"As to the farmed-out houses, out of which 
it was said enormous profits were made, these 
seemed sj)ecially designed for the encourage- 
ment of vice. There was no ^separation of the 
sexes. They presented an even greater problem 
than the lodging houses. They vastly increased 
the labors and anxieties of the sanitary, police 
and poor-law authorities. The evidence led be- 
fore the Glasgow housing commission showed 
the farmed-out houses as a general rule to be 
haunts of prostitution and cesspools of in- - 
iquity, and this was corroborated by the evi- 
dence heard by the committee. They were 
a.gain reminded of the great fundamental fact 
of human sin, for were it not for drunkenness 
and prostitution it was ajlmost certain that 
farmed-out houses would be non-existent. And 
jacithef of- these siiis tvas a crime 'or an dffence 



in the eye of the law. Importuning was an of- 
fence, but some day it might be found neces- 
sary for the individual and general well-being 
to make drunkenness and prostitution in them- 
selves police offences. These places were also 
centres of physical disease and danger. 

"During the half-year ending November 15, 
113 men and women, suffering in many cases 
from loathsome and contagious diseases, were 
sent to the poor-law hospitals. Farmed-out 
bouses were therefore a menace to the health 
of the community, a still greater moral danger, 
the means of ruining young men and women, 
and offered a highway to the prison cell. The 
conmiittec recommended that the dolinition of 
a farmed-out house should be extendetl so as 
to included houses of any size similarly used, 
that farmed-out houses should be licensed, the 
license to be renewed annually. The owner 
would then have to appear in person and pro- 
duce a certificate of character. When the own- 
er was convicted of keeping a disorderly liotisc 
imprisonment should be substituted for a fine, 
and persons found making immoral use of a 
farmed-out house should be proceeded against 
as well as the owner. 

"They also suggested that the corporation 
should carry out their own resolution arrived ryt 
after the housing commission rei)orted, and 
erect a municipal model blpck where families 
throwii out of a home through misfortune or 
their own fault might be housed on reasonable 
terms under proper .^uperyisipri and in sanitary 
and morally safe surroundings. Meanwhile, the 
existing bylaws, excellent so far as they go, 
should i)e vigorously enforced. With regard to 
the lodging house, it did not appear tfiat fur- 
ther legislation was required. The problem 
wasjiow to improve them, and at bottom it was 
a moral problem. The churches must unitedly 
grapple with it. ■ 

"Tiie committee reconn-iiendcd that a chai>- 
lain or chaplains should be appointed to look 
after 'the .moral and spiritual interests of the in- 
mates of the lodging Ijousds." 



vcr along the streets, riding his horse into 
stores, breaking up bars, ami beating and in- 
sulting the occupants, it had become cjuite 
common when Slade . was . on a spree for the 
shopkeepers and citizens to put out their lights, ' 
being fearful of some outrage at his hands. ■. 

His last outrage was the tearing of a sher- 
iff's warrant to pieces and driving the officer ■ 
away at the point of a pistol. Me met a judge 
on the street, and holding the weapon to the j 
judicial head, threatened to blow out his brains! 
The vigilance committee decided to arrest 
Slade, which they did. This action sobered him,,. . , 
and he begged for his life. He repeatedly ex- - 
claimed, "My God! My God! Must I die?. Oh, 
my dear wife !" 

" He was placed on a box and a rope put 
about his neck. The box was then kicked irom 
his feet and he died almost instantaneously, 
just as his wife, wdio had been sent for, rode 
into camp at headlong speed to save him. She, 
arrived too late. 

The committee continued its work of puri- 
fication until twenty-four desperadoes had been 
disposed of and the rest driven from the coun- 
try. 

On the 13th of July, 1864, the Overland 
coach running from Virginia to Salt Lake City 
was driven into an ambush in the gloom of a 
deep canyon. Four of the passengers were kill- 
ed outright and the treasure, amounting to 
$65,000, stolen. The highwaymen, who num- 
bered eight, got away with the gold and were 
never apprehended. Tlie stolen gold, it was 
said, was brought to Vancouver Island and 
buried on the banks of Leech river, a most im- 
probable story. How the treasure was sought 
for and by whom will be told next week. After 
some months it was ascertained that the driver 
of the coach belonged to the gang and had ar- 
ranged the massacre and robbery. He was 
hanged by the vigilance committee. 

When an attempt was made to arrest. Jq 
Piganthia, otherwise "The Greaser," he killed - 
ouc of the committee. His cabin was bombard- 
ed with a mountain ho\^itzer and riddled with 
shot, whereupon Jo surrendered. He was tried 
and hanged from a convenient tree. The body 
was then taken to his hut, which was fired and 
the remains reduced to ashes. In the morning 
a number of women were observed panning out 
the ashes to see whether the desperado had 
any gold in his .possession! When Long John, 
ano'ther desperado., ,waSj captiu-ed he asked the , 
comniittee. to cut. JW^', atcniS; ,an(;I .Ipgs , ai^d- .l.ctf>. , 
him go. "You kno,w,^' h^s remarked, "i; could" ^ 
do nothing then." The committee declined to 
accede to the rec^ucst. 

A favorite pastime with the Montana roughs 
was shooting up a town, after the manner of 
the Brownsviile .neg.ro soldiers, who were dis-. . 
misled from the service by President Roose- 
velt.' A desperado would fill himself with liquor 
and entering a barroom with revolver and, . 
bowie-knife in full sight, would call for drinks 
for the house. When served he would refuse to" 
pay. When pressed he would draw his weapons' 
and deliver himself in something like this strain: 

"Whoopee ! I'm from Pike county, Wis- 
consin! I'm ten feet high! I can jump fur- 
ther, run faster .and cat more than any other 
man living. My home. is in a wolf's dcn,'and 
I'm second cousin to a bear. My parlor is the? 
Rocky Mountains. When I drink water I draifi 
the Mississippi, and I iise the tallest pine for a .'. 
toothpick. Whoopee !" The ruffian would then 
leap as high as possible and cracking his heels 
together declare that \\f. was going to turn ' 
loose and clean out the town, etc. 

^ One of these gentry turned up at Yale one 
night, and having delivered himself of the boast- 
ful harangue, he was seized by the nape of the 
neck /and the slack of his unrhentionables by 
Pat Cassin, who kept a bar there, and run out 
into a snowdrift. After having been relieved of 
his weapon, he was left in the drift to cool off. 
Before morning he became penitent and apolo- 
gized and was allowed to lie down before a fire 
to thaw out. The ne.xt day he left the camj), 
taking his whoopee, etc., with him; but Pat 
kept the weapons. 

One Brady when about to be hanged by the 
Montana vigilance committee made his, will, 
leaving everything to his daughter, and wrote 
to her the following pathetic farewell letter : 

"My dear Daughter — You will never see me 
again. In an evil hour, being under the control • 
and influence 6f whiskey, I tried to take the life 
of my fellow-man. I tried to shoot him through 
a window. He will, in all probability, die — and 
that at my hands. 1 have been arrested, tried 
and sentenced to be hanged I,)y the vigilance 
committee. In one short hour I will have gone 
to eternity. It is an awful thought, but it is my 
own fault. By the love I feel for you in this, 
my dying hour, 1 intreat you to be a good girl. " 
Walk in the ways of the Lord. Keep HeaVen;' 
God and the interest of your soul before your 
eyes. I connnend and commit you to the keep- 
ing of God. Pray for my soul. Farewell for- 
ever. 

"Your father, JAMES BRADY." 

The purification of Montana and Idaho leav- 
ing been effected by the quick punishments of 
the cririiinals who roamed' through those ter- - 
ritories leaving a record of murder and rapine 
in their wake, the committee finally disbanded, 
and allowed the Ia-\vful authorities to rcsimic 
their functions. It is a matter for congratldation 
that British Columbia has been free from such ' 
scenes, but once for a brief period such an or- 
ganization seemed necessary, and was oniy 
averted by the timely arrival of Chief Justice ' 
Begbie and a corps of sappers and miners, 
whose presence awed the lawbreakers' into ; 
obedience. : * ' ' 
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N important judgment was ren- 
dered at the Court ol the King.'s 
Bench by Mr. Justice Cross,'.. 
di^~missing: leave to appeal in' 
the case of Joseph- Disney, .who 
Avas acquitted by the Court of 
Sessions on tlic charge of in- 
fringing the AHen Labor Act, 
■ says 'the ^Montreal Gazette. 

Disney was accused of securing tlic services 
of Anicrican workmen on bclialf of liie Do- 
minion Car & Foundry company. His Lord- 
ship disallowed the appeal on the ground that 
although; the <act, generally -speaking, forbade 
the importation of foreign labor, such impor- 
tation was nevertheless permissible in .cases 
where a sufficient number of skilled workmen 
could not be found here to operate a new in- 
dustry. 

Following is the text of his judgment: 
■ Tiiis was a rehearing under the provisions 
of the Criminal Code regulating appeab. 

The accused liad been tried before the 
Judge of Sessions upon an accusation- of in- 
fringement of the Alien Labor Act, and was 
acquitted. 

The offence charged is that Joseph Disney 
has contravened the act known as the Alien 
Labor Act, cap. 97 R.vS.C. {1906), in that he 
has within the last six months prepaid tiie 
transportation, and has assisted, encouraged 
and solicited the importation or immigration 
of an alien or foreigner into Canada, under 
contract or agreement made previous to the 
importation or ihimigration of sufeh alien or 
foreigner, to perform labor or service in Can- 
ada. It is also set forth in the complaint that 
the labor which the alien was' to do was such 
as for 1 hat purpose can be obtained in Can- 
atla and was in an industry at present estab- 
lished in Canada, the said alien having been 
brought into Canada for the purpose of taking 
employment with the Dominiort Car & Foun- 
dry Co: (Ltd.) 

That the alien who was brought into Can- 
ada i§ F'erdinand Jcssec and his employment 
is hainmernian. 

'Pliere appears to be no doubt of the fact 
that the accused went to Detroit at the in- 
stance of the Dominion Car & F^oundr}- Co. 
(Ltd.) for the purpose of getting men to come 
and take service with that company as ham- 
mermen, that is, to do the work of rivetting 
together part.s of .s tee J cars with- a 'hammer 
9perated- liy pncnmatic preS3itre"/'an^,tft"af;yas' 
a risisult of his trip, "one Jessec cariic and en- 
tered into the service' of the company at its 
works near 'Lachinc. 

Objection is made on behalf of the de- 
fendant that he actctl mcrcl_y as tlie agent of 
the company and that, as an infraction of the 
.statute leads only to a money adjudication, 



which ma,y.:be sued for. in a civil court, Jic is 
not liable to such adjudication, inasmjuch as 
he Uas only acted within the limits, of his 
agency, and that, consequently, the cornpany 
alone could be proceeded against. 

I do not consider this objection to be well 
founded, because what is prohibited by this 
statute, under penalty of fine, has been made 
unlawful, and a dcfcndan.t can have no man- 
date to do wiiat the law prohibits, and, if. he 
does.it, the act is to be treated as jiaving been 
done, on his individual responsibility. 

It it next objected, on behalf of the de- 
fendant, that Jessec "did not come from the 
United States, but that, being a minor, whose 
home was with his father in Belgium, and, hav- 
ing lieen only temporarily in the United Stales 
in search of work, he, in reality, came from liel- 
gium to Canada, and inasmuch as tlie Alien 
Labor Act applies only to importation or immi- 
gration from such countries as have in force 
laws of a character similar to the Alien Labor 
Act, and it is not shown that any such law was 
in force in Piclgium, w-here lessee's home was, 
the penalty has not been incurred. 

The i)rovisions of the act, liowever. apjiear 
to be dircctefl against the iiuluced immigration 
of aliens who cither reside in or are citizens 
Lil the foreign country which enforces alien la- 
l)or acts against Canada, and 1 do not consider 
that the legal domicile of the alien, apart from 
the place of his recent habitation, is a matter 
to be enquired into. This objection is conse- 
quently also set aside. 

It is ne.Kt contended, on behalf of Disney, 
that his case came within an exception which is 
made in the act, in the following terms : 

"Nothing in this act shall be -"^o construed as 
to prevent any person, partnership, company or 
corporation from engaging, under contract or 
agreement, skilled workmen in foreign coun- 
tries to perform labor in Canada in or ujion any 
new industry not at present established in Can- 
ada ; provided that skilled labor fo.' that purpose 
cannot be otherwise obtained." 

It is contended, for the accused, that the 
engagement of Jessec to come into Canada and 
to work here wa.s not an offence, l.)ecause the 
two facts necessary to bring tiie Jessec case 
within the exception existed, namely, first, that 
he was engaged to Work in a new industry in 
Canada, and, second that skilled labor "for that 
purpose" could not; be otherwise obtainedi 

J TKe'fa<!!tB~p'i»(!rred'"'in evidc^c'^' ■rtiake' it iJl'dar 
that, in so far as concerns flic' equipment and 

'setting ill operation of an establishment for the 
manufacture of steel ears, the cnter[)risc cA the 
Dominion Car i^' Foiuulry company was a new 
one of a kind not alread}- established in Can- 
ada. In other respects, however, this case has 
developed widely different pretensions concern- 



ing the legal Eur|/ort and effect of this except- 
ing clause of the act. - . 

The prosecutor contends that the purport of 
the excepting clause is to permit the engage- 
ment abroad of those skilled workmen only 
whose work is new and. not practiced in Canada, 
and that the defendant cannot exculpate himself 
without proving that "the skilled labor for that 
purpose" mentioned in the proviso means the 
skilled labo.r called into requisition by the new 
processes of the industry. 

While admitting that, in making steel ears, 
the men who cut out tiic jwrts or who design 
them might be such as could be engaged 
abroad, he denies that tiie rivettcrs are skilled 
workmen occuijied at a trade heretofore un- 
known in- Canada. In his written argument, 
put on record, the prosecutor's pretension is 
stated thus: 

"Now, our position with regard to this point 
is that the wording of section (b) 'skilled work- 
men in or upon any new industry not at i)rcsent 
established in Canada' sinqjly means skilled 
workmen whose occupation is such as has here- 
tuiore not existed in Canada." 

The prosecutor accordingly submitted evi- 
dence, in considerable volume, to demonstrate 
that there is nothing new about the rivetting 
of bolls with a pneumatic hammer, and that, 
though it may he true that the making of steel 
cars is a new thing in Canada, rivetting had 
been done with the piicumatic hanm'ier for 
some \ears previously in bridge construction, 
boiler making and other steel construction 
work, and he concludes that the defendant, hav- 
ing brought Jessec into Canada to work merely 
as a hammerman rivettcr, has violated the act. 

This view is disputed by counsel for the de- 
fendant, who argue that a new industry means 
an establishment or business which produces 
a new connnodity or service, and that, in setting 
up such an industry, an\- sort of skilletl labor- 
ers may be engaged abroad, whether their avo- 
cation relates to the new process or not. 

Though the statute contains no interpreta- 
tive clauses, I consider that its language is such 
as to enable nic to arrive at a correct conclu- 
sion as to its meaning in relation to the present 
controversy, but it will be well first to state 
summarily the facts proved in the case. 

The l)ominiou Car & F'oundry conipaiiy had 
e(|uipped a shop for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing steel box cars. Manufacturing operations 
had commenced. In the spring of 1907, wiicn 
outdoor- work hocaiVic' {^^leral, an urgent de- 
•^mand "for "n<'ettcrs ar(\.s(i, ' They were' in de- 
mand for work on the Qiiebec bridge, on a rail- 
way bridge near Ste. Annes, on work in On- 
tario, as well as in many places in and near 
Montreal wheie .steed construction work was 
proceeding. The Dominion Car & l-'oundrv 
company did not have the recpiisite number of 
laborers, and fell into arrears of deliveries of 



cars under its contract with. one of the railway 
companies. The rate of wages rose as the- scar- 
city of laborers increased, and, as a conse- 
quence, men became imsett'ed and went from 
one undertaking to another. A foreman in the 
car company shop left its service, and as his 
successor was not to the men's liking, somc-of 
the men left also. The car company was un- 
willing to have the increase in wages go beyond 
a certain amount and others of its men went 
a-way to get higher pay elsewhere, 'i'he com- 
pany advertisetl for ri\'ctters, and had canvas- 
sers search for men. and it sent this defendant 
to Detroit for the [)urpose. The present ])rose- 
cution resulted. 

It is contended, for the prosecutor, that 
rivetters, operating with the pneumatic "ham- 
mer, are not skilled workmen at all. The weight 
of evidence, however, is against this conclusion. 
( )ne witness from Detroit, named Clymo 
(Clement?), it is true, has testitied that illiterate 
I'Tu-opean day laborers, a]i])lying for work at 
the shejps of the American Car r""oundr\- Works, 
have ijeen set fortlnvitli at this kind of w(.)rk, 
but this testimony is not only vers- imisrobabie 
in itself, but is not supported by that of the 
other witnesses on either side. The mere fact 
that these operators are classed by themselves 
and are not regarded as day laliorcrs is against 
the pretension. 1 consider that lessee was en- 
gaged to do the work of a skilled workman. 

The case, therefore, resolves itself into de- 
termining whetlier the eonlention of the prose- 
cutor that the statute permits the hiring abroad, 
to work on a ncwJndustry, only to those skilled 
workmen who do some new kind of skilled work 
and not of all kinds of skilled workmen, is well 
founded or not. 

.'Ks a matter of well recognized principle, an- 
enactment ]^urporting to restrict common free- 
dom of action antl of conti'act, is to he so con- 
strued as not to make tlie rcstrictio"i> extend be- 
yond what the language of the enactment clear- 
ly justifies. The act prohibits the assisting the 
innnigration from those foreign countries to 
which it applies, of alien laborers, under con- 
tract to perform work or service of any kind in 
Canada, but it also declares that no person is 
prevented from engaging skilled wo'rkmen, in 
foreign countries, to labor in or upon any new 
industry not at present established in Canada, 
"proviclcd that skilled labor for that purpose 
cannot be otherwise obtained." 

It is easy to see what the intent of this ex- 
cepting clause is. 

"The framcrs of this clause clearly must have 
had in mind the fact that the settinp- in opera- 
tion of a new industry would disturb local labor 
conditions and create a demand for workmen 
which could perhaps not be supplied. Skilled 
workmen are presumably at work and dg not 
congregate in a locality in advance and await 
the setting up of the works. 



While it may be true, as the prosecutor con- 
tends, that the object of the act, as a whole, is 
to secure a fair wage to the workman and pre- 
vent the UK^rket from being flooded with 
"cheap'' labor, it is also clear that the object of , 
this excepting clause is to favor the new indusqV 
try and to guard it against having to stand'in 
idleness because of lack qf skilled workmen to 
supply the new demand. ■ 

This being so, the effect of the clause is to 

permit the engagement abroad, not merely of 
those skilled workmen whose work is confined 
to the new processes, but of any kind of skilled 
workmen, who may be needed, provided they 
calmol be engaged in Canada. It sanctions the 
engagement abroad of skilled workmen to be 
employed as the act itself states, "in or upon'' 
any new industry, and though it is insisted by 
the prosecutor the words 'fqr that purpose" 
mean the purpose of work in the new processes," 
I consider that these words are too indefinite to 
have such a meaning attached to them, but must 
he held to relate to the preceding ]>]u-ase, "in 
or upon any new industry." To adopt- the con- 
struction argued for by the prosecution, would, 
therefore, he to read into the statute something 
which is not there, and, not only this, but it 
would also involve the assumption that every 
new industry necessarily calls for the exercise 
of a skilled avocation of a new kind, .whereas, as 
T think is generally conceded, the excellence of 
many new industries consists largely in the 
simplicity of the methods of operation by which 
their objects are accomplished. 

It follows that it was for the prosecutor — 
who takes the affirmative of the issue on this 
point, in his complai-'it— to prove not merely 
that there were hammer men — rivetters in Can- 
ada who could work witli the pneumatic ham- 
mer, but also that such rivettcrs could be ob- 
tained for the purpose of the car building works, 
otherwise than by inducing aliens to come to 
Canada, and obtained in such numbers as would 
enable the company to effectively operate the 
works. He has not made this proof. In the 
evidence, the names of only three rivetters arc 
given, who were not occupied at an unspecified 
date in May or June, though there arc general 
assertions by some. of the witnesses to this ef- 
fect that as many as twenty men might at one 
time have been engaged. The company, how 
ever, was not made aware either of the napies of 
the three men in question or of the whereabouts 
of the twenty. , , - 

It sdems to have , striven by canvassing' ind 
by advertisements to procure workmen here. It 
succeeded to the extent of securing all the rivet- 
ters except seven employed in this new works 
at a time of great scarcity of skilled laborers, 
and I do not find that the proof shows -that it 
could have done more. 

Appeal dismissed. ' 




ssion in the Lumber Trade of the 





Illi Bellingham, Wash., correspon- 
dent of the London Times writes as' 
follows: The close of 1907 found 
the lumber industry of the Pacific 
Northwest of the United States 
in a worse condition than 
this huge business had experienced siiice- 
it became of importance more than a 
dozen years ago. hi the Xorthwest the fi- 
nancial i)anic, combined with an arbitrary 
advance of freight rates on lumber of 25 per 
cent, by the railroads, cpuckly laid the indus- 
try low so far as railroad trade is concerned, 
and somewhat disturbed the cargo trade. Car 
jihortage when the market was brisk in the 
early part of the year also operated as a sev- 
ere cheek. The general situation is still so 
unsettled that no hnnbermen is willing to i)re- 
(lict the darkened future. In I'.ritish C(jlum- 
bia and California the financial stringency has 
had a deterrent effect. The hardest blow," 
liowever, has fallen upon the lumbermen of 
the States of Washington and Oregon, the 
two greatest lumber producers of the West. 
Fighting the Railroads 
Thcivarious lumber associations which h,-i\'c 
baiidcci together to ccunbat the advance in 
railroad rates are awaiting the decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on the 
(piestion. I'rom tlu- mnmen* the new rates 
Avere annoiuiced the lumbermen took up the 
cudgels of war and employed some of the 
highest legal talent of the country to aid them 
in their defence. Before the Commission, in 
Washington, D. C, in December, the manu- 
facturers presented their case .with a strcngtli 
that they believe is unanswerable by the rail- 
roads. At this hearing a bewildering mass 
of statistics and many abstruse arguments 
Avcre presented. ^V^.ile waiting for the deci>- 
ion of the Commission, agents of the railroads, 
directly and, it is alleged, indirectly, have 
offered opportunity for compromise. The 
lumbermen positively refuse compromise- of 
any kind ami announce their intention of 
fighting to the end. ()n each side millions of 
pounds ;ire at stake. The manufacturers de- 
clare that if tlie railroads win, ndllicjus of 
pounds additional freight charges will fall into 
the hands of the transportation companies and 
be carried from the West to the East — that 
is, provided that the Northwestern lumber 
industry i.s not ruined for years, as is claimed 
by soiue lumbermen. If tho-^rate of advance 
be alloived to stand it will give an enormous 
advantage to the yellow pine producers of the 
South, and, according to mill men, will crowd 



the markets for fir fmm the v^tatcs of the 
plains aiid the further East and restrict it to 
a narrow zone on the Pacific coast. Should 
such a condition be created, the foundation on 
which rests the wealth of 1,500,000 people 
would crumble, unless an unprecedented and 
improbable foreign demand came to offset it. 

The railroads claim that the manufactur- 
ers are able to bear the additional burden, 
and should the C(3mmission's decision favor 
the lumbermen it is not at all improbable 
that the carriers will appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United Stales. I'or the lumber- 
men to a[)peal to this source is open. In (Oc- 
tober, in ilie United States Circuit Coiut for 
Western AWasliingtoii (.)re.gon, the hnn- 

bermen gained a te-mporary xictor}' o\-er their 
(il)poneiits. On the last day of that month 
these Courts, in granting applications made 
by two lumber associations and one shingle 
mill bureau, issued an injunction prohibiting 
the collection of the advance, but allo^ving 
it to become effective i)en(lin,g a decision irom 
the Connuissinn, Only mills belonging to 
these organizations were included on the 
order. 'I'he injunctions were .granted on on- 
dition that ihe nu'll men furnish a (330,000 
bond as a guarantee of full i)aymenl of the 
advance in the event of a decision from the 
Conim.ission favoring the railroads, I'^r the 
protection of Washington bondsmen more 
than- .£_'50,ooo was sidisrribcd by mills, ran.g- 
ing from ,£1,000 to £2,000 each. The feel- 
ing of the lumbermen with respect to the fu- 
ture of their business, with a railroad rate of 
two shillings a hundred pounds to Mississippi 
and Mis.souri Valley points, is indicated in the 
following statement by President E. G. Griggs, 
of the Pacific Coast Lumber Manufacturers' 
.Association : "We are forced back five to ten 
years by the arbitiary acjj/ance in freight rates, 
and until our competitive woods, wdiite and. 
vellow pine and hemlock, are so fleiuided that 
th ey will absorb the contemplated advance, we 
will to that extent be driven back toward the 
coast with our in'oducts. Our markets are 
restricted, and certain high-grade products 
alone can be shipped." 

Condition of the Industry 
In tracing the growth and importance of the 
lumber industry of the Pacific North-west and 
endeavoring to show how much is at stake, 
the liianufacturcrs stated to the Commission 
that in Washington alone they have £20,000,- 
000 invested, exclusive of material on hand, 
logs, standing timber, or timber lands. More 
than 90,000 persons arc engaged-in the Indus-. 



try in Washington alone, and the pay roll an- 
nually exceeds £12,000,000. Two hundred 
thousand peoi)le are directly dependent upon 
the industry. The value of the annual output 
of lumber, exceeding 4,000,000,000 ' feet, is 
I)laced at £13,000,000 at the mills, and 
shilfigles firing .£,^,400,000. The total amount 
ni freight ])aid the railroads annuall}' is de- 
clared to be £5,000,000. In ijther words, the 
anmud \-alue (3f lumber in this State is twice 
that of its grain, more than five times that of 
its fisli, and eight times that of coal. 

Since early last autumn, according to lum- 
bermen's figures, 70 per cent, of the timber 
mills and ijraetieally all the shingle plants have 
been closed. The resunq)tion of operation this 
year by a few shingle mills has alarme<l some 
nianufaelurers, ;md it is asserted by one who 
lias just returned from the l-',ast that if the 
mills do not close the sale i)ricc will soon fall 
below the cost of production. .As an illus- 
tration of the evil effects- of the 25 per cent, 
advance in railroad rales, it is pointed out 
that only 14 cars of lumber products entered 
Denver over the Ilarriman lines in Decendier, 
whereas the normal shipments would be 4f) 
ears daily. Similar tales are t(dd (d' other mar- 
ket centres, and it is a\erre(l by one of the 
chief manufacturers of the .\'(U-thwest that the 
freight charges alone to Iowa are greater than 
the selling price of yellow pine of the South. 
Im|uiry by retailers shows that the rural dis- 
tricts of the best markets are we'll supplied 
wdth money, and the hope is entertained that 
the farmers and the pi-osperous towns near 
them will place large orders this year. I'.ven 
if such business results, the lumliermen of the 
F'ar \\ est say that they cannot sell with profit 
if forced to pa\- a higher freight rate. 

Production of Timber 
In spite of the set-back received by the 
timber industry, the production of the Pacific 
Coast for 1907 reaches at least 7,000,000,000 
feet of lumber, and about as many billion 
shingles. This total is for California, Oregon, 
Washington and British Columbia. The cargo 
tr.tde of Washington, Oregon, antl British 
Columbia totalled approximately 1,500,000,- 
000 feet, a decrease of nearly 60,000,000 feet. 
The reduction indicates a return to the normal 
conditions of 1905, before the San F'rancisco 
earthquake and fire, which created an un- 
paralleled demand for lumber in 1906 and for 
some time in 1907. The, increase of cargo 
business over 1905 is 425,000,000 feet, and this 
is due partly to the entrance of rail trade men 
into deep-sea shipments, which began when 
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the car shortage became acute, and was fur- 
ther bolstered by the ad\anced rate. .A few 
of these invaders of coastline business have 
succeeded fairlj' well, while others have with- 
drawn. The outlook for 1908 trade is fair. 

The total Pacific Coast cut for 1907 is 
about one-fifth of that of the entire United 
States for the year. The greatest output of 
anv one locality was that of Portland, which, 
tho-iigh showing a decrease of 100,000.000 feet 
from its iQOf) cut, |)rodueed 540.000,000 feet. 
In the cargo trade Washington suffered a loss 
of only 7,500,000 feet. Its domestic demand 
declined 50,000,000 feet, but the foreign orders 
rose 41,500,000 feet. Oregon's domestic loss 
was 25^00,000 feet, and that on foreign 
orders 12,000.000 feel. The tot;il rlecrease of 
cargo business in I.irilish Columbia was 12,- 
000,000 feel. There were shipped to San 
l''rancisco 750,000,000 feel, of which ])raetically 
(ioo,oon,ooo feet were supplied by \\'ashington 
and Oregfiu. To San Pedro, the port of Los 
Angeles, 310,000,000 f6et were shijiped, or 
45,000,000 feet less than in 1906, twice the 
loss sustained by San F'rancisco. California 
exported a lar^e (]uantity of redwood to .Aus- 
tralia, Mexico, and Central America and 
.'-^outh .America. The foreign trade for the 
year was generally satisfactory. The off- 
shore consignments were a trifle more than 
425,000,000 feet from Washington, Oregon, 
and British Columbia; California's share 
necessarily was in no way comparable with 
that of Washington and Oregon, as it con- 
sumes a great deal of its own woods itself. 

The principal exports for the year were as 
follows: Australia, 115,000.000 feet; South 
America, 137,000,000 ft., of which the main 
distributions were to Chile 100,000,000 ft., to 
I'eru the lial.'ince; China and Jajjim, 98,000,- 
000 ft.; Mexico and Central America, 39,000,- 
000 ft.; United Kingdom and Europe, i2i,- 
000,000 ft. ; -Africa, 5,000,000 ft. To the insular 
possessions and Alaska the exports were: 
Hawaiian Islands, 24,500.000 ft. ; Philippine 
Archipelago, 10,000,000 ft ; .Alaska, 22,000,000 
ft, ; Australia increased its |)urchasers by 5,000,- 
000 ft.; Chile's increase was iS.ocjd.ooo ft.: 
and Mexico did as well, I'eru following with 
an advance of 10,000,000 ft. The F,uro])ean 
and Chinese demands each declined about 
8,000,000 ft. Of the 21,000,000 ft. sold in the 
United.. Kingdom and Europe, England . took , 
io,ooo,o<)b ft. The growth of Alaska in thi;. 
last year was illustrated in an increased im- 
l^ort of 7,000,000 ft._ A drop is shown in the • 
figures for the Philippines and Ma-UMii, 



'I'hc brightest general outlook for 190S ap- 
pears to be in British Columbia. According 
to Vancouver ad\'ices the industry is pro- 
gressing, new mills ha\ e been built in the last 
year and others, some of magnitude, are pro- 
jected. Many new sawmill corporations are 
announced. Seventeen of these have capital 
ranging from £40,000 to .£200,000. About 
fifteen mills are now under construction. The 
rapid development of Western Canada, it is 
believed, assures C(jntinued enlargement of the 
market for British Columbia lumber and 
shingles. For the last two years Americans 
have been investing heavily in timber lands 
of the province, and pal-ticularly so in 1907. 
Ilotli men of wealth" and those of moderate 
means Iia\-e become interested in the timber 
resources of llrilish Colniidiia, and |)rofessional 
men, clerks, and laborers of the United States 
lia\e readily eontribuied cash for cruising, 
and look f(.rward to tlie day, when, for the 
expenditure of a few hundred pounds, they 
siiall realize thousands, .\nd Ihey undoubt- 
edly wdll, but the time of harvest must depend 
upon the future demand for lumber.

ODD DOINGS OF EARTHWORMS. 

F',\er since Darwin -verote his remarkable 
h(ji)k' on earthworms the general public has 
taken an interest in these lowly creatures. 
Everybody has observed thousands of tlicni 
on the cement walks during and after a rdin ; 
but the true cause of these remarkable wan- 
derings is not often written about. T*hc fact 
is that earthworms can move about only 
when the ground ;in(i the grass is wet. The 
truth of litis is easil\' shown by jjlacing an 
earthworm on some dry sand, v/hen the dry 
grains will stick to its slimy skin and make 
it helpless. 

All living creatures arc endowed with the ■ 
instinct to move and spread over the earth. 
Human beings, higher animals, and birds 
prefer to move about in diy weather. To the 

earthworm and other lowly creatures, like 
frogs, salamaiulei-s slugs, and land snails, 
rainy fl.iys are the only fair clays for travel- 
ling. AN'heii the sun comes out and dries the 
roails and the meadows the3' withdraw into 
their hiding places. As earthwarms cannot 
see clearly, tliey crawl about in an aimless 
sort of way.;If they happen to.get oh a board, 
or cement walk, when the sky clears up they 
soon die and shrivel up. 

iWhen a dry sea^son or winter approaches, 
the carthworni,s burrow deeper into the grotnu|. 
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'he Riglit Hon. Spencer Comptoii 
Cavendish, eighth Ditke of Dev- 
onshire — whoisC death at Cannes 
has been recently announced — 
was the sou of William, bet- 
ter known as Earl of Burlington, 
who succeeded to tlie dukedom 
in 1858. Mis eldest son —the 
Marquis of Ilartington of the 
House of Commons — was born on July 23, 
1833, and was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 1852. At 
the general election of 1857 ho was returned in 
the l^ibcral interest for North i.ancashirc, and 
at once assumed a prominent place in I'arlia- 
nicnt, where he soon came to be regarded as 
the leader and representative of that political 
remnant who still called themselves \\'Iiii;s. 
He was a man after Lord Palmerston's own 
heart. The}' were both sportsmen, fond of the 
turf, fond of the gun, fond of the saddle. It was 
Lord Palmcrston who advised that the .Mar- 
(|uis of Ilartington, then 26 years old, should 
])ropose the \'Oto of want of conlidence in Lortl 
Derby's government in 1S59. The Opposition 
Avere victorious by a majority of 13, and in the 
Liberal government that followed Lord Hart- 
ingtqn was, first of all, a l,or(l of the Admiralty 
and afterwards Secretary of State for War. 
He was a Whig pur sang, belonging to one of 
the great i<.c\-olution families, and liad an 
hereditary claini to office. Mis ancestor, the 
I'^'irl of Devonshire, created a duke in 1(394. 
was one of the iirincipal leaders of the Revolu- 
tionary party. He Ipd the opposition to James 
H. in the House of Lords; he signed the invi- 
tation to William ; he hcadefl the rising in 
Derbyshire in the Prince's favor; he was one 
nf the coimeil of nine appointed b)' W'illiani tor 
the guidance of Queen Mary when he left for 
.Ireland in 1690: and he and the Duke of Or- 
monde were the only two English peers who 
stood by William's deathbed. 

The fourth Duke of-Devo.«i.hirc was First 
Lord of the Treasury and Lord-Lieutenant of 
Ireland under George II., and Lord Chamber- 
lain under George III., and seems to have 
possessed many of the qualities wliich were 
universally recognized in the eighth JDukc. 
Co-operation With Mr. Gladstone 
.•\t the general election of iSGS I.,ord Hart- 
ington lost- his seat for North Lancashire, his 
chief,, at ihe same time, being defeated in the 
Southern Division. But. in spile of these rc- 
Tje.rsesj- a great Liberal majority -was returned. 
Mr: Gladstone became prime minister, and 
Lord Hartington, whp'secured a seat for the 
Radnor Boroughs, was postmaster-general. 
From December, 1S7.1, 10 ]\Iarch, 1874. he was 
chief secretary for Ireland. While he occupied 
this difficult and responsible position it fell to 
his lot to move "■for a select committee (Febru- 
■;ary 27, 1871) to inquire into the state of West 
Meath and certain parts adjoining Meath and 
King's county, the nature, extent, and eftoct 
of a certain unlawful combination and con- 
federacy existing therein, and the best means 
of suppressing the same." The occasion was 
memorable for many reasons, among others 
lor the brilliant speech- which it drew from 
Mr. Disraeli. After the heroic Irish measures 
of Mr. Gladstone which had been passed in the 
two previous years it liad come to this, that the 
Lord Liemenant could not even govern a pro- 
vince : — 

"The right I101.1. gentleman persnaded the 
pcojjlc ni Knglaiul that with regard to Irish 
])olilies he was in possessiun of the philo- 
sopher's stone. Well, sir, he has been returned 
to this Mouse with an immense majority, 
with the object of securing the tranquility 
and crmteut (if Ireland. Mas anything been 
grudged him? Time, labor, devotion — what- 
ever has been demanded has been accorded, 
wdialexcr has been proposeil has been carried 
I'nder his influence, and at bis instance, we 
lia\'e legali/ed con fiscal ii m. consecrated sac- 
rilege, condoned high treason ; we have <le- 
.stroyed churches, we have shaken property.' 
to its foundation, and we have emptied gaols; 
and now he cannot go\ern a comity wilhoui 
coming to a parliamentary committee! 'Hie 
right honoi"ablc gentlem.an. after all his he 
roic e.\]iloj|,^, ,-111(1 at th(.- he.'id of bis gre;il ma- 
jority, is making the government I'idicnii uis." 

The whole s])ceeh, though addressed direct- 
ly at Ivorrl Ilartington, wa'*, of course, spoken 
at Mr. Gladstone; and his chief secretary could 
a.fford to take it, very coolly even when ad- 
monished by the leader of the opposition as to 
what he ought to have said instead of what 
he did say :■ — 

"The noble lord sliould |)ltick up his cour- 
af^c. If he is to sticceed in the singidar pro|)o- 
sition he has made tonight, he should have 
come forward, not as a daunted, but rather 
as a triumphant minister. Me should have 
said, "It is true that murder is perpetrated 
Avith inipimity ; it is true that life is not secure, 
and that |)ropcrty has no enjoyment and 
.scarcely an)-- use; but this is nothing when in 
the enj(:)ymcnt of abstract political justice— 
aiul by the labors of two years we have achiev- 
ed that for Ireland. Massacres, incendiarism, 
and assassination are things scarcely to be 
noticed by a minister, and are rather to he re- 
ferred to the inquiry of a committee." 

A Trying Position 

All that sort of thing would roll off f.nrd 
Ilartington like water from a duck's back, and 
he had l)y tliis time made so good a position 
for himself in the Mouse of Connnons that 
when Mr. Gladstone withdrew from the Lib- 
eral leadership st)Oii after the formation of the 
Tory government in 1874 Lord ilartington 
•was chosen to lead the Opposition in the Mouse 
of Cpmmons. His qualifications were tersely, 
summed up by Joiih Bj-ight' ' as' "health aild. , 



hard-headedness." During the difficult 3'cars 
that followed he enhanced his reputation by 
the attitude wdiieh he nuiintaiupd in a trying 
and anomalous position. For he was always 
liable to sudden inroads from Mr. Gladstone, 
who would rush up from Hawarden, and, push- 
ing his lieutenant on one side with scant ccre- 
;v.ony, deliver some flaming speech which for 
the time being tiirew Lord Martington quite 
into the shade. This was what happened in 
the ease oi "the lluigarian atrocities." In the 
words of one of his biographers, .Air. Gladstone 
"made the most impassioned speeches. He 
]ndjlished i)amphlets which rushed into in- 
credible circulation; he penned letter after let- 
ter to the newspapers ; he darkened the sky 
with controversial postcards, and when parlia- 
ment met he was ready with all his unequalled 
resources of eknpicnce, argumentation, and in- 
conx'cnient inquiry to dri\'e liome his great in- 
diclment against the Turkish goverimienl and 
its champion, who had now become Lord 
Beaconsfield." Lord Ilartington, whose 
"homely mind," we are told, "moved more 
slowl)'," was nowhere, and he had to find that 
lie had been acting the "homely" part 'of the 
warming pan. But Mi|)poclitles did not care. 
Though, 110 doubt. Lord Jlartington agreed 
with .Mr. Gladstone in the main, and was able 
conscientiously to su[)port an anti-Turkish 
policy in parliament, he had no wish to figure 
as its s[)ecial champion. 

Indian Policy 
With regard to the Indian policy of the 
government. Lord Hartington was more at hrs 
ease. Though never knowing when he would 
be tripped up by his chief, he continued to i)er- 
form his duty with calm self-possession. He 
was too protid a man to be a vain one, or to be- 
tray any sign of mortification e\x'n if he really 
felt any. The Afghan war and the assumption 
by the Queen of the title of Empress of Jiidia 
furnished Lord Hartington with plenty of op- 
portunities of showing his loyalty to his party, 
and of exerting in their lichalf the eloquence of 
common sense wdiich he possessed in a large 
measure, and which is oiicn more effective in 
ilu- long |-im than the eloquence of passicjii. As 
leader of opposition, he moved an ;unendmcnt 
in committee to the Jvoyal Titles bill, to the ef- 
fect that it was "inexpedient to impair the an- 
cient and royal dignity of the crown by the 
assumption of the style and title of ICmpcror." 
The speech he tlelis ered on this occasion was 
not altogether worthy of him. lint he had a 
weak case, and was oljliged to fall back upon 
arguments of a, ccn-responding character. But 
in the tlebate wdiich followed on a liostile reso- 
lution introduced by Sir Henry (now Lord) 
James, Sir R. Peel paid a high compliment to 
the tact and discretion which had characterized 
the speeches of Lord Hartington. On this oc- 
casion. hoAvever, he proved singularly ungrate- 
ful, for in winding up the debate he as good as 
told his admirer liial he wanted none of his 
eulogies, and that he was (piite mistaken in 
stipposing that he differed from any of his col- 
leagues on the subject of the resolutiou, the 
gist of which was that in the "Proclamation" 
the use of the title of Empress was insufficient- 
ly limited. 

In the following year the irrepressible Fas- 
tern question turned up again, together with 
"Bulgarian atrocities." a dainty dish in which 
the Opiiosition revelled. hde\(d\ed on Ford 
Ilartington. ol course, to critici/.e the Tnrk'isli 
policy of the government. But he always had 
the disadvantage of following Mr, Gladstone, 
who had usually exhausted the subject before 
his leader rose to speak." It was a peculiarly 
difficult situation for the latter. But he bore it 
with apparent serenity, and, as we read over 
his s|K'cclies at this distance of time, it is dif- 
ficult to -np|ires-^ a suspicion that heart was 
not ill them. 

With 1X78 came further troubles. The 
-ummoii.s of Indian ti-o^jps to .Malta w.is the 
great event of the year. .\nd on this question 
Ivord Ilartington, pricked, we suppose, by his 
hcrcflitary Whiggism, spoke with more anima- 
tion than n--u;d. It the 'jueen coidd bring In- 
dian iro'ip-- tii why ccMild -^lie not bring 
tliem to I'.ugland, and why -liould not some 
iiitute SM\ (■i-i,'iL;n em])!, ly, tluMU to oN'erthrow 
iiur liberties? Thi,-^ was the talk (if the man in 
the street. Ihit Lord Hartington'^ argument 
was this. If the Crown may use 1-ndian troops 
for colonial garrisons, the ICngli.^h forces now 
employed for those purposes would be avail- 
able at home, and thus a very large standing 
army might be mustered within the United 
Kingdom, lie made on this occasion, .Ma)' 20, 
1X78, a wry good spt-eeli, lie was wrong, be- 
cause it was clearl}' shc)wn from a clause in the 
GovernnienL of India Act that on any sttddcn 
emergency Indian troops might be so used 
without the consent of parli.-unciit. But he ac- 
quitted himself very well, and the Flouse was 
probably rather glad to be freed from Mr. Glad- 
stone's liysterics. In 187(1 the Ti-e;itv cjf Berlin, 
tlu: Zulu Avar, and the .Army Discipline and 
Regulation liill were the chief subjects on 
which the lea.der of the Opposition had to ex- 
ercise his constitutional funelions. On the 
question of flogging, he sui)])orted Mr. Bright, 
who moved that the maximnm numlier of 
lashes should he _'5, an aniendment which Col- 
onel Stanley accepted. In the following sjiring 
parliament was dissoK'cd, .'uid a ])owerfid lib- 
eral majority w;is relniMied to the Mouse of 
Commoii-i. l.ord I l;irting"ton retaining his seat 
for Nortli Lancasiiire. l.ord Beaconsfield re- 
signed without meeting jiarliamcnt. 

Mr. Gladstone's Return • 

The .opposition to Lord I'.eaconsfield's gov- 
ci nipent having beeii jjractically. C(indticte(] by 
Lprd Granville and Lord.Har.tinglon,..^t; y/as.to 
these stJ^teshicn.that the Quecn-E^ppjied herself 



in the first instance when the mini.stry resigned 
office. What followed has been variously de- 
scribed. lUit it was said at the time that both 
Pier Majtsty and her two advisers conctuTcd in 
the propriety of communicating with Mr. Glad- 
stone before anything^ was done, it being taken 
for granted that he had permanently retired 
from official life. This was a compliment which 
was thought due to his years, to his fame, and 
to his past, but that was all — so ran the ru- 
mor. It is rather surprising- that those who 
knew Gladstone so well shoidd have thought 
it at all likely that he would' take the communi- 
cation in that .sense. If (hey really did believe 
it they were soon undeceived. Mr. Gladstone, 
on being admitted to the Queen's presence, de- 
clared his readiness to form a ne\v government 
almost before he was asked, and insisted on 
kissing hands at once. We give the story for 
what it is worth; but supposing it to be true, it- 
is highly to the credit of the late Duke of Dev- 
onshire that he calmly, perhaps somewhat 
haughtily, acquiesced in Air. Gladstone's rush- 
ing the treasury in this manner, and continued 
to serve under him, lirst as Indian secretary 
and afterwards a.s secretary of war, as faith- 
fully as ever. 

It was not without misgivings that some im- 
portant members of the Liberal party viewed 
the formation of Mr. Gladstone's second admin- 
istration. Lord Ilartington was already begin- 
ning to question the ])olicy of concession in the 
case of Ireland. He called the extension of the 
franchise in Ireland 'inadness." What he 
tlioght of our Egyptian policy, the bombard- 
ment of Cairo, the desertion of Gordon, and 
the surrender of the Transvaal is not, perhaps, 
fully set out in his speeches. The withdrawal 
of troops from Afghanistan, the retirement 
from Kabul, and the e\'acuation were the steps 
uliich, as secretary for India, he was called on 
to justify. But the Compensation for Disturb- 
ance bill in Jreland and — though last, not least 
- — the Mares and Rabbits bill also lent an addi- 
tional interest to the session. One watches 
Lord Flartinglon's atitude with peculiar inter- 
est. Speaking at Eurnley \vhilc the general 
election was in progress, he declared that— 

"TIic Liberal party had always felt that 
looking to the great and deep misgovernment 
under which Ireland suffered for so. many cen- 
turies. Irish agitation and discontent ought to 
be treated with great patience and forbearance, 
and that, before we resorted to measures for 
tlie repi-ession of lri|h iigitation, or while we.'^ 
resorted to those mea'sm-es, we ought to do the? 
utmost to see whether' the causes which had 
produced' that. state of, things still remained, or 
were capable of being removed." 

The Irish Riign of Terror 

This foreshadowed his support of the Com- 
pensation for Disturbance bill, which was in- 
troduced in the summer, and also his proposals 
for an Irish Local Government hill, which, after 
many years, he had the satisfaction of carrying. 
But to Flomc Ride he was inflexibly opposed. 
His ar.guments in favor of the Conq)ensation 
for Disturbance bill were met by saying that if 
exceptional circumstances made it neces.-.arv 
at the moment, it woidd be very difficult to re- 
peal it when they had disaippeared. Moreover, 
it was a dangerous concession to agitation, 
which was the worst kind of indulgence tliat 
could be shown to Irelanrl. As secretarv for 
India he had to bear the brunt of the attack 011 
the evacuation of Kandahar, so elof|uently de- 
nounced by i^ord J jciconsfudd in the last spcecli 
which he ever made in parliament. In 1882 the 
.government went through a \'erv disastrous 
time. They passed their new rules of proce- 
dure, to which Lord Hartington lent valuable 
assistance. This was the year nf "the reign of 
terror" in Ireland, and Lord Hartington was 
pretty severely "heckled" about the instructions 
.given l(j the m.agisi rates and ]ir)lice. On May 
J he defended himself rather itidi.gnantly, de- 
claring that the go\ernnient h.'id in 110 respect 
failed in their duty : ,-iiid a weel< alterwards e;nne 
the news that his bi-oiher. Lord l'"i(;deiick Cav- 
endish, and .Mr, Jlurke bad been .■is^-issinaled 
in Phoeni.K I 'ark. I^onl b rederick had only 
just succeeded Mr. horsier as chief secretary 
for Ireland, who had insisted upon iesigning 
office in crinse(|uenee (^f the release ()f Air. Par- 
nell and other sus[)ects imder the "treaty of 
Kilinainhaiii." Lord Harting((m took no part 
in the discussion to which the daring crime of 
the invincihles ga\e rise in [parliament, or in 
the debates on the Crimes bill, which w;is intro- 
duced soon afterwards. Me was beginning, per- 
haps, to doubt the good effects of the legisla- 
tion which he had hitherto su])ported. 

Death of Gordon 

But we must now for a moment jiass to an 
event which caused almost greater horror 
throughout the country than the murder of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish. We mean the death 
of General (iordon and the circumstances which 
led to it. During the whole session of 1SS4 
ni'.jtion tjf censure had followed mo'i(.m of cen- 
sure on the I.^gyptian policy, and Lord Ilart- 
ington bore the pelting of the pitiless storm as 
best he could. But h.e was sorely put to it in 
the following year when he had to defend the 
government against the charge of abandoning 
of General Gordon. A vote of censure was 
moved by Sir Stafford Northcote on I'-ebruary 
23, and was at once answered by Mr. Cdaflstone. 
Lord Martington wound U[) the debate for the 
government in a long and able argument; but 
it, was impossible to clear his clients, and llic 
majority of only 14 was a moral defeat. Lord 
liarlington's speech was chai-aciei-ized bv Lord 
John -Manners as being "frank-, nianlv, and 
ope«,," But, the- most skilful advocate 'in the 
world, coiild not have ex])laincd away the direct 



connection between the evacuation of the Su- 
dan and the fall of Khartoum. Lord Harting- 
ton did his best, and no man can do more. It 
has been said that in the stormy dissensions 
with which the cabinet was torn, almost from 
the day of its formation, all the peers were on 
one side with Lord Hartington, and all the 
commoners on the other. This is not strictly 
correct, but, roughly, it represents the truth; 

It is at least certain that by- this time Lord 
Flartington felt some compunctions about the 
])ast policy of his chief. The feud between the 
\Vhi,gs and 1-ladicals was ragin.g withottt con- 
cealment, and on several occasions r...ord Hart- 
ington and Mr. Chamberlain crossed swords in 
public. Nevertheless, the Whig statesman 
worked manfully for "the Liberal party during 
the general election of 1885, and appealed to 
the newly enfranchised rural voters on behalf of 
the Liberals. But a catastrophe was now at 
hand which was to put to a decisive test the 
conlidence of the Liberal party and i,he country 
at large in Mr. Gladstone's statesmanship. The 
world was not long left in doubt. When the 
new maniijulation of the electorate failed to 
give . Mr. Gladstone a majority of the whole 
House, the Irish vote was to be secured at any 
]iricc, and that price was the break-up of a 
.great party, a ruin even more complete than 
the crash of 1846 brought on in a worse cause 
and entailing worse consequences on its .7U- 
Ihors than even the aposta.sy of Peel. The 
bargain made with the Home Rulers began to 
leak out in December, and the first definite an- 
nouncement was made in London by The Stan- 
dard. It was contradicted, of course, by Mr. 
Gladstone, but nobody believed the dementi. 
The scheme was forthwith repudiated by Lord 
Hartington. It was unnecessary, however, for 
the Liberal statesmen who were opposed to it 
to take any further action before the resigna- 
tion of Lord Salisbury's government, and Air. 
Gladstone's entry for, the third time on the task 
of forming an administration. Then it became 
necessary to speak out. Lord Flartington, the 
leader of the English Whigs, felt bound at once 
10 rc'.pnrp from Mr. Gladstone some definite as- 
surance on iiie subject of Ireland as a condition 
of cither joining or supporting the new cabinet. 
Air. floschcn made similar stipulations; and. 
Air. Gladstone being unable to satisfy them, 
both statesmen declined to be his colleagues. 
Air. Chamberlain and Mr. (afterwards Sir 
George) Trevelyan persuaded themselves for 
the moment that the forthcoming measure 
might not^be -50 bad as was expected. But all, 
the. Whig, jsection'iollovved the lead of •Lor4 
Flartjngtdh, .\yko, now 'fotindi';hiniself supported- 
by Lord Shelborne, Lord Norihbrook, Lord 
Carlingford, and Lord Derby, to whom shortly 
were joined Sir Henry (now Lord) James and 
Air. (now Lord) Courtney, and later on the 
otlier two statesmen whose suspicions, laid to 
sleep for the moment, had now been awakened 
in all their former force. Here, then, was the 
nucleus of the famous Liberal-Unionist party. 
The Home Rule Bill 
In the deliate on the Home Rule bill in 18S6 
Lord Martington was reluctant to speak — out 
of consideration, it was thought, for his former 
chief. But it was seen to be imperatiYcly ne- 
cessary that he, the leader of the secessionists, 
to whom they all looked up, should not appear 
to hang back; and accordingly on the intro- 
duction of the bill in April he addressed the 
Mouse with an earnestness and cogencv which, 
according to a member of the FIousc of Com- 
mons, and an eyewitness, "told weightily on 
the division list." The numbers were for sec- 
ond reading of the bill 313, against it 343. A 
majority of thirty against him on a cabinet 
measure of this importance left Mr. Gladstone 
no alternative but resigiiatioii or dissolution, 
and he eliosc the latter. ?riiere was much in 
Lord M,-irtington's speech which would have :i 
]h)'x<'vii\\ effect (ju ih.'it large body (jf Scotch 
a.nd Fn.^lisli representatives who, to whiche\-ei' 
p;n-t\- they beliuiged, thorou.glily belie\-ed in the 
le.gitiniate inlluencc of jiropert}-, ami were 
" I'rotestaift" to the backbone. Lord Ilarting- 
ton pointed to the difference between the Ire- 
land Of Grattan's parliament and the Ireland of 
our own day. "Grattan's parliament was a 
Protestant jiarliament, in which the landlords 
v,'ere sui)renie. At the same time there existed 
in Ireland a powerful Brotestant established 
chnrch, and there existed alscj a powerful land- 
ed aristocrac}', exercising comijlete control (jver 
their e.states. and with that control exercising 
a permanent political influence." All these 
tilings had been swept away. An Irish parlia- 
ment would now be a Roman Catholic parlia- 
ment. The Roman clergy wielded all the in- 
ihience formerly possessed by the established 
church, and the landed aristrocracy had no 
]K)wer or inllucnce whatever. These charges 
may h:ive been just. But tltc minority, who bad 
been rolibed of , their defensive rights and jiriv- 
ile,ges, must be protected. ?rhc demand for 
Home Rule, he said, was really "a demand for 
]iractical separation from this country; for na- 
tional independence ; for the power- to ;make 
their own laws and shape.their own institutiotis 
without any reference whatever to the opinions 
(hat may l,>e held in lingland in respect to the 
wisdom, ecpiity or justice of those laws." FIc 
concluded wiih a declaration tha.t England 
would expect her statesmen to sink all minor 
differences for the sake of averting, SO deplor- 
able a calamity. 

The Liberal Unionisit 
Till- country having jironouiiced emphatical- 
ly ag;unst IFime Ivule, and given Lord vSalis- 
bury a majority of ii8 over both Gladstonians 
and Parnellites put together, the ■Gpilsei;vat|ye 
leader was at ohcc called to 'the hel|Ti, and hei 



without a moment's delay,, proposed a junction 
with Lord Ilartington and his followcr.s — either 
to serve under the other, as the Whig statesman 
migb.t, choose. Lord Flartington, however, de- 
clined for the present any official union with 
the Conservative party, assuring them at the 
same time of his cordial support, which 'he' ber 
Heved would be more effective if he occtipicd'ari 
independent position than if he became a min- 
ister of the crown. That he had permanently, 
severed his connection with Mr. Gladstone was 
shown by the fact that he took no part in the 
famous "Round Table" conference intended to 
heal the schism in the Liberal ranks ; and his 
reasons fon preferring the leadership of an 
auxiliary force under its own officers and its 
own discipline to a fusion with those whom he 
had so lately confronted in arms seetns to have 
been dictated partly by the sound common 
sense for wdiich lie was remarkable, partly by a 
lingering reluctance, both natural and laudable, 
to take a step which W'Ould almost involve the 
disappearance of the Whig party from English 
politics. That he was influenced by this last 
consideration is clear from speeches which he 
made from time to time on the propriety of the 
decision at which he had arrived. On more 
than one occasion he was careful to point out 
that the old Whig party had still a distinct 
locus standi in the political sphere: a raison 
d'etre distinct from that of either Liberals or 
Conservatives. Its function, he said, was to act 
as a buffer between the two forces of conser- 
vatism and innovation, and to break the force of 
the collision towards which they, were continu- 
ally tending. But -his more immediately practi- 
cal reasons for declining the coalition were 
much the same as Lord Stanley's when he de- 
clined the offer of Sir Robert Peel in 1835, and 
promised an independent support instead. Lord 
Flartington said he had little doubt of being 
able to act harmoniously with the Tory lead- 
ers ; but he was not sure about the rank and 
file; and he thought it would be well to wait 
till the two parties knew each other better. It 
would be well to try the experiment of acting 
together first before any more binding connec- 
tion were formed between them. W^e caniiot 
here trace the negotiations which restdted in the 
junction of the Radical Unionists linder Mr. 
Chamberlain with the group of Liberals acting 
under Lord Flartington, or the arrangements 
tmder which they agreed to act together as a 
single party, in alliance with the Conservatives, 
but not amalgamated with them. Of this com- 
bination Lord,, Flartington. was the rccogiiized 
:chief. Nor- were 'his' r^atibns with Mr. Cham- 
berlain m'ar'red'by^.reitniniscencis of the platform- 
warfare which during the election of 1S85 had 
been hotly waged between the .Whig and 'the 
Radical statesmen. 

The six years of the new government, from 
1886-92, passed without serious friction be- 
tween the Liberal and the Conservative Union- 
ists, though some little misunderstandings arose 
as to the right of succession in the case of par- 
liamtntary vacancies at by-elections. The 
County Government act, introduced by. the 
Conservative ministry, met with Lord Harting- 
ton's cn'tire approval, and he only . regretted 
that it was not possible to extend it to Ireland. 
So far as Lord Flartington was personally con- 
cerned, the most striking incident of the part- 
nership occurred when the ministry was for a 
time shaken by Lord Randolph Churchill's re- 
signation. "The magnanimous offer on the part 
of Lord Salisbury, to which we have just re- 
ferred, in 1886, was repeated in .1887, but was 
again declined, and for the same reason as be- 
fore. For the third time, tiien. Lord Harting- 
ton had declined the first place in the state. The 
general election of 1.892, returning onl.v a re- 
duced Conservative majority for Great Britain, 
again gave the Home Rnlci-'s the mastery of 
tlie situation, though the (?tladstonians and' the 
.Nationalists put together could only count on 
a majorily of forty. ".Nut enough,''' exclaimed 
Mr. (iladstone, but "one was enongh" became 
the party watchword. Home Rule was at once 
brought in by Mr, Gladstone, and, jifter hard 
iiglitmg, carried through the House of Com- 
mons. 

There was no longer a Lord Flartington in 

the Mouse of Commons. 'Hie Duke, his father, 
died in i8<)i. Air. Smith, who up to that date 
had led tb.e Mouse of Commons, died in the 
same yea'-, and .Mr. Balfour w-as recalled from 
Ireland to take the vacant place. Thus the sec- 
ond combat wdth Flonie Rule began under 
wholly different conditions from those which 
prevailed during the first. Mr. Balfour was a 
host in himself, and the Duke of Devonshire's 
presence in the House of Lords was especially 
valuable at this moment. Being there, ITow-'- 
ever, he could lake no part in the opposition to 
the succession duties, with which Sir W. Fla.r- 
court avenged himself on the landed interest 
for their alleged attempt to "keep him down." 
But the Duke referred to them in .speeches de- 
livered outside, the House in - terms of indigna- 
tion. '- - 

The Coalition 
When the second Home Rule government 
was dethroned from its short-lived eminence, 
Mr, .Gladstone in the meantime having with- 
drav/n and been succeeded by Lord Roscbcry, 
the coalition, for which affairs were not ripe in 
1886; was smoothly arranged in 1895. The 
Duke of Devonshire became i)rcsideiit of the 
council. Lord James of Hereford took the 
colonies, and Lord .Sclborne was nuule his par- 
liamentary secretary. Ihit the Duke of Devon- 
shire was still in favor of keeping the two sec- 
tions in some measure distinct from each other, 
each with, its ovyn speciali,ip>rgja.nization. Their 
respective/ nvimbers ill tlie'lIdiSSc of Commons 
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were. Conservatives .338,; LiberaI-Uiiiou.ists_7p, . 
tlie Conservatives thus liavinsf a clear niajority' 
of the whole House. During Uu- wliolc lime 
tliat elapsed between the return of Lord Salis- 
bury to power in 1895 the outbreak of the 
South African war iu 1899 the education ques- 
tion continued to be the uppermost subject of 
^ interest in- political circles. The Duke of Dcv- 
' orishire from time to time made speeches on 
the subject, to whicli,.in fact, his public appear- 
ances were almost entirely confincrl. In 1897 
he took charge of two education bills in the 
. House of Lords— the Voluntary Schools bill 
fancl the Elementary Education Act Amendment 
. bill, SGinetiincs called the Necessitous Board 
Schools bill — which both became law thai, scs- 
.sio^j- Two years afterwards he initiated the re- 
construction of the education department by 
carrying through the Board of Education bill. 
In 1898 he introduced the London University 
bill, for making it a teaching as well as an ex- 
amining university. He spoke frequently on 
.secondary education, but it was not till the ab- 
sorbing interest of the South African war had 
subsided that it became possible for the gov- 
. ernment to carry the comprchensivi- srhenie on 
which they had long meditated. iMeantimc, in 
1899, hp had been in charge of the London Gov- 
ernment bill, a measure comi)letely after his 
own heart, as he was strongly opposed to the 
"Prog:ressive" policy of the Loudon county 
council, which he considered Socialistic. There 
were several other sulijects on which bis voice 
was occasionally hciird— on the (nicsiion of 
Crete, on Fashoda, and on the Indian frontier, 
when he said it was impossible- we could go 
back to the policy of Lord Lau/ence. 

The Schism of 1903 
In the year. 1900 parliament was dissolved 
on September 25, and the polling began six 
days afterwards. The Unionist majority was 
134. On March 29, 1901, the Duke of Devon- 
shire gave notice that the Education bill wuuU! 
be introduced inunediatclv after the Easier va- 
cation. It was found, liowfver, that it would i)o 
imijossible to carry it thri)iigh both Mouses 
whhin the limit of an ordinarv session. and the 
bill was withdrawn on the unclerstaiuliitg that 
it should be brought in again inmiediatelv after 
the meeting: of parliament in 1902. Lord Salis- 
bury, who no longer combined the laborious 
duties of foreign secretary with those of prime 
minister, was now preparing to retire from 
political life altogether, and after 45 years of 
hard work and matchless services rendered to 
this country, he was certainly entitled to his 
repose. Mr. Balfour became prime minister, 
and .. the Duke of Devonshire leader of the 
House of Lords, a position for which his birth, 



j character, and the moderation , of , his opinions 
eminently qtaa'lified •'"him.-" 'Mr; 'Balfour intro- 

<luced the Education bill in the House of Com- 
mons, but such was the persistent obstruction 
which it encountered that. it was found abso- 
lutely necessary to have recourse to an autumn 
session if the bill was not again to be w!th- 
tlrawn ; ;uul even so it was not read a third lime 
in the House of Lords till the, 12th of Decem- 
ber. Here the Duke resisted the amendments, 
proposed by leading churchmen to the Kenyon- 
Slaney clause, but, though his action in this' re- 
spect was sharply criticised, nobody doubted 
that he had been guided by his own honest con- 
viction. 

The Duke's official life, however, was almost 
at its close. On May 15, 1903, Mr. Chamber- 
laia enunciated his TarifT Reform policy. In 
the almost immediate split within the cabinet 
the Duke of Devonshire did not take part. Al- 
though it was known that his opinions were 
strongly in favor of maintaining the existing fis- 
cal .system, he was understood not to be op- 
posed in principle to retaliation against hostile 
laritts. Therefore he did not associate himself 
with the instantaneous protest of ,\lr. iiitchie 
and Lord GCorge Hamilton, whose retirement 
was announced on the same day as Mr. Cham- 
berlain's. Not until Mr. Balfour, in the lautumn, 
marked his further progress towards the Bir- 
mingham policy, by his well known speech at 
Sheffield, did the Duke of Devonshire consider 
it. necessary to ])art company with the bulk of 
the Unionist party. 

Free Trade and Protection 
■'It was unnecessary, in niy opinion" (wrote 
the Duke), "for the purpose oi' the statement to 
which 1 had assented, to assert t.liat the con- 
trovers}- of 1S4C), which you describe as the 
great law suit between h'ree Trade and I'rotec- 
lion, is of no interest whatever to us, except 
from a historical point of view. Nor can 1 
think that it was necessary to assert that you 
desired to 'reverse the fiscal tradition, to alter 
fundamentally the fiscal tradition which has 
I'l-evailed during the last two generations.' 1 
had hoijcd to have found in your speech a defm- 
ile slatenienl of adherence to the principles of 
Eree Trade as tlie ordinary basis of our fiscal 
ajid commercial .systetn, and an equally dchnile 
repudiation of the principle of I'rolection in 
the interest of our national industries. But in 
their absence I cannot help Miinking that such 
declarations as those which I have quoted can- 
not fail to have the effect of materially encour- 
aging the advocates of direct Protc;-li'on in the 
controversy which has been raised throughout 
the country, and of discouraging those who, 
like me — and I had hoped yourself — believe 
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that our. present system^of free imports, and es- 
pecially-'o^y-food -imports, is, - on the whole;' the 
most advantageous to the country, although we 
do nof 'cdntend-that the principles on which it 
rests possess arty such autjjiD.ritji; or . sanctity, as 
to forbid ahyideparture^ff^jm it-i^forfsilfficient 
reasons." . 

.Mr. Balfour, in his reply, did not conceal 
the annoyance which he felt at the Dukc'd 
change of attitude., .-. 

"What and where is this discrepancy" (he 
asked) "which has forced you iu so unexpected 
a fashion to revoke a considered policy? I do 
not believe it exists, and if any other man in 
the world but yourself had expended as much 
inquisitorial subtlety in detecting imaginary 
heresies, I should have surmised that he was 
more anxious to pick a quarrel than particular 
as to the sufficiency of its occasion. To you, 
fortunately, no such suspicion can attach." 

Although personal relations between the 
two statesmen were not emljittered, it was evi- 
dent that further political co-operation had be- 
..onie impossible. Gradually the rift widened, 
and, step by stej), the Duke, though never 
weakening on the question of Home Rule or 
the other leading articles in the Radical pro- 
gramme, drifted into a position of definite hos- 
tility towards the Unionist and Tariff Reform 
party. Eventually it became necessary to 
se\'er his connection with the L^iheral U'liioi'iisl 
organization of which he had been president. 

The time has not yet come to judge the 
motives by which the late Duke was influenc- 
ed, and the morrow of his death is certainly 
not the occasion which should he chosen by 
Conservatives and Unionists for passing an 
unfavorable verdict tq>oii one incident in an 
ui)rightj and dist inguihhcd public life. l!ul, 
amid all the \arious explanations gi\'eii of the 
D'like's vacillating action, first in retaining 
and afterwards iu resigning office, no one qyes- 
tioned his absolute good faith. 

To the last he never lost the regard and 
esteem of his countrj'mcn. A iicavy, silent 
man, not gifted with elocpiencc or remarkable 
for great intellectual attainments, he exercised 
wide influence iu virtue of his high principles 
ami transparent honesty of purpose. .Xo one 
could s.'iy that the Duke ever sought personal 
advancement or the gratification of ' his own 
ambitions. Twice, if not three times, as we 
have seen, he might have been prime minister, 
and he stood asitle, once for Mr. Gladstone and 
twice for Lord Salisbury, with complete abne- 
gation of self, serving willingly under either 
chief. His was a character which the British 
people love and trust with implicit confidence. 
Personal Details 
The list of the late Duke's dignities is a

I^., Uancashire, etc. He owhed about 186,000 
acres. Ilis chief residences, Devonshire House, 
Piccadilly, and Chatsworth, arc famous for 
their pictures and art collections. Among the 
paintings at Chatsworth are works by Titian, 
Leouardu da Yinci, Michael .'\ngelo, Raffaclle, 
Albert l)ui-er, Holbein, Rubens, Rembrandt, 
tiiid Vandyck- ; while at Devonshire House arc 
fine jjoriraits by Tintoretto, Jordaens, Lely, 
KncUer, and Reynolds.

Association With the Turf 

The I)ukc, it is generall}' known, had a 
long and noteworthy association wdth the turf 
as owner and member and .steward of the 
Jockoy CUib. Mis deep interest in racing did 
nuieli to Uphold the character of ihc sport, it 
was not Until 1870, as Marcpiess of llarlingion, 
that he became identified with the turf as an 
owner of racehorses, and, though his successes 
did not include more than one classic event, lie 
wa.s froni time to time credited with most of 
the big" races and handicajJs. His familiar col- 
ors, "all straw," were not registered until three 
years after his ads'ent as an owner, prior to 
wliich tinie, when he raced as "]\Ir. J. C. Stu- 
art," his colors were a brown jacket and orange 
cap, Na victory was achieved for him during 
his first year, but in the succeeding one. Taber- 
nacle, by Newmit/ster— Mrs, Wood, won the 
Handicap Sweefpstakes at the Newmarket Sec- 
ond October meeting, and subsequently took 
thre« races at Liverpool and one at Warwick. 
The Dnke only made one serious attempt to 
capture the chief prize of the turf, namely, the 
Derby- This was in 1898, when it was thought 
he would realize the highest ambition of racing 
by winning over the fapous Epsom Downs by 
the aid of Dieudonne, one of the best horses he 
e\'Pr owned. As a two year old the son of Am- 
()hion ainl Mon Droit won the Imperial Pro- 
duce Stakes at Kempton and the Middle Park 
Plate, but in the Derby he failed to stay home, 
and only finished fourth to his stable compan-

In the early part of his turf career the Duke 
raced in partnership with Mr. Henry Chaplin, 
and, as a breeder, he was inclined to the blood 
of the latter's Derl)y winner, Hermit. Bel- 
phoebe, purchased as a yearling at his friend's 
sale for 650 guineas, gained for him his only 
classic victorj', namely, the One Thousand 
Guineas. This vfas in 1877, .when Belphoebe 
won by a neck, the race that year being more' 
valuable than the Oaks, namely, £4,750 as 
against £4,150. Perhaps a more- important 
success than this was the winning of the 
Eclipse Stakes si.\ years ago by Cheers, who, 
after his racing career, was sold to go to Rus- 
sia as a stallion. . . ■ • , , 
The Steward.s. Cup fell to the Duke,-,thi^ee 
times, with Monaco ui 1876 and twice - Avith 
Marvel, in 1900 and 1902. He also -secured a 
triple success in the Wokingham Stakes — an- 
other sprint race — at Ascot with Corunna, Oat- 
lands, and jMinstrel. Other big handicap tri- 
umphs included the Liverpool Cup, Manchester 
November Handicap, and the Ascot Corona- 
tion Stakes by Belphoebe — the last mentioned 
race also being won a few years ago by Com- 
mune — and the Lewes Elandicap three years in 
succession by Rylstone, wdio was an own sis- 
ter to Moorhen, famous as the dam of the cele- 
brated sires Gallinule and Pioneer. Mention 
should also be made of Chaplet, who won sev- 
eral races at Ascot and Newmarket and at the 
stud produced Morion, the winner of the Royal 
Hunt Cup, and Winkfield, who was sold to go 
to Ireland, and there became the sire of Wink- 
field's Pride and several other fine animals. At 
comparatively recent dates the Duke achieved 
considerable success wdth horses trained by S. 
Darling, at Beekhampton. They included Bur- 
gundy, wdio carried off the Queen's Prize at 
Kempton, and Acclaim, who last season won 
the Column Produce Stakes, the Newmarket 
Stakes, and the Triennial on the cpncluding af- 
ternoon of the Ascot meeting. Earlier that af- 
ternoon Fugleman had won another nice race. 
Unfortunately, the Duke at the time Avas lying 
ill at home, having returned from Ascot the 
previous day. 

With respect to the Duke's trainers, the 
brothers Bloss for some time had charge of his 
horses at Newmarket, but later Richard Marsli 
took them over. Subsequently they were 
transferred to the care of W. Goodwin at New- 
market, and afterwards for the most part to 
]3arling. It is interesting to recall that after 
the death of the late Queen the horses owned 
by the King ran in the Duke's name antl col- 
ors, Lauzun winning the St. James's Palace 
Stakes at Ascot during this time. 





^ HE Glasgow Herald of r^Larch 25 
has the following report of the 
previous day's proceedings be- 
fore the Ri;yal Commission on 
vShipping Rings : 

Col. \\. Smith Park, MA'.O., 
of the Allan line, gave evidence. 
He said he was a ship owner, 
and had been connected 
with the Allan line for thirty-six and a half 
years, for over thirty of which period he had 
been freight manager, l-'or tJie last fifteen 
years he had also been uiauaging ou'iier of 
the Pai-k .Steamship conqjany, which owns 
tramp steamers, lie ga\e evidence at the re- 
quest ot the commission as a representative of 
the Canadian North .'\tlantic Westbound 
Freight Conference, which comprised all the 
Canadian lines of steamers — Allan line. Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, Doininion line, Donald- 
son line, Manchester liners, and Thompson 
line — all of winch lines liad ;i deferred s\stem 
of rebate. lie would also speak in regard to 
the deferred rebate system of the .Allen line 
and Furncss lines in the .Vewfoundlaiid trade, 
and as to the deferred rebate .system in the 
River Plate trade in connection with the 
Allan line, although as they were doubtless 
aware, a witness had, after all, been arranged 
to appear on behalf of the River Plate Con- 
ference. 'J'lie system of deferred rebates was 
started in 1877 by the .-Vllaii hue in coiiuecliou 
with the Calcutta trade of the City line, for 
which they acted as agents. It was not, 
however, until 1886 that they adopted the de- 
ferred rebate system in their own Canadian 
trade, confining it at first to the direct St. 
Lawrence season. lie might explain, how- 
ever, that he had liefore him one of their 
Glasgow freight circulars, dated so far back 
as 1862, iu which one rate of freight was given 
to thoiie who contracted for twelve months to 
send all their goods by the Allan line, and 
another and higher rate of those who did not 
so contract, while in 1875 they had been se- 
curing the support of shippers by returning 
half the i)riniage on freight, lie had also be- 
fore him a list of rales, dated iS(>H, \)y which 
all the then .Atlantic lines of steamers agreed 
to abide; there was a general c(uiference nf 
tiiese lines, which lasted till about 1880. The 
deferred rebates in the Canadian trade differed 
at the various ports. Liverpool. Manchester, 
and Bristol lines acted together, and always 
had six months' rebates in hand. The Glas- 
,gow lines acted by themselves, and returned 
the rebates at the end of each ycav ending in 
October, when they liold nolliing in hand. 
The Newcastle line did the same, while the 
London Hues kept about three to four months 
In hand. It might he of interest to trace the 
evolution of the deferred rebate system in * 
their Glasgow-Canadian trade in his experi- 
ence. When he first iiad to do with this trade 
his ;firm despatched, a large fleet of fine sail- 



ing ships each season, wdn"c!i along with those 
of other owners, competed strongly with their 
own steamers. ."Xs the latter grew in size it 
became an object to educate ship])ers into 
sending more largely and regularly by steam- 
ers, as well as exclu.sively by' their line, and 
they accordingly offered special terms to those 
who sent all by their ships and steamers, and 
still better terms to tho.se who .sent everything 
by their steamers. Sailing ship competition 
gradually ceased, but in 1876 they began to be 
troubled with occasi(.)nal steamers being 
jilaced on the berths which offered \-eiy low- 
rates to attract the better paying class of 
traffic. They had to meet these competitive 
rates to a certain extent as occasion arose, but 
their shippers said to thcin in affect — "Wcare 
satisfied with your service and -.•ates. but we 
arc always afraid of getting into troul^le witii 
our et)usignees for not availin.g otirse'ves 
<if these outside boats., which our coiniietitors 
may do. Can you not meet this in soir.c w;iv 
that will justify our refusin.g lo support the 
opposition?" At first they did this by special 
contract rates covering more or Ies'<^ extended 
periods, but this bad its disadvantages, and in 
1887, a year after Liverpool, they introduced 
the system of allowing a deferred rebate of 
priin.-ige to exclusi\-e supporters of the Con- 
ference line^, and this sysieiu had continued 
ever since. irrespecti\e of whether they had 
hecn worlcing with their com])elitors on the 
basis of agreed rates of freight or not. Al 
first they only allowed half the primage on a 
number of articles,, but at the request of ship- 
pers they arranged tr) allow the full primage 
on all. The s\-stem had \vorked most salis^ 
f.ictorily, and they had had no cumi)laints, 
while he thought their sliipjiers would regard 
as insulting the suggestion thai tliev would 
he deterred by the loss of their rebates from 
ceasing to give the Conference their exclusive 
siq)i)ort if for any reason they deemed it 
desirable not to do so.' 

Colonel Smith Park said their experience 
in the Newfoundland trade had been very in- 
structive. This trade was originallj'- in a very 
special cicgree a seasonal one, served by small 
sailing ships, going out in the spring and fall. 
In 1872 they contracted with the Newfound- 
land government lo run a mail service, des- 
,ljatching la steamer from Liverpool to . St. 
John, Nfd., once a fortnight from the middle of 
April to the end of December, and a monthly 
service January lo Afarch via Halifax, in ad- 
dition to wdiicli they despatched a special 
steamer from Glasgow in .\ugust. They 
found, however, that while importers were 
\ ery glad to avail ihemseivcs of their steamers 
during the dull season, many could oiilv l)e 
induced by very cut rates durijig the .spring 
and fall, when large shipments were going 
forward and otitside tonnage could be induced 
to go on the berth ; this was, indeed, n.ccessary 
to enable those who loyally suRp.orted .thcffi to 



compete with the larger shippers who were 
able to charter special boats. Jn 1877 they 
gave special allowances in the way of return 
prima.ges. etc., to those who supi^ortcd them 
excliisi vcly, and in 1882 they issued a circular 
in the '■■olIo>ving terms to shippers and im - 
porters : 

"The purpose of the owners under this 
agreement is to grant a uniform freight rate 

all the }-.car roinid, whether by the direct 
boats from l.^i\-erpool and Glasgow or the in- 
direct rinite o\'cr Halifax. The ach'antagc of 
this to the trade will be that they w'ill secure 
a moderate rate of freight, and a rale that will 
not vary, so that shippers need not consider 
the question of freight in deciding the special 
period of shipment, and they will, sp far as 
freight is concerned have no occasion to 
crowd all their goods into special \esscls or 
confine their shiijmcnts to fixed niouihs or 
periods. In ordering goods also tli<'y will 
l<nov.- ex:ictly the freight to be charged. To 
the owners of the sleamei-s it will tend to 
spread the goods o\ er nuu-e \ essels, give 
them in the aggregate larger quantities to 
carr} , and so enable them to charge, as they 
purpose doin.g. .somewhat less rates than they 
could otherwise afford to do." 

'Phis luul a very good effect, and many 
eontr;tcled with them, ami shipmenls began 
to he spread more regularly o\ er the setison. A 
i;urly regulai- steamer oppc^sition. 7iowe\er, 
sprang up, an<l they ;igain li.'id c-Npei'ience of 
cutting (^f rales wliich made the trade unsat- 
isfactory Ip everyone. In 1898, in meeting 
this t)pposilion, they commenced making con- 
tracts on the basis of those importers who 
.gave tlieiu all their traffic, getting 20 percent, 
return; those who gave 73 pvr rent., 15 per 
cent., and those wlio g,-i\e 50 per cent., getting 
12 1-2 percent, 'fhe opposition found that 
to retain support they liad to make shnilar 
;:o'ucessioiis, and as the cutting of rates had 
made tlie trade unprofitable to both, in 1900 
they combined to offer a deferred rebate of 20 
per cent, to those who arranged dates, etc., so 
as to not to conflict, and so gave a better ser- 
vice to the trade, and this latest arrangement 
had proved to be far the most satisfactory to 
the trade. 

In the l\i\-er ' Plate trade, witness con- 
tinued, the deferred system of rebates was 
introduced and made apijlicable to the Hriiisli 
lines in conference in January, 1895, and was 
extended in 1897 to embrace the luiiicipal 
continental lines to the River Plate, thereby 
securing uniformity in liritisb and Continental 
rales of freight. In his cxj)erience, conference 
and sy.stcms of deferred rebates lo exclusive 
supporters were not objected lo by shippers 
save those who hoped ^ that iu the absence 
thereof they would be able to get better terms 
than their neighbors, and while, like all human 
institutions, tliey were open to abuse, after 
reading all the cvidcuce given to this com- 



mission that had been published, he consid- 
ers no Case has been made out to justify in 
any way an interference in the freedom of 
contract between shipowners and their clients 
any more than between land traders and their 
custoincrs, sonte of such traders having far 
more .stringent arrangements with their clients 
than that of any shipping company that he 
knew of. The conference system not only 
tcndc<l largely to the assimilation of British 
and Con.siitutional rates, but shippers general- 
\\ were far more (^-ojicerncd to secure the 
eqnalit)' and stability of rales than cheap 
freight.-^- -MI conferences he had been con- 
nected \vitb gave the most careful considera- 
tion to shippers' representations when compe- 
tition pressed on them, it being obviously to 
the interest of shipowners to do all they rea- 
sonably could to encourage the largest pos- 
sible amount of oversea traffic. 

In answer to the chairman, who put a ser- 
ies of (picslious on ihc deferred rebate system. 
Colonel Smith Park said that if there was 
roum fcir an o])positi(in line of steamers in' a 
trade \vhere this system had been iu operation 
anJ merchants were so dissatisfied that they 
would be prepared to give adequate support 
to a new line, there would be always found a 
shipowner to provide that line. 

The Chairman. — "Vou say if there 1.3 any 
general dissatisfaction there would, in your 
opinioii, be no difficulty in procuring outside 
steamers to carry goods for dissatisfied mer- 
cliant,^ .''

Under this system of deferred rebates, if 
there is an opposition, and you have outside 
steanicrs offering to carry goods at lower rates 
of freight, wdial is the position of merchants 
who are bound by this system to deferred 
rate.'^? Would you lower your freights.' 

It dcpend.s entirely on the circumstances. 
We (|o not profess, supposing a casual boat 
went alongside a berth and offered lo take 
loNvt'r rales, that we would reduce our tales. 
The thing depends upon the nature and the 
c.-clent of the opposition. If .shippers sup- 
liorted such opposition they would forfeit the 
advantage of the special discount offered by 
the shipowner. 

A system of rebates in your opinion makes 
freight more steady? 

Ycs. Of course the volume of traffic which 
stcamcns secure is important. In the mail 
Service, they had been in the position that the}' 
had to send a steamer once a I'orlnight wdic- 
iher I hey had a full loading or wiicther the 
ves.std went empty. Obviously, the amount 
of toiuiagc they had to .send was constant. Jt 
was of the greatest importance tliat they 



.should get the largest volume of traffic lo 
carry. 

The Chairman — "Before raisin-j your rales 
of freight do you consult the merchants? 

No. There was no meeting between the 
shipowners and the merchants at wiich rates 
of freight were considered and discussed. 

The system of rebates gives you a certain 
hold over the merchants. I vant to pnt this 
to you — the system of deferred rebates is in- 
tended to a certain extent to give yot. a mon- 
opoly of the trade? 

1 do not see where the monopoly comes in. 

Is not the very object of this system to 
induce the shippers not to ship good.s by out- 
side steamers? 

I think so. I think you have used exactly 
the api)ropriate word, ''induce." It is simply 
a special discount we give in exchange for 
value received. It is open to shippers to ac- 
cept or reject it. We have had in our ex- 
perience every form of making arrangements 
with shippers to try and attract exclusive 
support, which is so necessary to the conduct 
of a regular line, and one of the systems we 
used to have was that we made contracts for 
a year ahead at fixed rates. Many times mer- 
chants considered it a serious disadvantage 
that they had to commit tliemselves ahead, 
and when opposition came on they could not 
take advantage of it. This system of rebates 
meets them exactly. If when the time comes 
wdicn opposition is put on they arc exactly 
in the position that they may consider whether 
the}- take advaiita.gc of that opposition or not, • 
subject siuqdy [o the loss of the rebate. 

The luerchants being lied to llie system of 
rebates, do you think it is right you should 
be able to raise the rates of freight without 
consulting them? 

Perfectly fair. 

The Chairman — "You have made your po- 
sition very clearly, and 1 have put those ques- 
tions to you lo elicit your opinions. 

Lord Inverclyde — "Complaints arc made 
by traders that your rates in certain instances 
are higher than the New York rates. L^oes 
the question of insurance specially affect your 
trade ? 

Most seriously. Our insurahcc is not only 
very much higher than the New York, biit , 
there are other Gircunistances. The Montreal 

trade was a seasonal trade. The New York 
trade was a special trade in view of the 
enormous number of passengers carried. The 
tonnage in that trade was enormously in ex- 
cess of Avhat would be necessary for cargo 
purposes only. 

How do you view the suggestion that in 
the event of'- the trader and .shipowner not 
seeing eye to eye as to rates the matter should 
be. .settled by some form of arbitration? 

The suggestion would be ludicrous. We 
could never agree to it'for one moment. Wc 
arc sellers of an article as well as anj'body 
else. „ ■ '^-.•rj 
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HE Military Correspondent of 
the London Times" writes as 

follows: 

The Australian Correspon- 
dent of the TiincSj in a letter 
from Sydney dated November, 
7 last, described the genesis of 
the movement in Australia in 
favor of imiversal compulsory 
training. He showed hpw the lamentable de- 
ficieiicies in Australian defence had brought 
tlie National Defence 'League, into existence; 
how wide became the circulalion of its jour- 
nal, The Call, and how splendidly the secre- 
tary of the league, Mr. W. M. Hughes, made 
converts, one by one of many of the leading 
statesrnen of the Commonwealth, including 
Mr. Ewing, the new Minister of Defence, and, 
last but not leasts Mr. Dealcin himself. The 
speeches of Mr. Deakin and Mr. Hughes at 
]niblic meetings in London during the last 
Conference of the Colonial Premiers made 
fully n:anifest their opinions on the general 
(|uestion involved, and were a revelation to 
many, and an education to all. 

The Correspondent of the Times, in his 
letter of November last, gave a necessarily 
brief sketch of the. scheme Vvhich Mr. Deakin 
and Mr. Ewing subscqucnlly plaiuicd. 'i'his 
scheme was outlined by the Prime .Minister 
of the Common wealth government in tlie 
>'cdcral House of liepresentativcs on Decem- 
ber 1.3, last, but the J Jouse adjourned directly 
afterwards and very few details of the scheme 
were immediately accessible. On January 31 
of this year, however, the Department of De- 
fence, through its sccrctar}', I^Ir. Pethcbridge, 
supplemented Mr. Deakin's speech by a memo- 
randum entering into the details of the pro- 
posals, and as this document has now reached 
England, the moment has arrived for an en- 
deavor to acquaint the public at home wilh 
the character of a plan which, if accepted, 
may produce consequences of some moment. 

The Defence acts of 1903-4 imposed upon 
all citizens of Australia between the ages of 
18 and 60 liability to service in time of war, 
but omitted to render the obligation effective 
by training. The new scheme repairs this 
omission, and proposes to make every male 
citizen liable to military training; first, from 
, 12 to iS years of age in Cadet corps; and sec- 
ondly, from 18 to 26 years of age in the Na- 
tional Guard. The personal obligation to 
military training will operate only in respect 
to those who reach the ag6 of 18 ' aftei- the 
scheme becomes law.. 

The Cadet and senior Cadet training is in- 
tended to become universal and eventually 
compulsory on all lads, whether at school 
or afterwards, up to die age of 18. It will be 
arranged so as to interfere as little as possible 
with their employments, but it will not become 
compulsory until sufficient instructors can be 
found. Meanwhile, the Volunteer Cadet or- 
ganization will be fostered, and made as near- 
ly universal as possible. The training of 
Cadets will consist of physical drill, elemen- 
tary musketry, and marching: that of senior 
Cadets will include military formations and 
more advanced musketry. The memorandum 
promises furtfier details on these subjects, de- 
ferring them "in view of the prior necessities 
for the creation of a large force, actually avail- 
able within the next few years." 

For the National Guard training men will 
be divided into two classgs. 'J'liose aged from 
18 to 21 will be recjuired to attend a training 
of 18 da3's in the first 3'ear, iS in ihc se'concl, 
and 12 in the third. After passing out of this 
class at the age of 21, men will be incorpor- 
ated in the senior regiments of the National 
Guard. Training is- to be suited to local con- 
ditions and cmploynient. All units are to be 
formed on a territorial ba.sis and to be trained 
in their own disirii;ls. 'J'licre will be a colla- 
teral organization of \''ohinlcer reserves, so 
that the palrioiism of all ardent citizens may 
find full scope. Service will be unpaid up to 
the age of 21, but an allowance will be given 
to those dependent upon serving men. All 
officers and non-commissioned officers will 
have to pass through the ranks, and ])romo- 
tions Avill he based on practical e.xaininaticjns 
in the field, follovved by courses of instruction 
and examination, without any L'X])en.s'e to 
.candidates, at schools of ins! ruction which will 
be practically continucms in each sl;iU'. 
Throughout, promotions will be e.xclusivelv 
by merit proved by practical tests, and the 
conditions of service are, it is said, to be so 
framed that no man qualified to become an 
officer shall be debarred by reason of his civil 
occupation or social position. 

The object in view is declared ip be the 
provision of a fighting force, as large as i^os- 
siblc, and at the lowest possible cost. Con- 
sequently the training -will be limited to such 
matters as are absolutely necessary for war 
and all else will be eliminated. Musketry will 
be on a graduated scale with 400 rounds allow- 
ed for practice -during the first three years. 
Further practice will be allowed in the rifle 
clubs with free annnunition, while field artil- 
lery will receive .practical training in shooling 
under service conditions. V>y tr;iining at an- 
nual camps and concentrating the work of 
most units into a few weeks, it is hoped lo 
avoid the cost of drill-halls, offices, and con- 
tinual clerical cmidoyment of instructors. Each 
man, it must l)e remembered, will have learnt 
tile elements of drill and musketry as a cadet, 
and consequently instruction in canij) will be 
restricted to practical work- in the field aijd 
field firing. The .s-Cnior officers will be given 
frequent 9pportunities of commanding forces 
of all arms in ^ manoeuvres, and camps will 
eventually; take the forrn of, movable columns 



which will enable marches and supply in the, 
field to become understood. 

The uniform is to consist of "a military 
hat," with badge showing arm, regiment, and 
rank, a woollen jumper or shirt like that worn 
by the United States Aimiy on service, cord 
breeches, leggings or puttees, and boots, the 
w hole costing about £3. Officers, as well as 
men, will be supplied with uniforms, arid con- 
sequently no one need be debarred from quali- 
fying as an officer from fear of the cost, while 
"swords and unnecessary articles" will be 
abandoned unless prescribed for some special 
corps. The equi])ment will consist of bando- 
lier, water-bottle, mess tin, haversack, blanket, 
waterproot sheet, and greatcoat. 

The Memorandum states that provision has 
been made for the su|ip]y of 20,000 rifles a 
year, that steps are lieing taken for the creation 
of a small-arms factory," that an existing fac- 
tory for the supply of small-arm annnunition, 
now in the hands of a private comiiany, will he 
taken over by the government, and that its out- 
put will be trebled by new i)Iaiit. Jt is declar-

ed to supply "214,000 men, fairly trained, phys- 
ically lit for war, properly equipped, and 
organized in .sell-coiiiainej brigades for use as 
a field force or in similarly compiele units for 
garri.son defence at important localities." Of 
these 214,000, .some 83,000 will iiiulergu train- 
ing annually, while the remainder, aged 21 to 
26, will be in the Senior Regiments correspond- 
ing lo the Junior Regiments in which they will 
have performed their trainings. It is suggest- 
ed that there is no need t(; determine vet what 
training these Senior Jvegimenls should re- 
ceive, but that one week every two or three 
3'ears, or an' annual course with a rifle club, 
may he sufficient. 

When the s}-s1em is in full workinr; order, 
nine years after it begins, the 21^,000 men will 
be a\ailable for service in war. There will be 
27,000 men, from 18 to 19 years of age, at regi- 
mental depots; 83,000 men, aged 19 to 22, in 
the' Junior Regiments of the National Guard ; 
83,000, aged 22 to 25, in the Senior Regiments; 
and 21,000 supernumeraries, aged 25 to 26, to 
replace casualties. After the age of 26, men 
are apparently to be passed into a reserve, and 
it is calculated that, with ordinary rates of 
mortality, and allowing for an increase of pop- 
ulation ut the rate of 2. per cent, per annum, 
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easily. Serving men will have unusual chances 
of promotion at first, and after three years have 
elapsed it is expected that officers afld senior 
non-commissioned officers will be obtained 
from the 3-oung men of the National Guard. 
IJy forming .all three regiments al (.mee each 
\vill eventually li.ave a third of its strength due 
to leave it each year; its men will be in three 
stages of instnunioii, v.liile the new men v.-ili 
be able to learn irom those with more ex])eri- 
ciice. For artillery and other scientific corps 
there will be some modification of these ar- 
rangements, but the details have not yet been 
given. 

The Memorandum concludes as follows: — 
"It is not expected that" the 48 days' train- 
ing of the National Guard will of itself pro- 
duce a soldier e)l the h'tiropean l} i>e, or ili.'it 
tile training would he sufficient alone. It is 
to be remembered that the object in view is to 
train all Australians from the age of u up- 
wards, that at each age they will' be learning as 
much as their physical and mental develop- 
ment will pcrniit, and that finally, on attain- 
ing manhood, they will be taught the princi- 
jdes that that must guide, and the responsibili- 
ties laid upon, the soldier in the field of battle. 
Tlie training will viot guarantee a "well- 
ilrilled" soldier in common acce])t;ition, but 
should give us rnen who know how to shoot, 



parliament is apparently also 
w'on over to the good cause 
ivhich gains frienrls at every elec- 
tion and every debate. 

Whatever the fate of Mr. 
Deakin's proposals may be in 
Australia, they certainly deserve 
success and are of practical in- 
terest to us at the present time. 
The plan is broad and compre- 
hensive, sufficiently modern to 
niect the principal requirements 
of scientific organization in the 
present day, and yet sufficiently 
democratic and loo.se-jointed to 
suit the life oi a freedom-loving 
Anglo-Saxon communit)' blessed 
with an ocean frontier. Cadet 
corps have taken such firm root 
in Au.stralasian soil that a, youn.g 
fellow who has belonged to such 
a eor[is for sc\-en years will bring 
to the junior regiment when he 
joins it at the age of 18 a very 
fair knowledge of drill and mus- 
ket r}', and will be in a good posi- 
tion to benefit by his brief train- 
ing. If the suggested training of 
the senior regiment appears un- 
coniniiinly meagre, this is not f)f 
much importance, since four 
ye.ars must elapse betore these 
regiments A<-ill begin to receive 
the men from the junior corps, 
and by that time the question 
will have been reconsideret 

What Australia desires is a 
large and v/cdl-defined organiza- 
tion in \\'liich the manho(3(l of 
the cotmtry can take its ])lace in 
time of danger. This organiza- 
tion the ])lan supplies, and it promises to give 
the infantry at all events sufficient training to 
enable' it to become a useful force in wan As 
in all schemes of this nature; the choice and 
education of the officers and the training of 
the artillery jn-esents the greatest difficulties, 
and .Australia will be wise, supposing she ac- 
cepts the plan, to devote her best efforts at the 
ouisel to the pro\'isioii of a highly Cflucatcd 
body of officers, a solid permanent staff, and 
the best system she can devise for rendering 
her field artillery an eminent force. 

If .Mr, fjeakiii and his colleagues succeed in 
liassiiig this great measure they wdll wdn im- 
perishable renown, and will give the Old Coun-: 
try a lead that is badly wanted. Deakinize 
the I laldanc plan and what more is needed? If, 
after leaving our elementary schools, young 
fellows between the ages of 13 and 18 could be 
caught up, through the agenc}' of the iJoard of 
Ivlucalioii, by some extension of the many 
voluntary or.ganizations which already exist;

WHERE LOCUSTS ARE FOOD if 

Locusts are a table luxury in Palestine and 
other places. The Jews fry them in sesame 
oik In Arabia Petrea locusts are dried in the 
sun and ground into a kind of flour ior baking. 
In Central Africa certain tribes make them in-r 
to thick brown soitp. 

In Madagascar they are baked In huge jars, . 
then fried in grease and mixed wdth rice. In 
Algeria the)- simply are boiled in water and 
salted to taste. The Arabs grind and bake 
them as cakes, roast them in butter or crush 
them with camel's cheese and dates. I!ut they 
only resort to this fare in times of famine. In 
South ern Russia, where locusts .still are ex- 
tensively eaten by the serfs, the' insects usually 
are smoked in the first instance like fish. 

When required for consumption the legs 
and wings arc broken off and the bodies are 
boiled, roasted, stewed, fried or broiled. The 
flavor of locusts, wdiiic strong and_ disagree- 
able,, becomes mild and readily llisguised 
when cooked. Some locust soups scarcely are 
to be distinguished from beef broth. Fricd in- 
their own oil and slightly salted they acquiife 
a pleasant nutty flavor. 

Locust eating tribes invariably grow fat-, 
wdien the food is plentiful. Grubs and' cater- 
(dlbirs are eaten wdth avidity-., by Parisians.

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TTAWA, Ont., April 7— (Special cor- 
reypondonce) — The western iiicni- 
bors monopollzud tho attention of 
tlie IioiisG today on a cfiioKtion of 
national inii)ortancp. For years tlic 
j)rojecto[l construction of a railway 
to Hudson's Bay lias been debated 
by parliament, but little has been 
done in that direction, althoush 
one sovcrnment after anotlicr- lias 
expressed its sympathy, and offer- 
ed substantial aid. The debato to- 
day centred round tho manner in 
which the subsidy grants liad been diverted to "sub- 
sidy curve." One member after another from tho 
we^t declared litmaelf in favor o£ the apeody con- 
struction of the railway which was to be expected. 
Every western man looked to Port Churchill as the 
speediest outlet for the nroducts of Western Canada, 
but there was a wide dlvi^fgence of opinion as to who 
was' responsible for the delay. 

' _Mr. Knowlcs brought up the subject. Ho advo- 
cated the early construction of the railway and went 
■on record against (Mr. Sifton'a scheme of reserving 
tl^roe minions of acres of land to recoup the Dominion 
exchequer for the building of the lino. He was fol- 
lowed by Dr. Shaftner, who gave some Interesting 
data regarding the volume of products of the prairie 
provinces and the advantages which would accrue to 
the west It tho Hudson Bay railway were established. 

After Mr. McCraney had spoken Mr. McCarthy, of 
Talgary, gave a new turn to the debate by charKli'tr 
tho. government with playing with the project. Last 
session he said Sir Wilfrid Laurler had promised an 
announcement, but nothing whs forthcoming. Not 
only had there been gross delay, but the present 
government had allowed the. diversion and practical 
exhaustion of the land grant set aside for the con- 
struction of the Hudson Bay railway for the purpose 
of the construction of remote branch lines. The origi- 
nal grant made in 18!>5 provided for is. 400 acres a 
mile in Manitoba and 12,800 aore.s n inlle in tho terrl- 
torios. .Since then this grant had been eaten up in 
'subsidy curves." The distance from niadstone to 
lOrwoiid was not ITiO miles nearer to Hudson Bay 
than Gladstone, so that land grants for 170 inile.s had 
bi'en practically stolen, Involving a total of 1,:;29,S24 
acres, equivalent at JG an acre, a moderate estimate 
to .^even and a half millions. ^V'lule strongly advocat- 
ing- tho biilUllng- uf a railway to the bay, Jlr. Jlc- 
Carthy desired to see the country given a fair show. 

In the Hubaeqnont di.'icusslon, after Dr. Cash had 
si)oken. Dr. Roche spoke strongly upon the need of 
the railway, and condemned the govcrniuent for the 
manner In which they had permitted the misuse of 
tho l.-ind subsidy. While Theodore Hiu-ro.vs was di- 
lating upon the resources of the route, W. D. Staples 
rircd at iilm tlie question: "What about the timl)er?" 
and for a few monients cver.\'tlilnK in the chamber 
was a blanrc to Theodore. Mr. Staples, who followeil 
made one of his slasliinc speoches, (leelaiinR that the 
Kovernmi'nt in the past two \ears had s(|nandered 
snrtieient funds upon nildd lemon' to havn paid for tho 
cons! ruction of the line four times over. i;eo. Kowlei-. 
of Xi'W Brunswick, su))ported tiie project, as did also 
i;. h. Borden. The del)at<; was closed by .Mr. Oliver, 
■who promised ,a government annonncemeni .shortly. 

The neci-ssity of Die construction of the Hudson 
Hay Railway at an early date was discussed at leuKth 
I i;lay in the house of commons. The suljject was In- 
trodm-ed b\- K. \V. Ivnowles, wlio at the o\itset gave 
a review of tile Krowlh nf the \vest and urfjcd Ihe 
ne.'ieral need of increasing: the transportation faclll- 
tie.s. Kven with the small crops of last summer (liere 
had been congestion, he .said, and it was (luestionablc 
wliet'aer there was much more transportation ac- 
commodation tlian twent.v y(.'ars ago. Tlie ])rohlem 
of western agriculture was the transportation prob- 
lem. Unless the farmer had a market. In; might as 
well cease producing. ■ Mr. KnowKs express, il regret 
that the Halifax platform did not deal with this prob- 
lem more adeciuately.

which the government had appj-oaclied iiio western 
problems; thoy liad not moved rapidly enotish. 

Dealing with tiie advantaso.s of a rallw:iy t,o X'"ort 
William Jlr. Knowlcs stated tliat the dlstunce from 
the centre of the wheat district to Fort William was 
about the same as to Fort Churchill, while the dis- 
tance from Cliiircliill to I^iverpool was about the saiuo 
as from the Atlantic seaboard (g Liverpool. 'i'huH by 
this road the distance from Fort WlUlani to the. At- 
lantic would bi> sa\-ea. On thi^ basis he calculated 
a saving annually to western farincrs of $3,000,000 on 
an export of 20,000,000 bushels and on the cattle trade 
of SO per iicaU on approx-imatejy $u.'i0,00o. 

The co.at of the Hmison Bay railway, lie next ar- 
gued, would not be great. The country through^ 
which the line would run wa.s not diflleult. while the 
distance necessary to bo built was only -170 to -IT'i 
miles. I'-art Cliureliill was on,, of the ijcst luitural 
harbors in the world and would retiuire little oxponso 
out.side of wharves. Tho countr.v surroundluK It was 
rich In agricultural, tinibcr ana other rosourcos, 

-Mr. Knowlcs tlilTered with Hon. Clifford Sifton on 
the incHliod ol' ]>a.ving for tho nt'V^' I'ead. Hon. Clilfei'd 
Sifton proposed to set aside part of the western 
lands to jiroviae the fmid. 

.Mr. Knowlcs coiilti not do Iiis duly to his constitu- 
ents, he .said, without saying that the west paid 
largely with the federal revenur and got littli^ |,) re- 
turn except by general expenditure of governi;i en I, ft 
was timi' that tlu; east should ij,. aslicd to lu.'ilii, fjome 
return t(j tlu! we.st. .\Ir. Kuiji^.lcs was strongly oii- 
])Osed to the Ising; up of ;in,\- l;in(is, from si ttleinent 
and taxaihiii as \veru Ihe CF-U. lands. Already niany 
sections of tli,> w.'st had be^n severely jiandical'ped 
by this exemiiti'iii. 

Mr. KrunvU-s also exijrcs.sci tUsagreeineiit with 
Mr. Sifton on tlio question of pi'c-cinptlon. Tiic bewt 
lands In the west wore gone ^nd settl(.r.>7 .''hoald bo 
given an opportunity to acquire more land-s it they 
were loss valuable. The opposition to pro-oniption, 
he stated, came from the largo speculators of the 
west. Tho government could not go far wrong If It 
treated the settler generously. 

He closed by replying to an objection that the roll- 
Ing st»clc of this railway vvouid be in use only four 
months a year. He thought there would be some traf. 
tic all the year round, but if tno line was oontrolled 
by any of the larf?e system-s tHo rolling stock could 
be drawn off during the winter and used on other 
lines.' 

Dr. Cliaffiior, of Sonrls, .<ii,pported Mr. ICnowIcs' 
resolution. Dr. Schaftner boli(,vecl tho opposition to 
it. as to the C.I'-R. in earlier diiys, was duo to ignor- 
ance. , 

He cited the prc'^ent raiUvaV equipment of tho 
west — and In j)a.sslnf? paid a tribute to the Roblin 
government for its agrc^eniont, with the Canadian 
Northern — -and went on to show their inndcriuaey. 
At present there were in Maiiitol)i"i and SasKatcliewan 
only about S, 000, 000 .acres of i.and under cultivation, 
while there weri.. f, -if,. 000,000 acre.-i suitable for culti- 
vation. When the balance or lL'8,000,000 acres were 
brought under cultivation, thn C- P- K-, G. T. U., C. x. 
I^. and C. X. B. would, together, be absolutely 'jjiadc- 
riu.ate. 

Dr. Scliiiffner advocated tlio buildinfj and oppratlnn 
of elevators at Hudson'.^ Bay i,y the governinent. In 
this connection lio crlticizcil the grain de.-iiers of 
wheat, particularly the Winnipeg Crain e.vcliunge, and 
quoted with approval an altnclc on the hitter body by 
the "Eye Opener" of'Calgar.v. 

Dealing with the eastern opposition ho recalled 
the favorable Influence on tlio eastern states of the 
opening of Galveston aa an ocean port. In tho same 
way,.Jio believed, tho bu'ildini; of tho Hudson Bay line . 
would compensate Eastern Canada for any outlay in 
Its construction. 

Mo then branched into a, history of the cxplora' 
tions nf the country, prefac|„j; it with » declaration 
that he believed Hudson Cuy had been placed there 
for a wise purpose. 

It would, he said, prove the Baltic of North Am- 
erica. Dealing with the genoral idea of the coldness 
of the climate-; Dr. Sehaffnor cited the experience of 
a Hudson Bay company capt&ln that bathing there 
in tlie end of August w'aH us warm as Old Orchard 
ijcacii or Bale des i^haleurs. 

It had a future before it, added Dr. Schaffner, as a 
tourist resort. He ran over a list of voyages to the 
Bay since 1824, citing the dates of the opening and 
closing of navigation. The average was: Opening 



on June in and closing on November IS, a season Of 
live months, incidentally lie hazarded a. conipari.son 
that the SI. Dawroiice was not much over sb: niuntlis. 

Incidentally he expressed liimself as not opposed 
to the construction o£ the (Jeorgian Bay canal, but ho 
did not wish to see it built at tho expense of the Hud- 
son Bay railway. 

Dr. Schaffner, after citing statistics to show that 
the building of the Hud.son Bay road would bring the 
west I'OO miles nearer Clreat Britain than It is now, 
jiolnted out some further advantages. It would, j he 
claimed, turn the tide of Immigration more strongly 
to our shores. Wc could bring Immigrants to the 
west moro directly and avx>ld agents who were Inter- 
ested In turning them aside Into the United States. 
It would also, hO'^rgued, divert to Canadian channels 
much of tho trade of tho western American states 
with Europe. "If this government wants the honor 
of building this line," ho declared, "it had better gret 
busy." 

Tho tercentenary of the birth of tho discoverer of 
ti>e Bay would be here In 1910, and by that time Dr. 
Schaffner jirophcsied a jirosperous community on tho 
shores of this great inland sea. 

George E. McCraney reiterated the .s.tatenicnt of 
Di'. Schaffner that Hie present and iirojected railway 
facilities were totally inadequate to the future needs 
of the w(!s;. Grain l)loeliades. he; said, were I'ikely lo 
be a feature for a long time to come. Hence the de- 
mand for this new road. .More afleciuate transporta- 
tion, too, would mean better price's for the products 
of the we>it and so \s-()uld repay the cost in cold cash. 
l''iirthei- it would direct increased atti'iuion to the 
])0sslbllities of the west. Consi.'queiitly he believed 
the country was in a position to discuss wiiat action 
the government sliould take. 

-Air. McCraney moved a resolutiun which had stood 
on the order jiajier ln-||ie name of Mr. Jviioivles, as 
fcdiows: "Thai in Ihe opinion of this house Ihi' go\-- 
ernment should, on account of the rapid development 
of Western Canada antU continued inadcqiiacv of 
transportation facilities, take early ac tion towards 
the construction of a railway to l-'ort Churchill on 
Hudson Bay." 

M. S. McCarth.y, of Calgary, opened bv rererrlug 
to the number of resolutions- Introduced by Liberal 
members at this and previous sessions, which, he 
said, had not so far fiirthered the building of tho 
road. Mr. MoCartliy declared' himself strongly in 
favor of the building of the road by the government. 
Still, he was not In agreement with, the resolution 
moved. That resolution should, In his view, have 
expressed censure of the government. The govern- 
ment had used a land grant intended to build the 
Hudson Bay line and had UHod It to build lines In 
other directions. He did not abject to tho building 
of these other lines, but be did object to the claim 
that llu; Liberals had givn no land grants in aid of 
railways, when they were hiding behind a Hudson 
lia.\- cliarter. 

I\Ir. McCarthy i>articMlarixod these general charges, 
by stating that the government had ^rar^ted to tho 
Canadian Northern, lands .granted for a lino to the 
Hudson Bay, C. X. R, linos being constructed In 
"subsidy curves" or variations in the line made with 
the object of increasing land grants, made originally 
for tlie Nelson "Valley railway, Manitoba and Rallwa.v 
Company and the Winnipeg and Great Northern com- 
pany. They had been ke])t (i])en by the government, 
though it was by no means bound to keep them open, 
until these lini>s weri; bought uii by the C. X. R.- In 
one case (he C. N. R., in buikling "from Gladstone to 
Irwin, a distance of 320 miles, had gone only l.TO miles 
nearer Hudson Bay, and yet were given grant.s out of 
a land sot, aside for ,a Hudson Kay line. In some 
-cases 'j'subaldy. cruves'V were 30 and 40 inilcs. 
J., Mr. ^[oGarthy said tho land grants given to the 
Canadian Northern railway aggregated 2,180,000 acres 
which at a valuation of $6" per acre, would be equiva- 
lent to a total of $12,000,000; Of this 1,229,000 acres 
or 17,374.000, was for a line from Gladstone and Ir- 
win, 320 miles, or an average of $23,000 per mile. And 
for sections In tho territories the grant was 12,800 
acres iior mile, or tho equivalent of a bonus of $76,800, 
He closed liy declaring the government was playing 
with the (piestion. 

Dr. Cash, of MacKenzle, presented a careful argu- 
ment In favor of the proposed road. The steady 
growth of the Western trade and continued Inade- 
quacy of transportation to meet the demands were 
shown by tho wealth of statistics. Dr. Cash admitted 
that the railways were doing their best but pointed 



out that that best was not equal to the demands of 
tlie situation. Tiie situation, iiov,', he showed, de- 
manded the constrnetlon of a road to Hudson Bay 
witli storage facilities at both terminals. He urged 
also that tho road bed should be constructed for a 
double track, as that would bo money saved to have, 
a roadbed prepared In advance. 

Dr. Roche, of Mareiuette. stated that there was no 
difference of opinion In the west as to the need for 
this work, though there might be a difference of 
opinion as to the method of constriictif.. He knew 
there were objections, some on account of the danger 
of the route. Reports of explorers and traders, how- 
ever, showed that these dangers were not greater than 
those of the St. Lawrence route, if as groat. Another 
objeotlon heard, said tho member for Marquette, was 
of the shortness of the season. It was said that tho 
season was so short that only a small part of the 
crop could be shipped out before the season closed. 
This objection, however, disaippeared when It was re- 
membered that a large part of the crop of any year 
at tho present did not reach the seaboard until the 
opening of the following sc-ason. If the grain was to 
lie anywhere in storage, it might as well be at Fort 
Churchill as anywhere idse. Ur, Roche proceeded lo 
develop the further arguments of Mr. "McCarthy re- 
garding land grants to the Canadian Northern. Hi: 
read orders-ln-council showing a variation in the 
route and extension after e.xtensiun of time from 18'JS 
until May IS, 1;m)7. 

This (juestion was at once talcen up by T. A. Bur- 
rows. Ur. Ruche had forgotten, he said, that the 
chai-ter for Ibis road had been granted back in ISSCi. 
but that not a mile of road had been built u]) to l.S:tO,» 
and that eXLcn.^ion of time again and again had b(.'en 
gh'i n In the meantime. 

Since ISOS, tin? ('anadian Xorth'-'rn railway, which 
toolk over the old charters, had constructed the rall- 
vvii.N- steadily, and had thus given evidence Of bona 
tides justifying extensions ul Liiiie. 

Mr. Burrows expressed the o|ilnlon that the coun- 
try around Hndson'.s l^a.v possesses maiij' natural re- 
sources, and much good would be accomplished by 
connecting it with the rest of Canada. Great mineral 
developments would undoubtedly follow tho construc- 
tion of the railway. 

Mr. Burrows thought tliat tho government ought 
to buijd the road, and sui)ported Mr. Slfton's Idea 
that m'onoy should come from the sale of lands In the 
west. He did not think It would bo a costly road 
eithec to build or operate. He hoiied the govorimnmt 
would see Its way clear and adopt a definite jiolicy 
this session. 

R. S. Lake {Qu'Appellc) said there should be no 
shadow of excuse for giving in recent years of one 
and a quarter million acres of land in Saskatchewan 
to the Canadian Northern railway. He considered 
that both In tho commons and senate the ease for 
Hudson's Bay had been absolutely proven. Had the 
Conservatives remained In power the line would, lie 
said, have boon constructed -before this. Jlr. La.kc 
thought It was time parliament stopped playing with 
the questioni'and constructed the line, which is an 
absolute necessity to tire development of the west, lu-, 
' too, favored government ownership of tho road and 
its terminal facilities.. • . ■ . 

J. G.' Turriff declared that the new route to tho 
old country markets via Hudson Bay Is a great ne- 
cessity to the west; as to its feasibility there 'is no 
doubt. He emphasized the fact that anything which 
de\'clops the west will contribute, to the prosperity d£ 
the cast. Ho predicted that the next' time tho west 
raises full crop there will be an unprecedented 
blocftade. The congestion of two years ago was due 
iinorc to Inability of railways to handle the grain than 
snow. With a largely increased iicreago tho trouble 
will bo more acute in future. There is every justifi- 
cation, ho said, for the government to lake" liold of 
the project at onco and press it to a successful issue. 
:\Ir, Turiff denied that the present government has 
given any land grants In tho west. It had not carried 
out tho obligations incurred by the former govern- 
ment. .Mr. Turiff was not particular whether the road 
war, built by the government or one of the existing 
companies. The chief thing is to have it built. 

W. D. Staples supportml the resolution. IIo did 
not think there was anything new in tho speech de- 
livered by Ur. Sifton recently. The ideas had all 
been presented before. He voiced thn susi)ielon tliat 
it bad cost the ox-minister something to get his 
speech so well reported in the pr,.ss of the United 
States and Canada, air.' Staples thought the road 



could have been constructed If there liad hccn less 
extravagance b.v the governmnt. 

If the people connected with the government 
steamers had used taps which cost ton cents Instead 
of twelve dollars, .something could have been saved 
towards construction of the railway. The throe hun- 
dred thousand dollars which It is proposed to spend 
in llreworks at Quebec could be more i)rolitably spent* 
on the railway, as could the money spent in introduc- 
ing a new system of bookkeeiiing in tho marine 'de- 
partment. More could bo done for such projects it 
the government cut out middlemen. 

^. Crawford. Portage la Prairie, took up tho 
question of land grant. He said that the land grant 
should be handed over as th? construction proceeded) 
This was a mistake as U did not guarantee the com- 
pletion of the road. The constmctlon of the railway, 
Crawford said, would moan a great gain for tho west, 
although, perhaps, not quite so great a gain as some 
liredlctod, because with the completion of the Grand 
Trunk Pacltic the cost of liauling from eastward will 
be reduced. The line woidd lie a great advantage, 
however, particularly for the transport of stock to 
the British market. He 'bad no doubt of the feasi- 
bility of the watei--end of tho undertaking, (^rawford 
thought the government shoukl construct but not 
opei'ate the railwax. Xothiiig could be' done which 
wonlil contriliute more to tlie iirosijcrlt.v of the west 
than tlie construction of the Huilsiin' Ba.\' railway, 
.bdin Ibrron said that he had intended to speak at 
some length, but owing to the lateness of tlie hour 
would sinipl.v put himself on record ;is being in favor 
of the iiroject. It would, he said, lie a grij.'U \)Otn\ lo 
the cattle business of the west. The preseiU long 
land journey tak'es the "eream" oft the cattle busi- 
ness. 

S. .1. .lacksoii. of Sidkhic, told the house the story 
of the disastrous conse(iuences of forty miles of the 
Hudson Bay railway in cdghth's. He was of- tho ophi- 
lon that it Manitoba was to get full benclit of con- 
struction of tho line It should run either between 
Hake ilanltoba and Lake Winnipeg or I'ust of Lake 
Winnipeg. The latter route would open up a rich 
country and be 200 miles shorter than \any other 
route. His idea would, be to have the government 
build a road and give every railway In. the west run- 
ning rights over it. 

A. Martin. Conservative, of P. E. I., thought every 
member of the house east of Bale des Chaleurs 
should favor tho construction of the Hudson Bay 
railway provided they could bo convinced that the 
Hudson Ba.v straits are open for navigation for dve 
months of the year. It would give manufacturers 
and products oC the maritime provinces a water roiito 
to tlio west. 

Dr. Mclntyrc. In a speech of a couple of minutes, 
summarized all arguments In favor of tho project, and 
expressed his Conviction that Its construction Is ne- 
cessary, 

G. \V. Fowler, Kings, N. B., gave- his support to tho 
resolution, but criticized the government for extend- 
ing the area of the land grants. Hon. l''rank Ollvor 
made the government statement. In jiasslng he re- 
ferred to l'"'owler's and 'j\IcCarthy's arguments regard- 
ing land grants made to the Canadian X'^ort'nern. All 
depended, lie pointed out, on the question whether the 
road was to take tho shortest route to the Hudson"' 
Ba.v or to serve the western country. 

The minister then recalled 'the iiremior's Intima- 
tion last session of a probability of a statement be- 
fore that session closed. That statement had been 
Impossible, owing to tho premier's absence. Ho was 
commissioned to say, however, that the matter was 
once more under consideration by the government. 
That nothJri^ had been .deolded wa^ not due to any 
lack of sympathy on the pgrt of the government or of 
Intent to deal .with the question. He could again 
promise that a statement would likely be raadoi.be- 
fore the session closed. 

The o'pposlfclon leader rallied the government on 
the progress made ■with the great -work on ■which all 
seemed to be of one imind. The matter seemed in 
reality to stand Just where it had stood last session." 
Ho did not. however, suppose that that would Inter- 
fere with Mr. Knowles' consistent support of the 
government or his satisfaction with their policy. .In 
regard to tho project Itself, it was one of Intense In- 
terest to the west and he presumed the government 
had information to justify a seasonable service for a 
reasonable season. He was glad to see the ■house 
unanimous on the matter, but he did not see that 
much had been accomplished after all. The resolu- 
tion was then carried without division.

Rovprninent wore convicted of another lapse — and the 
government were exceding wrath. Mr. Asqulth was 
Indignant. X'obody can remember him ever being so 
indignant before. 

When the Transvajil government were about to 
come into being and questions were heard as lo what 
was likely to be the attitude of the Boers In regard to 
Ihe Chinese In the South African mines. Mr. Asqulth, 
In a line. Romane.sque outburst, declared In the house 
that if the Transvaiil government passed legtslntlon 
r^enactlng the wicked clauses of the Unionist govern- 
mrnt ordinance concerning the Indentured employ- 
ment of'yellow coolies, then, to use his precise words, 
•any legtslEtion corresponding to this ordinance will 
be dl.'allowed." But last ,\iigu.s-t. n.x »oon as the Brl- 
I'-h Parliament had been prorogued, tho Trans\a;il 
S iveniment did re-enact the ordinance for anotle r 
H"i» .and a half ."voars, and In December last the British 
R.iviTnment gave sanction that "sla\ery under the 
BrltLsh (lag" should continue, and on Saturday last 
Hin fresh ordinance cumo Into force. I'he British 
government, howe\cr, did not boast about it. No 
minister siioko about It. Three Blue-books liax'c been 
issued this year, but not a footnote In any of them 
that the' British government had made no objection 
to the Transvaal government re-enacting the ordin- 
ance respecting the Chinese coolies. 

.'s'ow, tills evening. Mr. Lyttelton, ex-secret;iry for 
the (!t>lonles. came along and told the house all about 
it. Indeed, he came ^■ery near to accusing the gov- 
ernment of tricker\-. .Mr. Asciiiitli at oiK'e |)ul on the 
r.ap. The moro indignant he got the louder the young 
< 'onservatlves — who never strut their ijolitlcal mor- 
ality, after the manner of Ministerialists — cheered. 
And the elder Radicals — the gentlemen who, before 
the general election, cried on high heaven to witness 
how the Tories had besmirched the fair fame of 
I'higland, and declared that once the Liberals were In 
power tho black blot of slavery would be wiped out — 
winced; there was no mistaking the -wincing. When 
Invited — but not till Invited — they bawled approval of 
the front bench assertion that everything was all 
vight, that the government. In sanctioning the "con- 
ditions of servitude" for another two years, wore 
really hastening the conclusion of tho "conditions of 
servitude" — paradoxical though It seemed. ThQ flar- 
ing fact, however, wa.s kept iironilnent that tho gov- 
ernment, at tlie request of tli<' Transvaal legislature, 
tiavi' onsented to two and a half more years of "con- 
ditions of aervltudo" in tlie very words of the scorned 
Unionist ordinance, and the government had not 
whispered tho faet to their Nonconformist slavery- 
hating friends In tho country. 

A Legislntivo Bran Tub 

The oppo.sltlon got the go\-ernnK'nt on the hi)). 
Tho Con.'iolldated Fund Bill came along. It. la a .sort

It was not denied. The only answer was that the 
government were justlfled in what they had done — 
but with never a word to the gentle Radicals who had ^ 
condemned conditions of servitude. As the exposure ' 
was made, the Radical back benchers sat glum— 
though they cheered later. Most of the 
the front benchers fled. ^Ut Mr. Asqulth, as nctlng 
primo minister, txnd Mr. Churchill, a« under-.secrotary 
for the t^olonios, remained. The young man from 
Manchester was busy with jiis notes; di\1iig to the 
deep recesses nf ,1, red desputrh box, hauling forth 
documents, furiousl.v seribhiing note..( nf retaliatory 
shot. So li(! coviMi-d wbali'vi-r lonfusloi. he felt. .Mr.

Besides, it is not usual In the house fur front bench 
men to treat other frontj bench men other than as 
gentlemen, it almost seeiiiod tliat .'^ir. Astiuith. In his 
passion, was anxious to pick a quarrel- But Mr. 
Lyttelton was not of that mind. "'Sou did break the 
pledge, you did break it," came in volume from the 
opposition benches. "DORg he." asltod Mr. Asqulth, 
pointing a wrathful finger Mr. Lyttelton, "does he. 
or does he not. .say we intended to break the pjedgc'.'" \ 
"I mus't 1-ciive tlu^ lnt<'ntlon.s of the governrnent to be ^ 
explained by themselves." answered .Mr. Lyttelton. 
Later on. when Mr. Lyttelt,,,) was hitting hard at the 
Radicals, growls, which increased In strongthi broke 
from the ministerial beueiies, "Oh," he said, "It Is 
Impossible to make this Palatable; Indeed, t don't try 
to make II palatable."

Tiu! reply j,nt forward b,\- Mr. Cliurchill astonished 
the lioiisr. He ftiiew, of I'oursi-, tli;it tin- .South Afri- 
can debat.! was to be raised. But he did not know 
exaetly win re the government '.vas to be, lilt. It was 
lilt at ;i iilaee lu- had never thought >>(. He had no 
Jireimred speech to meet tlie attack. So he llouiider- 
ed in a nianuiM- which was nothing short of ridicu- 
lous. When he rose there was chill silence on his 
own side. "Oh, give me a (-lu-er," suggested .some one 
in till' shadow of tlie opiiositlon gangway. "Hear, 
hear," said one or two Radicals, by way of encour- 
agement. Tho Colonial Under-fi'-'oretary skipped un- 
comfortably. He attacked the opposition for brlng- 
dng forward this topic when there were so many oth- 
er attractive subjects of controversy. AVhy should 
M.r. Lyttelton have fallen back on his old love, dis- 
daining all novelties, but faithful to that great sys- 
tem of Chinese labor with which hia name Is for over 
a.<?socIated?

Indeed, tlie Impression 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer's speech left on 
one's mind was curious; It was. that the govei:nment 
continued the ordinance In order to got rid of tho 
Chlne.se, 'J'hls was a point taken U]) by Mr. Balfour 
with cynical gusto. Mr. Balfour made Mr. Asqulth. 
more Indignant than evor, Mr. Asqulth i|iterrupted 
by saying that his remarks about tho Veto referred 
to tlie permanent retention of tho Chl.noao. "Show 
me the word permanent In the speech," demanded 
Mr. Balfour. • 



Conditions at Prince Rupert 



N the Empire, published by Mr. John Hous- 
ton at Prince Rupert, the following com- 
pendium of information Is given In re- 
sponse to numerous inquiries: 

Climate — The climate at Prince Rupert, 
is nuieh tho same as it is at points on tho 
s' a en.ist of the mainland between San 
l'"i-.iiieisco and ^■ancouver, There is a good 
de.il of rain, very little snow :ind a tern- 
pertiture ranging from 10 to 70 degrees above zero. 

Soil— .'M Prince Rupert the s<dl is a vegetable 
mold covered with moss and Intermixed with roots, 
and from one to ten feet deep to bed-roeli. It is 
spongy and water-soaked and does ii'd ilrain e;isil.\-, 
although the land l^ys well for drainage. At present 
animals can not li(> used for trallie or for any kind 
of work. What the soil is 011 land <'iipable of culti- 
vation in tile intei-ior or on Queen ll'liarlotte Iskands 
is not Itnown to the writer. 

Vegetation — Tho vegeta.tlon at Prince Rupert is 
almost wholly evergreen, thi' timber being red and 
.\-ellow ce<lur, siiruce, henilocic and bull pine. The 
underg'-rowth is principally blueberry hushes. 

Weather — There is .said to bi' no climate in I'::ug- 
laiid, it may lie said there is tio weather at I'rlnce 
Riiliert. 

Haidior—Tlie li.irbor Is one of the finest on tiie 
I'acille Coast. It is large, laml-loclce.l, good depth of 
wati'r, mi slioal.-. ami no obst ructions. It has threi; 
oiilh'ts, that eiirreiiis are nid strong when tides 
ebb and 'llow. Tides range froin l.ti ;it low tide to 2it.S ■ 
at extreme high tide; the a\'erage \arii\s from 12 fei't 
lo LS feet twice e\-ery 21 hours. The entrance is well 
llgliti-d and buoyed, and .■-■a 1 1 iiig \'essels will not iiei'd 
to bi- inwed more than a mile beyond the entranee. 

Water — The present water supjil.N- Is taken from 
a braiieh of Hays Crei'k, the ])lace of di\-ersioii being 
ali'iut liOO feet above sCa level. Tiiere is an aniiile. 
supiily for 2,000 to -1,000 people. I'-iiliire siqiply will 
comi' from .Sluiwa ti.'ins Laise, whi<-h is said to b<- 
large enough to suppl.\' 100,000 peojile. '|"he source of 
tho water is rain and snow, tin- watershed being 
■inonntains ranging from 2,U00 to 1,0(10 feel high. 

Townslte — The townsite of Prince Rupert is on 
the west side of Kalen Island, and when surveyed 
will have a frontage of four niUes on the harbor and 
must contain at least 2,000 acres, 1,300 of which arc 
now cleared. When surveyed, every fourth block, 
and the lots therein will be owned by the Province 
of British Columbia, the' remainder will be owned by 
tho Grand Trunk Pacific Town & Development Com- 
|)any. Limited. 

Size of Lots — The townsite has not been surveyed 
into lilocks ;ind lots; but under the .igreement be- 
tween the Pro\'ince and the Grand '1^-iink Pacific 
l\allway Coinpan.x', the survey and sub-dlvlslon into 
lots is to be completed on or before September 30lh, 
1908. When surveying will bo commenced la not 
known to the writer.

he erected and in but one locality — "Viokersvilje." 

Churches — The Chnrcii of F.ngland and the Pres- 
byt(M-l;ui clnirch hold services; tin- one in a church 
hall and the other In ;l building e-rected by the Ci. T. 
P, for a liot(-l, but which has not been ojieiied. 

■Schools — building for a pulilii- school has been 
provided for and a school will be sli^irted with an, 
attt-iidance of from 12 to 20 i.-hlldren! 

.Sewers and Light — '^riie G. T. P. lias laid a main 
sewer on the street leading from the wharf for a dis- 
tance of 700 feet, and a number of buildings are con- 
nected with it, Tho B, C. Tio & Timber Company, 
wiiose sawmill Is two miles from the CL T, P. wharf, 
sui)])lles the town with electric light at $1 .a month 
for I'ach 10 c,p, htnip.

Damrosch Orchestra 

Walter Damrosch, conductor of the 
tainous New York .Symphony Orches- 
tra, which plays hero Juno 1st, at Vic- 
toria Theatre, is a son of tho disting- 
uished Dr, Ijfeopold Damrosch, who 
came to this country from Germany In 
1871. Being the intimate friend of 
AVagnor and Liszt, Dr. Damrosoh' was 
one of the lirst to fight fo'r their music, 
thus beginning tho great spreading of 
the Wagnerian gospel which Walter 
Damroiscli has continued with such 
marked success. Dr. Damrosoh was 
himself a comiinser of great distinc- 
tion. While in conversation once with 
Anton Rubinstein. Dr. Damrosch com- 
plained of the narrow opj)orlunltlos 
then existing in .Vmerica. liuhinsteln 
promptly urs'ccl him to found an ora- 
ti^rio societ.v, as a mode of broadening 
theso opijortunities. Dr, Daniroscii 
quickly rcaliiied the value of the sug- 
gestion, and in liiTl tho New Y'orlc 
Oratorio Societ.v, now famous, was 
founded by him. .All this tlnio Theo- 
dore Thomas was watching Dr. Dam- 
rosch through the corners of his eyes 
and with something of a scowl on his 
face; tor Thomas wished no rival In 
America, and )^c thought that anyway, 
.'Vmcrica ought not lo support moro 
than one orchestra, and that his own. 
He did all ho could to retard Dr. Dam- 
rosch's progress, and so furnished ono 
of the most interesting •duels in tlio 
musical history of this country. 
Thomas's obstructions did not prove 
forbidding; for with, the. founding of 
tho New York Symphony Society.''ana. 
the first great musical festlval/under • 
his , direction at the Seventh Bdgiment- 
Armory, Leopold Damrosoh gave ■ 'a 
demonstration of his genius ,° as,.; .a 
conductor and organizer.

ELECTRIC SHOCKS. 

The Effects of Handling V/lres Which 
Carry a High Voltage Current. 

The fact that one has received a 
yhock from a live-hundrud-volt circuit 
thai did not prove iialnful Is not a sign 
that tho next one will he equally harm- 
less. The following experiments have 
been made Involuntarily, by a great 
number of people. , 

Touch one slue of tiic circuit lightly 
with the Hnger while making contact 
with the other side either through a 
ground or by actually touching It; .the 
sensation is similar to receiving a vlo- 
leal blow in the chest; a snmll burn 
ilial is deep, but not painful, will bo 
found on the linger where contact is 
made. 

Make a better contact, as by touch- 
ing the circuit with a piece of metal 
lield llrmly in tho hand and Hie blow 
win be strong enough to knock the ex- 
perimenter ilown. 11 la probable Hial no 
burn will result, as the current has a 
large surface Ihrougli whicli to enter 
llio hand; In rare cases the person may 
become unconscious for a short time. 

Grasp the wire lirmly in tho hand, 
and for a time al least It iviU bo im- 
possible to release 11. Serious burns 
arc made where tho who touches tho 
hand, and unless the victim -succeeds In 
wrenching himsplf free, or hejp • Is 
rpiickly rendered, tho result Is llkoly to 
pro\-e fatal. ■ 

The last cane Is one of very rare oc- 
currence; It Is pretty sure to obtain 
considerable space In tho dally papers 
when It actually does occur, while In 
many of the r<'ports seen tho victim 
may exclaim, with Mark Twain, "Ac- 
counts of my death greatly exaggerat- 
ed." On Hie other hand people aro 
knocked down by the current every day. 
n Is rather peculiar that the BOO-volt 
shock will. In tho majority of cases, 
kill a horse. 

The trolley current is a 500-volt cir- 
cuit, with the exception of perhaps half 
a dozen lines recently installed which 
go to 1,000 or over. It Is W'ell to re- 
member 'in case of a falling trolley 
wire that standing upon a dry hoard 
win give full protection, that while 
sitting In a car there is no danger of 
shock from a broken wlro or other 
cause If ono does not touch metal or 
wot wood; raising the feet' from tho 
floor that may be wet or dirty will do 
as an additional precaution. 

If one wishes to remove a wlro to 
avoid shock or for other reasons, il 
may bo done with safety while stand- 
upoii a clean, dry -board, with a piece 
of dry board ngt big euoug'i.ito stand 
on, or with' several thicknesses of dry 
paper (a newspaper), or. In case of 
emergency, a bundle of dry elothcs. As 
it is difficult to get tho latter perfectly 
dry a shock may bo received when this 
is attempted, but Hie resistance will 
be so high that Hie shock w-lU not bo 
very severe. 

The deadl.v third rail ajso operates at 
500 volts and is no more deadly than 
has been shown, except for the proba- 
bility of a person who has boon thrown 
dow-n by tlie sliock of falling across the 
rail and becoming unconscious. This 
of course is a.s serious a case even as 
that of the man who Is unable to let 
go .of the wire. 

Wire used for street lighting may al- 
ways be regar'ded with suspicion: they 
are exceedingly likely to carry a. cur- 
rent of L'.ono volts or more. This will, 
in most cases, give a fatal current, .and 
the pressure is so great that the pre- 



THE FALKLAND ISLANDS. 

To nine persons out of ten the Falk- 
land islands aro nothing more than a 
mere, geographical expression, and the 
vast majority of people have no knowl- 
edge of them beyond the fact that thoy 
are situated somewhere in the Southern 
Atlantic. Yet they are llkoly to become 
in the near future a subject of consider- 
able Interest as a bone of very serious 
contention ibetween the Argentine Re- 
public and Great Britain. It Is a con- 
flict, says the New York Tribune, to 
which the United States cannot remain 
Indifferent, for reasons which aro ob- 
vious, and if may safely be asserted 
thai every resource of Uncle Sam's dl- 
Iilumacy will be called into action for 
the purpose of bringing about a friend- 
ly uiiderstaiuJing Willi or without re- 
cours.; to tlio international tribunal of 
The llaguo, and to avert at all costs the 
dovoloping of the controversy Into an 
armed struggle between Argentina and 
Great lirilaiii. 

It is Argentina that has provoked tlie 
present trouble, and that, too. out of a 
clear sky. Senor Zeballos, tho minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, at Buenos Ayres, 
who owes ills office largely to his affili- 
ations with the extremely aggrcssivo 
\oung Argentine party, noticing that 
llio Falkland Islands ligure as ICngllsli 
possessions in the documents relating 
to the new international postal conven- 
tion ot Itonie, has replied officially to 
tho effect that "Tho Argentine Repub- 
lic considers the Falkland Archipelago 
as belonging to Itself, and cannot ac- 
cept the convention without protesting 
against the inclusion of the Falklands 
ainoiig the British colonies." 

Tile contentions of Senor Zoballo 
with regard to the Falkland islands has 
occasionally formed the subject of pri- 
vate discussion and even of newspaper 
articles In some of tho minor organs 
of tho Argentine press, without, how- 
ever, attracting any notice abroard or 
even, so far as it is known, engaging

For the serried ranks of 
gentlemen, old and young, equipped 
with opera glasses. It is easy to ac- 
count by the report — not at all ac- 
curate — that the lady Is attired for 
ono of her dances in ^itHo elso than 
beads, says the London TimoB. But 
tho mundtme dames aro therv, too, to 
see and be secff, and a careful scru- 
iny may even reveal a genuine ama- 
teur of dancing for danicflhg's " sake. 
AVhon Miss Allan's "turn'* arrlv.es, at 
a quarter past ten, there Is the .sud- 
den' silence that bototcenii ea^er ex- 
pectation. The ■ stage is Unfurnished 
save by a few pedestals for flambeaux, 
and for background there aro plain 
velvet curtains of a subfusc hue. Then 
tho violin bows glide softly Into thu 
first strains ot Choplln's valse In A 
minor (op. 3i, Uo. 2) — and the dream 
begins. Tho figure of the dream Is a 
young girl; you perceive her, that is 
to say, to be a girl when you wake 
again, but to your dreaming sense sin) 
is a nymph or a Tanagra slatuctle. 
Timidly she slips tlnough the cur- 
tains, and then appears to be drawn 
unconsciously into movement by the 
music. Say rather that she becomes 
part of the music — music made -visi- 
ble. .She wears light classic drapery 
that seems not so much to clothe her 
as to serve as ambient air whiirolu, 
she floats. Her limbs and feet ara 
bare; slender and supple limbs, leet 
that seem rather to caress the grounU 
than to be supported by it. 'VSrhea 
her arms wave It Is a wave in the true 
sense that they form ; a ripple - runs 
along them, slowly dying out at the 
finger-tips. Her hands have someth- 
ing of the leaf or petal about them, 
gently opening and folding or curvlnc 
back ujion their stem, like Daphlne's 
hands in that picture of Qlorglonno 
where the god hits caught her and she 
is just turning to laurel. ' For ex- 
(juislto felicity ot expression wc can 
only compare them with tho hands of 
Duse — whom D'Annunzio has so well 
called dalle bello manl. Here thoy 
express — how wo cannot guess, wo 
merely state tho fact— a pensive mel- 
ancholy, the vague sad reverie of 
Chopin's music. But the A minor 
valse, as, every one knows, modulates 
at times into tlie relative major, and 
then tlie dancer's face changes, and 
expresses hope and joy, and lier hands 
and Jlmbs and all the movements of 
her body express hope and Joy. Only 
for a moment, however, for again the 
music sinks hack into the minor key 
and you see the joy fading out of tho 
girl's face, and leaving her arms and 
handH, atifl she dances as one pp- 
pre.sscd, falling at last 4nto a wan des- 
pair. The music ceases; the dancer 
Is quite still, with head bowed over 
hands that seems lifeless; then sho 
glides (luletly through tho curtain— 
and you awake from your dream. It 
l3 a strange etat d'ame to have passed 
through in this Palace of Varietieaj 
amid I Its very worldy-looking crowd 
of aigrotted women and cigar-smok- 
ing men — like reading De Quincey 
on a racecourso or at Ranelagh. 

Your next dream Is to tho familiar, 
rather too familiar, tune of Mendels- 
sohn's "Spring Song," the dream- 
flguro flitting hither and thither- 
allegretto grazioso — in pursuit of an 
imaginary butterfly. This Is'of course 
no t'me for languorous melancholy; 
the girl's movwnents are brisk ana 
rapid; she makes Uttle rushes back- 
wards and forwards or, like "Camilla, 
skims along the plain." Now .'she la 
on tip-too with arms outstretched, now 
swiftly bending to the ground, now 
' settling" for a moment like the but- 
terfly she pursues — in short, gives 
you the ciuintessence of tho papilion- 
aceous, 'j'his you count a day-dream, 
you feel tho warm summer-breeze — 
again an impression curiously incon- 
gruous with your actual surround- 
ings. In the true sense of the word 
then, this dancer's art is entracing. It 
converts you Into it hypnotized sub- 
ject. 

But the dancer has reserved lier 
master-stroke for the last. This "Vis- 
ion of Salome" has not only made her 
famous, but has so haunting a fas- 
cination that, to our own knowledge, 
many people cannot keep away froiri 
It and return to the Palace to see it 
njght after night. For many of -us 
In this world will go anywhere in 
search of dreams, taking Culderon's 
vida es sueno for our motto, and car- 
ing little whether our iireams come 
to us through the Gate of Ivory or 
the Gate of Horn. This time our 
dream is sensuous, decadent, niaca- 
bre. To the strains of weird Oriental 
music Salome slowly descends tho 
palace steps. There are jewels on her 
neck and bosom, and she wears a tunic 
of black gauze. It is of tlie essence, 
ol course, uf Eastern dancing to show 
rli.\-Hiniie movoments of the body round 
Itself; so to speak, as a pivot, which 
means, of course, that it may become, 
as in the notorious case of the danse 
du ventre, something lascivious tnid 
repulsively ngly, Sow it is obvious 
that this dancer could make no move- 
ment or jiosture that Is not beautiful, 
!ind. In fact, her dancing as Salome 
though Eastern In spirit through and 
throngh, is absolutely without the 
slightest suggestion of the vulgarities 
so familiar to the tourist In Cairo or 
Tangier. She achieves the distinction 
—wo admit It risks being a nice dis- 
tinction, but she achieves it — be- 
tivccn the lascivious and the volup- 
tuous. Salome dances ail one fasci- 
nated, slowly advancing towards the 
head and swiftly receding from it, 
gradually drawing: nearer and nearer,' 
then falling upon hands . and knee's' 
and gloating, half savagely, half am- 
orously, over it, then pouncing upon 
It like a hawk upon a prey. There-' 
after she dances rear, a "quivci'lng, 
shuddering dance, and finally col- 
lapses, a huddled — but still graceful, 
still beautiful — mass. And there you 
huvo tho secret of her art, sheer 
beauty; every lino In it, every rhythm, 
every movement, every nosturo, cvor.v 
pause, Is beautiful. And so Maud 
Allan gives you beautiful dreams, and 
we do not wontler that all tho dream- 
ers In London and all tho lover.'j of 
beauty for beautj-'.s sake are crowd- 
ing to see her, and return to see li-n' 
again and again. 

George Wells, a Crimean and Indian 
Mutiny veteran,. -who recently sold boot- 
laces- and, matches, was burled with mili- 
tary honors at Southchurch, ESsejt. 
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lEVIEVVING a number of books v/liich 
have been issued, deajing with par- 
hamentaiy reniiniscences, The Lon- 
don Times says : 

Books about Parliament increase 
in number so rapidly that the future 
historian will be overwhelmed by his too 
ample material. He" will- be able not only to 
quote the epcoches made on any given day, 
but to describe the appearance of the House, 
the cut and color of the orator's clothes, and, 
in some caries, the precise nature of the re ' 
frcshment by which the flights of oratory 
were sustained. If he is anything- of a philos- 
opher, he will reflect that this multitude of 
books is a good and healthy sign of the popu- 
lar interest taken in politics, and of the fasci- 
nation exercised by the House over its mem- 
bers. No one -who has ever sat in the House 
speaks ill of it afterwards. The drudgery that 
'falls to the lot of tiie average private member, 
and the disappointments that vex the average 
official, are forgotten as soon as the time 
conies .for writing a book. Mr. Duncan 
Schwann, a new member, waits neither for 
success nor for disappointinent, but hastens 
to dedicate his first impressions "lo the 
5,545 electors of the Hyde Division of Ches- 
hire who made it possible for this Ixiok to 
be written." That, we su])pose, was not 
their sole purpose in electing ]\lr. Schwann; 
still, they have gained a genial and humorous 
book, and, no doubt, a satisfactory member. 
Mr. GriffiLli-Boscawen and Mr. Hope, who 
lost their seals make useful contributions to 
contemporary history; and Mr. Lucy continues 
the series of vivacious sketches for which he 
has long been famous. 

The difficulties of writing recent history 
are almost insuperable; but i\Tr. Hope has 
adopted a method which raises his book above 
the level of a mere record. ¥lc has written a 
consecutive narrative of the events of the 
years 1900 and 1901, illustrated by excellent 
summaries of many of the speeches on either 
side, with occasional passages at full length. 
He takes, naturally, the Conservative point of 
view, and to that extent falls short of the 
judicial spirit, but the partiality against which 
he warns us in his preface is by no means, 
as serious as the author, perhaps, imagines. 
One lapse, indeed, may be noticed. Full jus- 
tice is clone to Mr. Morley's great s])eech on 
the Finance Bill of l^oi, but Mr. Hope, by 
way of supplying an antidote, gives equal 
space to extracts from letters b}' Sir R. Gif- 
fen that appeared in our columns in January, 
1902. Mr. Morley's speccii was a parliamen- 
tary event; either the parliamentary reply, or 
none, should have been quoted. At an}' rate, 
the "big brother" should not be called upon to 
interfere. With this exception, for the author 
has not treated other controversies in the 
same way, the work, of which onlj' the first 
volume is before us, may be cordially com- 
mended. Mr. Boscawen covers more ground, 
and writes more unreservedly. Fie has re- 
corded the impressions made, upon him at the 
time by events of which he w-as an eye-wit- 
ness. Fie has not "iittempted to disguise his 
opinions as a Churchman, a Conservative and 
a Tariff Reformer, but he has tried at the 
same time to be^fair to political opponents. 
The author more than makes good this mod- 
est claim to consideration. Like others, he has 
been a good party man ; but party loyalty has 
not hindered the production of an extremely 
fair-minded book. There is no suggestion 
either of "Whig dogs," or of the dictum that 
"Tories are born bad and become worse."' On 
the contrary, nothing could be more judicious 
than the passage on what is known as the 
"khaki election," or more generous than the 
estimate of jMr. Gladstone, dreaded as a source 
of danger, but wonderfully eloquent, earnestly 
resolved to do right all the world over, and 
courteous beyond the com-tcs}- of modern 
politicians, even to the youngest member. 
"He sat through my maiden speech, which is 
more than any of my own leaders did." It 
rrtust be owned that Mr. Boscawen's leaders 
were not famous for sitting through speeches. 
On the whole, the author criticizes more often 
than he praises, and somehow produces the 
impression on the reader's mintl that the col- 
lective wisdom of the House is tempered by a 
good deal of indi\'i(lual miwisdoni. 'I'ho sec- 
ond part of the book relates to "the downfall 
of the Unionist party," and is written with all 
the proverbial candour of friendship. For in- 
stance, the author says of Lord Salisbury's 
reconstructed ministry in J900 that the filling 
up of the vacancies formed bv the retirement 
of Sir ]\1. Wliite Ridley and Mv. Chaplin 
"proceeded on principles no more iuLclligiljle 
til an those employed to create them. Failure 
in a previous office, or reputed failure, seemed 
to be one of the best qualifications for pro- 
motion; another was ignorance, or reputed 
ignorance, of the affairs of the office." "There 
were, however, some very good appointments," 
but it was "a government of great Unionist 
families, the Cecils, Cavendishes, Stanleys, 
Londonderrys ; a sort of twentielli-eenlury re- 
])rOduction of llie old Whig system in ' the 
eighteenth century." Mr. Boscawen iiiniself 
became parliamentary charity commissioner; 
"k curioqs position which carries with it no sal- 
a.ry, and the holder of which ceases to be a 
pifivate member without becoming a member 
of the government." Later, v.dien Mr. Bal- 
four's Ministry v/as tottering to its fall, he. 
.speaks of i'ls bankruptcy as com])lcte, and, at 
the end of the book gives tiie only possible 
explanation of the last general election. But 
it must not b,e, sijpiposed that Mr. Boscawen 
is more generous to his opponents than to his 
friends. He has his, own, decided opinions, and .

states them freely and plainly; but he has sat 
in the Flouse for fourteen 3-ears, and if that 
experience does n(_H teach a man that there 
are two sides to every (jucstion nothing ever 
will. Once, in his remarks on Cliin(;se laijor, 
he is betrayed into needless and amusing ve- 
hemence. He sees nd justice at all in the 
Liberal contention, describes the whole agita- 
tion as a "discreditable party fraud" and a 
"dehberate lie," and suggests that Mr. Birrell, 
who certainly has had bad luck, is even now 
tiic victim of Nemesis. Wliatever one's own 
views may be, this is hardly dignified langu- 
age; still, it injures the Ibiook' less than the 
persistent animus that has sometimes spoiled 
the work of greater historians; and fro.ni per- 
sistent animus Mr. Boscawen is conun^Uvlabiy 
free. His book is readable and useful through- 
out: but the first part, if only because of the 
easier perspective, is better than the second. 

Mr. Lucy's new book is precisely what 
the public has leai-ned to expect from him. He 
is neither an old nor a new member, but has 
s[)ent practically all his life in the gallery and 
the lobby of the I louse, with no elections to 
fear and no constituents to conciliate. After 
all these ycirs, he is naturally familiar with all 
that concerns the House, and can describe with 
ecjual ease the last speech of Mr. Gladstone 
and the ventilating machinery. In fact, nothing 
parliamentary comes amiss to him. lie [jasses 
from grave to gay and from great to small on 
almost every jjage, and seldom fails lo interest. 
We have little fault to find, for it would not be 
fair to make the autnor responsible for a few 
rather obvious slips of the pen, such as the 
statement that Lord Peel is the second son of 
the great Sir Robert. Mr. Lucy, we are sm-e, 
Icnows better. But we cannot agree with him 
that Lord Beaconsficld, having left the Com- 
mons, often vi.sited the Peers' Gallery of that 
House. We believe it was remarked at the 
time that he was never seen there. Nor can we 
agree with him that "the Cecils have for cen- 
turies enjoyed, in truth, honorably won, a fair 
share of the fat things of ministerial office." 
The fact is that from the Elizabethan lo the 
Victorian period one hears very little indeed of 
the family. But we mu^t not be ungrateful to 
the writer of a book that is full ol anecdote and 
humorous observation. The "Prime Alinisters 
whom f have known" — five of them — are fol- 
lowed by other eminent men who have not 
been prime ministers, and by a few chapters on 
other subjects. The omission of these latter 
would have given the book a more definite 
character of its own, but would have involved 
the sacrifice, at any rate for the present, of 
many good stories, and of a choice collection 
of Irish and English "bulls," or i-ather, mixed 
metaphors. f'or these, Sir W. Hart Dyke 
may take the first [)nzc with his gentleman 
who "went to the tbp of the tree and caught a 
very big fish ;" which suggests, though this is 
not Mr. Lucy's property, the oratorical red 
herring that came home to roost. But Mr. 
I^uc .-\s more important chapters relate to the 
distinguished inen whom he remembers. He 
has nr)thing very new to say nf .Mr. Gladstone; 
but he has put together, in a sort of sketch, a 
number of small facts which will give the 
reader an extraordinary, but not untrue, im- 
pression of Disraeli. That is Mr. Lucy's strong 
pnint. He is often compelled to be an impres- 
sionist, but his impressions, to the best of our 
l)elicf. are for the most part accurate. For in- 
stance, without claiming personal knowledge 
:if Sir Stafford Xorriicole, he assigns tr) him |)re. 
eisely his right ])lace among i)oliticin ns ; and 
he has the happy knack of writing about living 
men freely, justly, and without offence. He 
will be able, as time goes on, to continue his 
scries of portraits, tor new men seem to be 
coming rapidly to the front ; but there are oth- 
ers also, men of an earlier generation, of whom 
much might be said 1)\- one who remembers 
lliem in parliamenl. Plenty of memories and 
anecdotes s\n-ely gather mtmd Lord <",r;m\illc. 
Lord Cairns, the late Duke of -Argyll, Robert 
Lowe, and their prominent contemporaries and 
colleagues. Gossip, anecdote, and observation 
have a real value. They are not exactly his- 
tory, but historians will want them; and, what 
is more to the purpose, they will be read todav. 




MR. BERNARD SHAW ON SOCIALISM 

PrniJC meeting of the f'abian So- 
ciety was held at Queen's hall, when 
an aildress was delivered by .Mr. G. 
Pernard Shaw on Socialism, says the 
London Times. Mr. Sidney Webb 
presided, and was .supported by the 
executive committee of the society, and 
i-ei5i-esentatives of the Oxford University h'a- 
bian Societ)', the Cambridge L'ni\-ersity h'abian 
Societ}-, the Oxford | Women's) University h'a- 
bian Group, the London Univcr.sity Fabian So- 
ciety, and several provincial societies. 

Mr. Shaw, who was given a cordial recep- 
tion; said that immediately the\'- began to speak 
about Soci;dism our statesmen and politicians 
changed the subject in ;i most exti-aordinary 
way. Only the other day Lord l\osel)ery, con- 
fronted with the subject, suddcidy began to 
talk about religion. (Laughter.) That was 
the last thing in the world they have expected . 
him to speak about; it seemed only the other 
day that he was scandrilizing the Nonconform- 
ist conscience by wimiing the Derby. (Laugh- 
ter.) Coulinuing, Mi-. vShaw s;iid that the wish- 
ed to address them as an ordinary citizen with 
])olitical views. What was his |)ei-son;il griev- 
ance and why was he interested in Socialism? 
While he found that he could btiild his house 
for .a sum which, if he borrowed the whole of it,,. 



would necessitate the payment of £100 yearly, 
for interest, yet he had to ])ay another £200 
yearly for permission to occupy the particular 
piecq.pf-,gi;<^und in London on which the house 
sSiQi^|';lf ll^^^ to pay that money to\'the' na- 
tion;jh"e':should not so ijitich.-itiind, but what 
aiihpyed him Avas that he-had' "to pay it to a 
person who, for all he Icncv^', mig'ht not make 
the best use of il. Tiie n;oney raight go to a 
man who was abandoned to all the tempta- 
tion of an idle life, and yet when he raised that 
natural question he found politicians constant- 
ly changed the subject to free love. (Latigh- 
ter. ) As one wdio had gone about in ])laces 
mostly frequented thro-.-ighout luu'ope by pcn- 
].)le who livetl largely on groimd-rcnts, he could 
certify that a gooil deal of such money was 
■ spent in free love. (Laughter.) The centre 
and backbone of Socialism was this grievance 
of i3a\ ing toll — a toll which aggregated about 
£630,000,000 per annum. It was a scandal to 
throw away that money everj' year largely in 
extravagance and luxui-}". The remedy was an 
cxtreniely simple one, biit to get the money , 
back they — the professional and middle class — 
would have to take independent, political ac- 
tion. The mitldle class was the only impor- 
tant body of the people of this country wdio 
had not so far used their votes to secure their 
own position. (Hear, hear.) At present these 
persons had no political existence. The Fabian 
Society meant going or. with its Avork until 
there was no such thing in the country as tin- 
earned increment. (Clieci-s.) That was what 
was called an attack on j)i-o|)erty. That was 
quite right. The gentlemen now attacking 
them were the representatives of that class 
whom they meant to "squeeze out" absolutely. 
For this purpose they had the Aveapon of taxa- 
tion. It was a weapon Avhich could be adjust- 
ed to go as far as they Avanted to go, and to 
spare certain incomes which the present 
Chancellor of the l'",xchc:qner might put down 
as unearned, but which they would put down 
as earned. Mr. Balfour was entirely Avrong in 
stating at Birmingham recently that it was on- 
I3' production that mattered, not distribution. 
It Avas important that the Avealth of the coun- 
li-y should be better distributed so as to pro- 
vide food and clothing for the needy instead of 
its. being used to buy motor-cars and yachts 
for the rich. (Cheers.) Lie suggested that one 
excellent way of employiug the ground rents 
of London would he to pull down three-quar- 
ters of London and build it uj) better and more 
decently. (Hear, hear.) In defending munici- 
pal trading he said that every farthing borrow- 
ed for such enterprise had to be paid back, 
Avhether the undert;dcing was successful or not. 
The same could nof he said of [irivate .enter- 
prise. \y\\i) could tell- the miml.)er of compan- 
ies placed in the hands of the official receiver 
from Avhich the shareholders had never got a 
])enny? i\limicipal enterprise, on the contrary, 
had never cheated the widoAV or left orphans 
destitute. (Cheers.):,, At the close of his ad- 
dress a number of questions Avcrc adrlressed to 
Air. Shaw. One gentleman asked if he avouUI 
stand for parliament, and in reply Mr. Shaw 
said: — "That depends on the amount of sup- 
port A'-ou 'i?ive me." (Cheers.) 

■'J'lie chairman, in answer to an inqiiirv as 
to Avhether the I'ahian .Society was in favor of 
1I1C Right to Work l.'ill, remarked that the so- 
ciety had a better plan of its own which would 
be sprung in due time on the intelligent pub- 
lic. (Cheers.) 




'Sj^S^HE London Times, reviewing the book 
JfC' by Reginald W. Jeffrey, M.A., "The 
^V::>^j7 Thirteen Colonies of North America, 
•^uQ M97 to 1763," says: 

i^iijj The story of how the English 

came to dominate and possess the 
Nprth American continent has a never-ending 
fascination. Nothing at one time cohld well 
have seemed more unlikely, for a full century 
before the sailing of the Alayllower the Span- 
iards had minutely exainined the Avholc coast 
line from Mexico to Labrador, and such strides 
had they already made towards the ];erman- 
ent foundation of a Western eiripire that one 
institution of learning in the City of Mexico 
alone boasted a thousand pupils. Half a cen- 
tury later, but still fifty years before the landing 
of the Pilgrim Fathers, the Spanish population 
in the New World AA-as estiinate^ at 160,000, or 
as many as all the English colonies contained 
at the beginning of t^ie eighteenth century. 
Though later in starting, .l^-ancc, on the north, 
pushing westward by the St. Lawrence aiKl the 
Lakes to the headAvaters o£ the jMississi]j[)i and 
then doAvnwards to the Gulf of Mexico, soon 
claimed a territory A'astly larger than anything 
of which the English in America yet dreamed ; 
and in this movement France A\'as consciously 
actuated by imperial ambitions. It was the 
(leiinite desire to make of New F'ranee a great 
I'reneh empire overseas which guided men like 
La Salle across the depth of the continent and 
mtjved them to endeavor so to hem in the Eng- 
lish settlements with a chain of forts as to con- 
fmc them for ever to a narrow strip of territory 
along the eastern coast. 

Between the pomp and splendour of Spain 
on the south and the adventurous ambition of 
I'ranee on the north, the English colonies lived 
])lod(lingly, their chief ambition being no more 
ll;;in to make homes for themselves and to be 
I)erniiited to develop in peace into prosperous 
trading communities. They were neither dom- 
inated by one mind nor inspired by any single 
purpose. From Virginia, avIiosc early settlers 
were largely the "offscouring of Loiidon," to 
the New England colonies, to which the settlers 
came "not out of new-fangledness or any such 
like gicldie humor," but of stern purpose to live 
I heir "ideally holy anrl unh;ippy" lives apart 
from tlie interference of the authorities at home, 
the English settlements were isolated one from 
the other in space and sentiment ; and they 
never succeeded in acting in concert against 
cither France or Spain or in any undertaking 
till it came to throwing, off the^ rule of^thc 
mother country. The secret of the ultimate 
triumph of the English lies largely in that very 
self-containedness of each of the Thirteen Col-- 
onies. While France and Spain imagined do- 
mill ion = and erected the framework of empires, 
haigland made "plantations" only, where the 
men who were planted struck root and gripped 
the soil, establishing themselves against any 
pressure from the outside short of actual eradi- 
cation. And when the time came for them to 



spread, their outward march Avas irresistible. J 
Of Spain in Mr. Jeffrey's narrative we hear 
little, for it was not till long after colonial days 
that the spheres of Spain and the English-speak- 
ing people in America touched each other, ex- 
cept only temporarily on the southernmost edgp 
'of the EngHsh settlements. The struggle with 
France, however, is told, if in summary, Avith a 
sufficient sense of proportion to give us all that 
is essential clearly and not without picturesque- 
ness. The laborious beginnings of the English 
colonies themstlves make con-iplicated narra- 
tives compact of many trivial incidents — the 
hardships of life in a new country, Indian quar- 
rels, religious intolerances, governors, com- 
petent and incompetent, and bickerings now be- 
tween the different settlenients, now with the 
authorities at home — which, Avithin the limits of 
such a book as this, can only be sketched in, 
outline and with more or less arbitrary selection 
of such episodes as seem most essential to the 
picture. We may be disposed to quarrel Avith 
some of the author's rather over-positive char- 
acterizations of various actors in the story, as 
of Richard Nicolls, 'a man of wonderful power,'' 
of Francis Lovelace, "a courtier of the conven- 
tional type," or more especially of Andros, "a 
most capable administrator," whose "rule wa? 
particidarly Avise and moderate." We may have 
a suspicion at times that the author is not in- 
timately familiar with the conditions of America 
in later years. There are passages, too, where 
he suffers his English to become careless, and 
we wish that he could have made up his mind 
Avhether the members of a family famous in 
colonial history spelled their name ultimately as 
Bradstreet or as Brodstreet. But these are nob 
large blemishes in a conscientious piece of Avork', 
v.hich should serve its purpose well as a step- 
ping-stone to a more complete study of the 
period.

GUNNERS' DEAFNESS 

A British writer, quoted by the Army and 
Navy Journal, declares that 50 per cent, of the 
men in the British navy are more or less deaf 
as a result of heavy air shocks to Avhich their 
ears are subjected by the firing of the big guns. 
Strange to say, howeyer, this disastrous effect 
on the ears is sometimes greatest in the case of 
small guns. For instance, it has been found 
that the gun crews of the Dreadnought's 
twelve-inch guns suffec less from the "ring" 
than nien handling three-pounders. This is 
explained by the protection resulting from ehc 
barbette in Avbich the former is enclosed, ahd 
Avhich is not as a rule used for the three-pound- 
er, and further by^the fact that the men operat- 
ing the tAvelve-mch gun are about nine times 
as far aAvay from the muzzle as those of the 
three-pounder crew. To avoid the Avorst ef- 
fects of these gun discharges on the ears it is 
recommended that a piece of rubber be kept 
betAvcen the teeth so that the mouth will be 
held open, and clay fibre plugs be used in the
